Gentlemen  :  Your  Special  Committee  on  Rules,  to  which  was  referred 
the  matter  of  preparing  the  rules  of  the  Common  Council,  begs  leave 
to  submit  herewith  its  report  as  follows,  to-wit : 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS. 

MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Monday 
evenings  of  each  month,  at  the  hour  of  7  '.30.  At  the  hour  fixed  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  roll,  noting  those  present  and  those  absent.  If  the 
President  be  absent  at  the  time  of  first  roll  call,  the  Vice-President  shall 
call  the  Council  to  order ;  and  if  the  latter  is  absent  any  member  of  the 
Council  may,  upon  motion,  be  called  to  the  chair,  and  such  chairman  shall 
act  as  presiding  officer  until  the  arrival  of  the  one  entitled^  to  preside. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  may  be  held  upon  the  call 
made  as  follows  :  By  the  Mayor,  or  by  the  President,  or  by  any  three 
(3)  members  of  the  Common  Council.  In  case  of  a  call  for  a  special 
meeting,  in  whatever  manner  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons 
authorizing  the  same  to  duly  notify  the  City  Clerk  thereof,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  that  officer  to  cause  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be 
immediately  served  upon  each  member,  either  in  person  or  by  notice  left 
at  his  place   of   residence. 

At  special  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  only  such  ordinances  or 
resolutions  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon,  or  such  communications 
received,  as  are  specifically  stated  in  the  call  for  said  special  meeting. 

DUTIES     OF     OFFICERS. 

President. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Council. 

He  shall  vote  on  all  questions,  when  the  ayes  and  noes  are  taken  (his 
name  being  called  last),  and  upon  all  other  questions  when  the  Council 
is  equally  divided,  he  shall  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees  as  well  as  all  special  com- 
mittees that  may  be  ordered  by  the  Council.  All  standing  committees 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  Council.  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  said  standing  committees  shall  survive  only  during 
the  term  of  the  President  appointing  same.  He  shall  also  fill  all  existing 
vacancies  that  may  hereafter  occur  in  any  of  said  committees.  He  shall 
announce  the  result  of  all  votes  by  the  Council  upon  all  motions,  resolu- 
tions, ordinances,  etc.,  whether  by  roll  call  or  by  viva  voce  vote. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  the  President  to  sign  all  ordinances,  orders  or  resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  Council  before  being  presented  to  the  Mayor,  as 
well  as  all  ordinances  after  enrollment,  and  the  journal  of  proceedings. 

Before  putting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  Council,  the  President 
shall  rise  to  his  feet,  but  may  state  the  question  sitting. 

Clerk. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  keep  an  accurate  journal  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council. 

He  shall  have  said  proceedings  printed  after  each  regular  or  special 
meeting,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  presented  to  each  member  within 
ten  days  after  the  meeting,  and  at  least  fifty  (50)  copies  of  which  shall 
be  kept  on  file,  to  be  bound  at  the  end  of  the  term,  with  a  proper  index 
thereto,  which  shall  be  the  official  journal  of  the  Common  Council  of 
said  city. 

He  shall  arrange  a  roll  call  in  the  order  of  districts,  and  where  there 
are  two  councilmen  from  the  same  district,  their  names  shall  be  placed 
alphabetically. 

He  shall  keep  a  proper  file  of  all  papers  and  documents  of  every  kind 
and  character,  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Common 
Council. 

He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  me- 
morials, and  all  other  papers  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Common 
Council,  except  when  such  ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials 
or  other  papers  are  necessarily  in  the  hands  of  any  committee  for  the 
consideration  of  such  committee. 

He  shall  deliver  to  the  proper  committee  chairman,  within  two  days 
after  the  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  all 
ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials  or  other  papers  which  shall 
have  been  referred  to  any  committee. 

Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  act  as  messenger  for  the  Common  Council 
and  shall  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  proper  committee  chairman  all 
ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials  or  other  papers  or  docu- 
ments within  two  days  after  any  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  at 
which  the  same  shall  have  been  referred  to  any  committee. 

He  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Common  Council 
or  the  President  thereof. 

RULE  1. 

1.  Reed's  Parliamentary  Rules  shall  be  authority  on  all  questions  of 
parliamentary  law  and  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by  these  rules. 

2.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all  members  elected,  but 
no  ordinance,  order  or  resolution  shall  be  passed,  or  ordinance  en- 
grossed, which  shall  not  have  received  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all 
members  constituting  the  Common  Council. 

3.  No  one  not  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be  permitted 
to  address  the  same  except  by  a  two-thirds  secret  ballot  vote  of  the 
Common  Council :  Provided,  however.  That  any  officer  of  the  city  or 
his  authorized  deputy  may,  when  called  upon  by  the  President,  make  a 
report. 

4.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  Council  Chamber  during  the 
sittings  thereof. 

5.  The  presiding  officer   shall   decide  whether  any  question   is  carried 
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by  affirmative  or  negative  vote ;  but  if  he  doubt,  and  the  "ayes  and 
noes"  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Council  shall  decide.  In  case  of  a 
rising  vote,  those  voting  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  and  be  counted ; 
afterwards  those  voting  in  the  negative. 

6.  There  shall  be  eight  standing  committees  of  the  Council,  which 
shall  consist  of  live  members  each,  to  be  appointed  as  herein  provided, 
by  the  President  of  the  Common  Council,  viz. : 

Committee  No.  I,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  which 
may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  finance,  accounts  and  claims  and 
printing. 

Committee  No.  2,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Fees  and  Sala- 
ries, to  which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  fees  and  salaries  and 
licenses. 

Committee  No.  3,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  and 
Morals,  to   which  may  be  referred  matters   pertaining  to  those   subjects. 

Committee  No.  4,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Public  Service, 
to  which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  contracts  and  franchises, 
railroads  and  public  safety  and  comfort. 

Committee  No.  5,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Public  Improve- 
ments, to  which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  buildings,  per- 
manent improvements,  public  property  and  improvement  and  sewers, 
streets  and  alleys. 

Committee  No.  6,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to 
which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  ordinances,  judiciary  and 
rules. 

Committee  No.  J,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Investigation  and 
Impeachment,  to  which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  those 
subjects. 

Committee  No.  8.  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to 
which  may  be  referred  matters  pertaining  to  that  subject. 

7.  The  duties  of  standing  committees  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
ordinarily  performed  by  similar  committees  in  legislative  bodies,  except 
as  herein  modified  or  changed. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  report  ordi- 
nances making  the  annual  tax  levies  and  those  making  the  annual  appro- 
priations to  meet  the  several  items,  of  expense  that  are  appropriately 
chargeable  against  the  city.  All  other  matters  relating  to  raising  of 
revenues  shall  also  be  referred  to  this  committee. 

RULE  2. 

ORDINANCES. 

i.  Ordinances  shall  be  of  three  distinct  classes,  viz. :  First,  appro- 
priation ordinances ;  second,  special  ordinances  relating  to  special  mat- 
ters ;  third,  general  ordinances  relating"  to  the  government  of  the  city. 
The  Clerk  shall  keep  each  class  of  ordinances  in'  distinct  files,  according 
to  the  number  of  their  readings,  and  shall  give  each  ordinance  of  each 
class  a  distinct  number  in  the  order  of  its  introduction,  and  shall  place 
such  files  on  the  Clerk's  desk  at  the  opening  of  each  meeting. 

All  ordinances  shall  be  read  three  times  before  they  may  be  put  to 
vote  upon  passage,  unless  these  rules  shall  be  suspended,  but  no  ordi- 
nance shall  be  put  upon  its  passage  without  having  been  read  in  its 
entirety  at  least  once  by  the  Clerk,  nor  shall  any  ordinance  or  resolution 
be  passed  upon  the  same  day  it  is  introduced,  except  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the   Common   Council. 

2.  First  and  third  readings  of  ordinances  shall  be  by  title  only,  but 
all  ordinances  shall  be  read  in  their  entirety  by  the  Clerk  upon  second 
reading. 
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All  ordinances  shall  be  read  by  title  only  when  introduced,  and  shall 
be  immediately  referred  to  the  proper  committee  by  the  President,  unless 
the  Common  Council  shall  vote  to  take  up  consideration  of  such  ordi- 
nance in  committee  of  the  whole. 

All  ordinances  shall  be  open  to  amendment  after  second  reading,  but 
not  before. 

After  second  reading  all  ordinances  shall  be  ordered  engrossed  by  the 
Common  Council  before  they  may  be  read  the  third  time  and  placed  upon 
passage,  but  it  shall  be  proper  to  include  an  order  for  engrossment  in  a 
motion  for  third  reading  and  passage,  in  which  case  the  proper  form  of 

such  motion  shall  be  as  follows :     "I  move  that  ordinance  No.  

be  ordered  engrossed,  read  a,  third  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage." 

3.  No  amendment,  except  to  strike  out,  shall  be  in  order  after  an 
ordinance  has  been  ordered  engrossed  unless  by  unanimous  consent. 

Any  ordinance  failing  to  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  upon  order 
for  engrossment  shall  be  considered  as  still  upon  its  second  reading  and 
awaiting  engrossment  unless  stricken  from  the  files  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  by  the  Common  Council. 

All  votes  upon  the  passage  of  ordinances  and  resolutions,  upon  motions 
to  suspend  the  rules  or  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  by  roll  call. 

The  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time,  order  that  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions, petitions,  memorials  or  other  papers  shall  be  printed  for  distri- 
bution among  the  members  or  other  persons. 

4.  Any  ordinance  may  be  stricken  from  the  files  at  any  time  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  or  by  a  majority  vote  after 
the   ordinance   shall   have  passed  a  second   reading. 

5.  A  majority  of  all  members  elected  shall  be  required  to  pass  or  de- 
feat any  ordinance,  and  any  ordinance  failing  of  passage  or  defeat 
because  of  not  having  received  such  a  majority  for  or  against  passage 
shall  be  considered  as  engrossed  and  awaiting  call  for  third  reading  and 
final  passage.  Any  such  ordinance  may  be  called  for  third  reading  and 
final  passage  at  any  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Council  unless  it  shall 
have  been   stricken   from  the  files  or  otherwise   disposed  of. 

6.  Any  amendment  to  an  ordinance  may  be  referred,  delayed,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  without  delay  or  prejudice  to  the  ordinance 
itself. 

7V  Ordinances  reported  back  to  the  Council  by  committees  or  officers 
will  take  their  proper  place  in  first,  second  or  third  readings. 

8.  Ordinances,  resolutions  and  reports  may  be  committed  and  re- 
committed at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

9.  When  a  reference  is  made  of  any  subject  to  a  standing  or  special 
committee,  the  member  introducing  the  same  shall  be  a  member  of 
such  committee  during  its  deliberations  thereon,  but  shall  have  no  right 
to  vote.  He  shall  be  notified  by  the  chairman  of  such  committee  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  of  said  committee. 

10.  All  reports  from  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing,  giving  both 
the  title  and  number  thereof,  and  must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  thereof ;  and  all  committees  shall  return  all  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions and  papers  referred  to  them,  and  report  upon  the  same  to  the 
Common  Council  not  later  than  the  second  regular  meeting  night  after 
the  same  is\  introduced  *  Provided,  That  the  Council  may,  at  its  discre- 
tion, extend  the  time  for  making  such  reports. 

11.  Upon  call  of  the  roll  on  any  question  after  any  one  member  shall 
have  voted,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  offer  remarks 
except  in  explanation  of  his  vote ;  and  no  explanation  shall  be  in  order 
under  the  operation  of  the  "previous  question,"  or  motion  to  "lay  on 
the   table." 

12.  All   resolutions  presented   for  any   action  by   the   Council   shall   be 
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read  by  the  Clerk  and  immediately  referred  to  a  proper  committee  by 
the  President,  and  no  debate  shall  be  in  order  upon  such  resolution  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  reported  back  to  the  Council  by  the  com- 
mittee to  which  it  was  referred. 

RULE  3. 

MOTION  S,    THEIR    PRECEDENCE,    ETC. 

1.  When  any  motion  is  made  and  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  presiding  officer,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Clerk  and  read  aloud  before  debate,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
journal  with  the  name  of  the  member  making  it,  unless  it  is  withdrawn 
at  the  same  meeting. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  except  to  adjourn;  to 
adjourn  to  a  day  certain;  to  reconsider  the  previous  question  or  the 
seconding  thereof;  to  lay  on  the  table;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain;  to 
postpone  indefinitely ;  to  commit ;  to  amend ;  to  suspend  the  rules,  or  to 
concur ;  and  every  other  motion  not  so  reduced  to  writing  shall,  upon 
the  objection  of  any  one  member,  be  considered  out  of  order. 

3.  A  motion  to  "lay  on  the  table,"  or  for  the  "previous  question,"  shall 
not  be  in  order  if  prefaced  by  any  speech  or  remarks. 

4.  Any  motion  or  resolution  which  in  effect  contemplates  a  violation 
of  law,  or  is  in  conflict  with  any  ordinance,  shall  be  ruled  out  of 
order. 

5.  A  motion  to  adjourn  can  not  be  repeated  unless  other  business  has 
intervened  between  the  motions. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  can  not  be  reconsidered. 

7.  Any  matter  laid  upon  the  table  may  be  taken  up  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council  at  any  time :  Provided,  A  motion  to  reconsider,  once  laid  upon 
the  table,  can  not  again  be  taken  up. 

8.  A  motion  to  "reconsider,"  and  "that  when  the  Council  adjourn  it 
adjourn  to  meet  on  a  day  certain,"  are  privileged  questions,  and  are 
debatable. 

9.  A  business  which  by  law  or  necessity  must  or  should  be  trans- 
acted within  or  by  a  certain  time  will  be  considered  a  question  of 
privilege. 

10.  A  motion  to  "suspend  the  rules"  is  a  privileged  question,  is  not 
debatable,  and  can  not  be  amended,  except  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
mover. 

RULE  4. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

When  any  question  has  been  once  decided,  in  the  affirmative  or  nega- 
tive, any  member  voting  with  the  majority  may  move  a  reconsideration 
thereof  on  the  same  or  next  regular  meeting:  Provided,  That  no  such 
motion  shall  be  introduced  at  the  next  or  subsequent  meeting,  unless  the 
member  intending  to  make  the  same  shall  have  given  written  notice  of 
such  intention  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  which  he  desired  to  have 
reconsidered  was  taken.  A  resolution  once  adopted  may  be  rescinded  by 
subsequent  resolution,  and  ordinances  passed  may  be  repealed  by  subse- 
quent ordinances. 

RULE  5. 

PREVIOUS    QUESTION. 

The  "previous  question"  shall  be  put  in  this  form :  "Shall  the  main, 
question  be  now  put?" 
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It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and,  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  other  motions  or  amend- 
ments, except  the  motion  to  adjourn.  If  the  motion  be  sustained,  the 
Chair  shall  at  once  put  the  question,  first  upon  the  pending  amendments 
in  their  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

RULE  6. 

ORDER    OF    BUSINESS. 

1.  The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  by  the  Common 
Council  at  its  meetings : 

(a)  Calling  of  roll. 

(b)  Reading  and  correcting  journal  of  the  preceding  regular  or 
special  meetings. 

(c)  Communications,  etc..  from  Mayor. 

(d)  Reports,   etc.,   from   city  officers. 

(e)  Reports  from  official  boards  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Board  of  Public  Works. 

2.  Board  of  Public  Safety. 

3.  Department  of   Public  Health. 

(f)     Reports   from   standing   committees   in   the    following  order: 

1.  Finance. 

2.  Fees  and   Salaries. 

3.  Public  Health  and  Morals. 

4.  Public  Service. 

5.  Public   Improvements. 

6.  Ordinances. 

7.  Committee    on    Investigation    and    Impeachment. 

8.  Committee  on  Elections, 
(g)     Reports  from  select  committees, 
(h)     Appropriation    ordinances. 

(i)     Introduction  of  general  and  special  ordinances, 
(j)     Introduction  of  miscellaneous  business, 
(k)     Ordinances   on   second  reading. 
(1)     Ordinances  on  third  reading, 
(m)     Unfinished   business. 

2.  The  reading  of  the  journal  may  be  dispensed  with  at  any  time  by 
order  of  the  Council. 

3.  Special  orders  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after  "reports  from 
select  committees,"  if  so  ordered  by  the   Council. 

4.  The  Council  may  order  a  return  to  any  order  of  business  after  the 
call  of  the  regular  order  of  business. 

5.  The  chairman  of  each  standing  committee,  in  the  order  named  in 
section  1  of  this  rule,  or  in  his  absence  some  other  delegated  member  of 
the  same  committee,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  asking  for  action  upon 
all  matters  reported  upon  by  his  committee,  before  reports  of  other 
committees  are  considered,  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
decide  to  the  contrary. 

RULE  7. 

COMMITTEE  of  the  whole. 

t.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  Council,  the  presiding 
officer  leaving  the  chair,  shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

2.  Upon  the  ordinance  being  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council  the  ordinance  shall  be  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then 
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again  read  and  debated  by  sections.  The  body  of  the  ordinance  shall 
not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  line  and 
page,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  upon  a  separate  paper,  as  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee  and  so  reported  to  the  Council ; 
after  report,  the  ordinance  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and 
amended  by  clauses  before  a  question  to  engross  it  be  taken. 

3.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  Council  shall  be  observed  (as  well 
as  parliamentary  law)  in  a  committee  of  the  whole  Council,  so  far  as 
they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking; 
but  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  any  question  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

RULE  8. 

DECORUM    AND    DEBATE. 

1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Council  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to 
the  presiding  officer,  and,  on  being  recognized,  may  address  the  Council, 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate,  and  avoid  person- 
ality. The  Chair  shall  not  recognize  any  member  as  in  order  unless  he 
shall  be  in  his  proper,  seat. 

2.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave  of  the  Council,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken :  Provided,  All  speeches  shall  be 
limited  to  five  minutes,  unless  further  time  be  granted  by  the  Council. 
Time  consumed  in  answering  questions  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  part 
of  the  speaker's  time. 

3.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  presiding 
officer    shall    decide    which    shall    speak    first. 

4.  While  the  presiding  officer  is  putting  a  question  or  addressing  the 
Council,  or  when  any  member  is  speaking,  no  member  shall  engage  in 
any  private  discourse,  or  walk  across  or  leave  the  room  unnecessarily. 

5.  No  member  shall  impugn  the  motive  of  any  other. 

6.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  announcement  of  the 
result  by  the  Chair.  Every  member  must  vote  upon  every  question, 
unless  excused  from  voting  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

7.  If  any  member  in  anywise  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Council  any 
other  member  may  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  alleged  offender 
shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  If  the 
question  of  order  be  decided  against  him  he  shall  be  liable,  if  the  case 
require  it,  to  the  censure  of  the  Council.  If  the  decision  be  in  his 
favor  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed. 

8.  After  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President  or  president  pro  tern.,  no  member  shall  absent  him- 
self from  the  Council  chamber  without  he  shall  have  been  excused  by 
the  presiding  officer :  Provided,  hozvever,  That  should  such  presiding 
officer  refuse  to  grant  such  excuse,  the  member  seeking  to  be  excused 
shall  have  the  right  to  demand  a  vote  of  the  Council  upon  his  request  to 
be  excused,  and  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
shall  be  sufficient  to  excuse  him  from  further  attendance  at  that  meeting 
of  the  Council.  The  question  upon  excusing  a  member,  notwithstanding 
the  refusal  of  the  presiding  officer  to  do  so,  shall  be  a  question  of  privi- 
lege, and  shall  be  immediately  put  to  vote  by  the  presiding  officer,  taking 
precedence  of  all  other  questions  and  motions  that  may  be  before  the 
Council  at  the  time. 

When  any  member  shall  be  excused  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this   rule  the   Clerk   shall   note   on   the  minutes   that   such   leave  was 
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granted,   showing   whether   leave   be  granted   by  the   presiding  officer   or 
by  vote  of  the  Council. 

MISCELLANEOUS  RULES. 

Rule  q. 

When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  if  objection  be  made, 
the  Council  shall  decide  whether  the  paper  shall  be  read ;  and  no  paper 
shall  be  read,  if  objected  to,  without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 

Rule   io. 

No  matter  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an  amendment. 

Rule  ii. 

When  any  matter  is  postponed  indefinitely  it  shall  not  be  again  voted 
upon  during  that  or  the  next  two  succeeding  meetings. 

Any  member  may  demand  the  "ayes  and  noes"  upon  any  question  to 
be  voted  upon  by  the  Council,  and  when  such  demand  is  made  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  roll. 

Any  member  may  demand  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  question  is 
capable  of  a  division. 

AMENDING  THE  RULES. 

These  rules  may  be  amended  or  annulled  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Common  Council.  All  proposed  amendments  to  the 
rules  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  without  debate,  and 
said  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  report  at  any  time,  and  may,  at 
any  time,  report  any  change  in  the  rules :  Provided,  however,  That 
no  vote  on  any  amendment  or  resolution  to  annul  shall  be  taken  until 
at  least  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  of  such  intended  action. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  rules  as  above  set  forth.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  By  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  me  as  Mayor, 
I  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  to  your  honorable  body  the  formula- 
tion and  passage  of  ordinances  relating  to  the  following  subjects: 

1st.  An  ordinance  reducing  the  price  of  licenses  required  by  junk 
dealers  from  $25  to  $5.  I  firmly  believe  that,  when  compared  with  the 
prices  of  other  licenses  the  sum  of  $25  demanded  from  junk  dealers  can 
not  be  considered  other  than  excessive. 

2d.  I  recommend  also  the  appropriation  of  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  employ  a  chauffeur  to  run  an  automobile  to  be  devoted  to  the  use 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Especially  in  the  case 
of  the  Board  of  Works,  the  occasion  for  the  use  of  the  machine  will  be 
frequent.  It  will  scarcely  be  expected  that  the  members  of  the  Board 
should  be  required  to  run  their  own  machine.  The  recommendation  for 
this  position  therefore  becomes  important. 

I  am  satisfied  that  a  man  for  this  position  can  be  secured  for  $60  or 
$65  per  month,  and  the  value  of  his  work  will  be  cheap  at  that  price. 

I  also  recommend  an  appropriation  for  a  clerk  for  the  Detective  De- 
partment, at  a  salary  of  $60  or  $65  per  month,  to  do  the  necessary  cler- 
ical work,  which  is  now  being  performed  by  a  member  of  the  detective 
force.  The  detective  force  needs  the  services  of  this  man  as  a  detective, 
and  at  the  salary  which  he  is  now  receiving  he  becomes  an  expensive 
clerk  to  the  city.  If  this  recommendation  can  be  carried  out,  therefore, 
the  city  will  profit  as  a  result,  since  it  will  add  another  member  to  the 
detective  force,  and  at  the  same  time  get  the  clerical  work  of  the  depart- 
ment done  much  more  cheaply  than  is  now  the  case. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  these  matters  your  prompt  and  earnest 
consideration  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  enacted  into  ordinances,  I  have

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  That  Clause  B  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordi- 
nance concerning  the  compensation  of  all  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
clerks,  assistants  and  employes  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and 
repealing  all  ordinances  in  conflict  therewith,"  being  General  Ordinance 
No.  32 — 1907,  approved  May  16,  1907,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2.  Clause  B.  The  City  Clerk  shall  receive  a  salary  at  the 
rate  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  per  annum.  The  first  assistant 
City  Clerk  shall  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  twelve  hundred  dollars

ing Section  2  of  an  ordinance  approved  March  12,  1866,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  locomotives  and  cars  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  requiring  flagmen  to  be  stationed  at  certain 
railroad  crossings,  defining  the  duties  of  such  flagmen,  and  prohibit- 
ing locomotives  and  cars  from  running  across  certain  streets  unless 
a  flagman  is  stationed  at  such  crossing." 

Section  i.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, That  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
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shall  be  and  hereby  is  divided  into  three  districts,  to  be  known  as  "Dis- 
trict No.  i,"  "District  No.  2,"  and  "District  No.  3,"  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  District  No.  1  shall  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  lying  within  the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
north  line  of  Georgia  street,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  east  line  of  Dela- 
ware street,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  south  line  of  Merrill  street, 
and  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  west  line  of  Senate  avenue. 

Sec.  3.  District  No.  2  shall  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  lying  within  the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
north  line  of  Twenty-first  street,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  east  line 
of  State  avenue  and  said  east  line  of  State  avenue  extended  north  and 
south  in  a  straight  line,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  south  line  of 
Morris  and  Prospect  streets,  and  bounded  on,  the  west  by  the  west  line 
of  Belmont  avenue,  and  said  west  line  of  Belmont  avenue  extended 
north  and  south  in  a  straight  line,  exclusive  of  the  territory  included  in 
District  No.  1  as  described  in  Section  2  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  District  No.  3  shall  embrace  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  not  embraced  in  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2  as  described  in  Sec- 
tions 2  and  3  hereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor,' or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars 
in  charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be 
run  or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public 
place  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  limits  of  said  District  No.  1, 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  ten  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars 
in  charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad.,  to  permit  the  same  to  be 
run  or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  one  of  the  following  streets  in 
said  City  of  Indianapolis,  to-wit :  East  Washington  street.  West  Wash- 
ington street,  South  Meridian  street,  Shelby  street  or  South  East  street, 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  ten  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars 
in  charge  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be 
run  or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public 
place  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis  within  the  limits  of  District  No.  2  at 
a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars  in 
charge,  on  the  line*  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  run 
or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  limits  of  District  No.  3,  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  fifteen  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  9.  The  provisions  of  Sections  7  and  8  hereof  shall  not  apply  to 
East  Washington  street,  West  Washington  street.  South  Meridian  street, 
Shelby  street  or  South  East  street.  The  operation  of  engines,  cars  or 
trains  of  cars  over  any  one  of  said  streets  just  named  shall  be  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to 
streets,  alleys  or  other  public  places  where  the  railroad  tracks  are  ele- 
vated, or  where  the  grades  of  the  tracks  and  the  street,  alley  or  other 
public  place  are  separated.  At  such  points  there  shall  be  no  restrictions 
as  to  the  speed  at  which  engines,  cars  or  trains  of  cars  may  be  run  or 
operated. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  one  of  the  fore- 
going sections  or  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be   fined  in  any  sum   not  exceeding 
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one  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  ten  days. 

Sec.  12.  That  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  approved  March  12,  1866, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  locomotives  and 
cars  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  requiring  flagmen  to  be  stationed  at 
certain  railroad  crossings ;  defining  the  duties  of  such  flagmen  and  pro- 
hibiting locomotives  and  cars  from  running  across  certain  streets  unless 
a  flagman  is  stationed  at  such  crossing,"  be ,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  13.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  expi- 
ration of  thirty  days  from  its  publication,  once  each  week  for  two  conr 
secutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation   printed   in    said    City   of   Indianapolis.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  conduct,  maintain  or  engage  in  the  business  of  junk 
dealer  of  said  city,  unless  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have 
first  paid  a  license  fee  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  such  city,  and  procured  a 
license   therefor,   as   hereinafter   prescribed   in   this   ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  conduct,  main- 
tain or  engage  in  the  business  of  junk  dealer  shall  make  application  in 
writing  to  the  City  Controller  of  said  city  of  Indianapolis  for  a  license 
so  to  do,  specifying  the  street  and  house  number  of  the  building  in  which 
said  person,  firm  or  corporation  intends  to  carry  on  such  business,  which 
application  shall  also  be  signed  by  at  least  three  resident  freeholders  of 
said  city,  certifying  that  the  party  or  parties  concerned  in  making  such 
application  are  persons  of  good  moral  character. 

Sec.  3.  After  such  application  shall  have  been  granted  and  before  a 
license  shall  be  issued  thereon,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
pay  to  the  City  Controller  an  annual  license  fee  of  $ioi  and  upon  pre- 
sentation of  the  City  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  the  said  City  Controller 
shall  issue  to  said  person,  firm  or  corporation  the  license  applied  for. 
Said  license  shall  bear  date  of  January  1st  of  the  year  of  which  the  same 
shall  be  issued,  and  no  reduction  shall  be  made  for  any  part  of  the  year 
elapsed  at  the  time  of  making  such  application  for  such  license. 

Sec.  4.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall,  by  virtue  of  one  license, 
conduct,  maintain  or  engage  in  the  business  of  keeping  more  than  one 
junk  store:  Provided,  however,  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
licensed  as  aforesaid  may  remove  from  one  place  of  business  to  an- 
other by  giving  written  notice  to  the  City  Controller  of  said  city,  specify- 
ing the  street  and  house  number  of  the  building  to  which  said  removal 
is   made. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  licensed  to  conduct,  main- 
tain or  engage  in  the  business  of  junk  dealer  shall  keep  a  book  in  which 
shall  be  legibly  written  in  ink,  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  taking  or 
receiving  of  any  goods,  articles  or  things,  and  preserve  an  accurate  ac- 
count and  description  in  the  English  language,  of  the  goods,  articles  or 
things  purchased,  taken  or  received,  the  amount  of  money  paid  there- 
for, the  time  of  purchasing,  taking  or  receiving  same,  the  name,  resi- 
dence, age,  color,  height,  weight,  complexion,  style  of  beard,  style  of 
dress,  and  number  of  the  licensed  badge  of  person  selling  or  delivering 
said  goods,  articles  or  things. 

Sec  6.  The  book  provided  for  in  the  above  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  said  citv,  to  examine  the  same. 
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Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
licensed  as  aforesaid  to  purchase,  take  or  receive  any  goods,  articles  or 
things  from  any  person  when  such  person  is  in  an  intoxicated  condition. 

Sec.  8.  All  goods  or  articles  purchased  or  received  by  any  proprietor, 
manager  or  employe  of  said  licensed  junk  store,  shall  be  retained  at 
said  licensed  junk  store,  by  said  proprietor  or  manager  or  employe  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than   forty-eight  hours  before  disposing  of  same. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in 
the   Marion  County  jail  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  ninety  days. 

Sec.  10.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  11.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the 
Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis.

General  Ordinance  No  7 — 1910:  An  ordinance  defining  junk  peddlers, 
providing  for  the  licensing  thereof  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indi- 
ana, and  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  repealing  con- 
flicting ordinances,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  hereafter  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  collect  or  peddle  iron,  brass,  copper,  tin,  zinc,  rags,  bottles,  paper 
or  junk  of  any  description  in  or  along  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  without  first  having  obtained  and  paid  for  a 
license,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  goes  from  house  to  house,  or  from  one  part 
of  a  public  street  to  another,  or  from  one  public  alley  to  another,  in  a 
vehicle,  on  foot,  or  with  a  push  cart,  buying,  collecting  or  gathering  any 
iron,  brass,  copper,  tin,  zinc,  rags,  paper,  bottles,  feathers,  or  any  other 
article  commonly  called  junk,  shall  be  deemed  as  a  junk  peddler,  in  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  desiring  to  procure  a  junk  peddler's  license 
shall  make  application  therefor  in  writing,  giving  to  the  City  Controller 
the  full  name,  age,  color,  and  address  of  said  applicant.  Said  application 
shall  be  signed  by  two  owners  of  real  estate,  residents  of  said  city,  in  the 
presence  of  the  City  Controller,  stating  that  they  are  personally  ac- 
quainted with  the  applicant  and  know  him  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident  of 
said  city.  After  such  application  shall  have  been  granted  and  before  a 
license  shall  be  issued  thereon  such  person  shall  pay  to  the  City  Con- 
troller an  annual  license  fee  of  $1.  And  upon  presentation  of  the  City 
Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  the  said  City  Controller  shall  issue  to  said 
person  the  license  applied  for.  The  said  license  shall  bear  date  of  Janu- 
ary 1  st  of  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be  issued.  No  reduction  shall 
be  made  for  any  part  of  the  year  elapsed  at  the  time  of  making  such 
application    for   such    license.     "Application    for    license    shall   be   made   in 
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person,  by  the  party  to  whom  the  same  is  to  be  issued,  and  but  one 
license  shall  be  issued  to  one  person  for  any  one  period.  Such  license 
of  any  one  convicted  of  larceny  or  of  receiving  stolen  property  shall  be 
revoked  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city. 

Sec.  4.  Every  licensed  junk  peddler  shall  wear  a  badge  of  metal, 
three  inches  in  diameter,  on  the  front  of  the  outside  garment,  with  the 
registered  number  of  his  license  in  plain  figures  on  said  badge,  which 
badge  shall  be   furnished  by  the   City  Controller. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  to  which  may  be  added 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

'Sec.   6.      AH   ordinances    and   parts   of   ordinances    in    conflict    herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the 
Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  said  city.

CONTROLLER'S  REPORT. 

Department  of  Finance,

Hon.  Charles  A.  Bookzualter,  Mayor,  and  the  President  and 
Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  with  December  31,  1909,  exhibiting  revenues, 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  sources  from  which  the 
revenues  are  derived. 

The  total  bonded  debt  on  January  1,  1909,  was  $2,771,800. 
During  the  year  we  redeemed  and  cancelled  bonds  aggregating 
$88,500  with  moneys  taken  from  the  City  Sinking  Fund.  On 
January  15,  1909,  we  issued  $600,000  City  Hall  Bonds  of 
1909,  $375,000  of  these  bonds  were  taken  up  and  paid  for 
during  the  year  1909,  leaving  $225,000  to  be  taken  up  during 
the  year  19 10. 

The  total  amount  of  bonds  outstanding  on  January  1,  19 10, 
was  $3,058,300,  while  the  total  of  bonds  outstanding  and 
authorized  amounted  to  $3,283,300.  Of  the  total  outstanding 
bonded  debt  at  the  end  of  the  year  $3,008,500  is  City  debt 
proper,  and  $49,800  is  bonded  debt  assumed  by  the  annexation 
of  the  towns  of  Brightwood,  Haughville,  Irvington  and  West 
Indianapolis. 

Of  the  City  debt  proper  $1,299,000  bears  three  and  one-half 
per  cent,  interest,  and  $1,709,500  bears  four  per  cent.;  of  the 
suburban  bonded  debt  $3,000  bears  four  per  cent.,  $12,800 
bears  five  per  cent.,  and  $34,000  bears  six  per  cent. 

The   total   assessed   valuation   of   taxable  property   in   the 
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City,  as  returned  and  appraised  in  1909  and  as  is  shown  on  the 
tax  duplicate  is  $184,429,325,  from  which  is  deducted  mort- 
gage exemptions  amounting  to  $5,368,235,  leaving  a  net 
total  appraisement  subject  to  taxation  of  $179,061,090. 

The  constitutional  debt  limit  of  two  per  cent,  of  the  net 
appraisement  of  taxables  is  $3,581,221.80,  from  which  amount 
deduct  total  bonds  outstanding  and  authorized,  $3,283,300, 
leaving  a  bond  issuing  margin  of  $297,921.80. 

On  January  1,  1906,  when  we  came  into  office,  the  gross 
cash  balance  in  the  general  fund  was  $254,307.47,  which 
amount  included  special  appropriations  for  specific  purposes 
aggregating  $56,151.94,  leaving  a  clear  cash  balance  avail- 
able for  general  purposes  of  $198,155.53. 

On  January  I,  1910,  the  gross  cash  balance  in  the  general 
fund  was  $512,170.24,  including  special  appropriations  for 
specific  purposes  of  $244,086.36,  leaving  a  clear  cash  balance 
available  for  general  purposes  of  $268,083.88. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  several  tables  showing  ex- 
penditures by  departments ;  the  Park  Fund,  City  Sinking 
Fund,  Bonded  Debt  Statement,  etc.

General  Ordinance  No.  9 — 1910 :  An  ordinance  regulating  the  trimming, 
removal,  planting  and  cutting  of  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  hedges  and 
plants  within  the  limits  of  public  streets,  alleys,  thoroughfares,  lawns 
and  parks,  conferrrng  authority  over  the  same  upon  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners,  providing  for  the  issuance  of  licenses  to  tree- 
trimmers  and  the  assessment  of  fines  for  violation  thereof. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, That  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications  for  the  trimming,  removal  and  planting, 
and  protection  of  all  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  flowers,  hedges  and  plants 
within  the  limits  of  any  public  street,  alley,  thoroughfare  or  lawn  in  said 
city,  and  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  prescribe  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  permits  to  trim,  remove  or  plant  any  such  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
flowers  or  plants  within  said  city  shall  be  granted. 
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Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  trim,  remove  or  plant,  injure  or  destroy  any  tree,  vine, 
shrub,  flower  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  any  public  street,  alley,  thor- 
oughfare, lawn,  park,  parkway  or  boulevard  without  first  obtaining  writ- 
ten permission  from  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  shall  hereafter  be 
empowered  and  authorized  to  require  the  owner  or  occupant  of  property 
abutting  any  street  or  alley  to  remove  or  trim  any  tree,  shrub,  vine, 
flower  or  plant,  or  part  thereof,  in  front  of  the  property  of  any  such 
owner_  or  occupant,  which  may  be  dead  or  in  unsightly  or  in  a  dangerous 
condition  or  which  may  project  over  such  street  beyond  the  property  line 
of  such  owner  or  occupant,  to  a  height  of  ten  (10)  feet  or  less,  according 
to  size,  or  any  tree  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  pedestrians  on  the 
sidewalk,  by  first  causing  notice  to  be  served  upon  such  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  the  premises  adjoining  said  street  or  alley  ten  (10)  days  prior 
to  the  time  designated  for  the  removal  or  trimming  of  any  such  tree, 
shrub,    vine,    flower   or   plant. 

And  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  require  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  property  abutting  any  street  or  alley  to  plant  such  trees,  vines, 
flowers  and  plants  in  front  of  the  property  of  any  such,  owner  or  occu- 
pant as  said  Board  shall  deem  advisable,  by  first  causing  notice  to  be 
served  upon  such  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  adjoining  any 
street  or  alley  in  said  city  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  time  designated 
for  the  planting  of  such  trees,  vines,  flowers  or  plants.  If,  after  sixty 
(60)  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  any  such  owner  or  occupant 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  so  plant  such  trees,  vines,  flowers  or  plants,  then 
said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  may  plant  the  same  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  become  a  lien  against  the  adjoining  property  as  provided  by 
Section  234  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana  of  1905,  en- 
titled "An  Act  concerning  municipal  corporations." 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  planting,  cutting,  removing,  trimming  or  spraying  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
etc.,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  without  first  procuring  from  the  City 
Controller,  on  an  application  approved  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners, a  license  each  year,  authorizing  any  such  person  so  to  engage 
in  any  such  business.  And  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  shall  not 
approve  any  such  application  without  first  being  satisfied  of  the  compe- 
tency of  the  applicant  to  engage  in  such  business.  Upon  the  issuance  of 
such  license  by  the  City  Controller,  the  applicant  shall  pay  a  license  fee 
of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  which  shall  entitle  him  to  conduct  any  such  busi- 
ness during  the  calendar  year  within  which  the  license  is  issued.  The 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  within  said  city  shall  have  power  to  revoke 
any  such  license  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  such  Board  that  the  licensee 
has  violated  any  of  the  rules  of  the  said  Board  which  may  be  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  has  violated  any  ordi- 
nance of  such  city,  or  any  law  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  pertaining  to 
the  care,  preservation,  trimming  or  removal  of  trees,  etc.,  in  such  city. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar    ($1.00)    nor  not  more  than  twenty-five    ($25.00)    dollars. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
printed  and  published  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Mr.  Denny: 

General  Ordinance  No.  10 — 1910:  An  ordinance  concerning  the  regis- 
tration and  licensing  of  managers  of  barber  shops,  regulation  of 
barber  shops  and  barbcring,  providing  for  sanitation  in  barber  shops, 
declaring   violations    and    providing   penalties. 

Section    i.      Be    it    ordained    by    the    Common    Council    of    the    City    of 
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Indianapolis,  That  every  manager  or  owner  of  a  barber  shop  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance,  register  his  full  name  and  location  of  said  shop  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city ; 
and  every  manager  or  owner  of  a  shop  that  is  first  opened  for  business 
after  said  ordinance  takes  effect  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  opening 
of  said  shop,  register  in  like  manner.  Said  manager  shall  pay  a  yearly 
license  fee  to  the  City  Controller,  for  which  the  sum  of  $5-00  shall  be 
'paid.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  license  for  the 
operation  of  barber  shops  upon  the  presentation  of  applications  properly 
signed  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  which  shall  entitle  said  man- 
ager to  conduct  said  business  for  one  year  from  date  of  issuance  of  said 
license.      Said   license   shall   be   non-transferable. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  and  manager  of  any  barber  shop,  and  each  of 
them,  shall  equip  said  shop  and  keep  said  shop  equipped  with  both  hot 
and  cold  running  water  and  with  all  such  appliances,  furnishings  and 
materials  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  persons  employed  in  and  about 
said  shop  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  and  no  manager  of  a  barber  shop  shall  knowingly 
permit  any  person  suffering  from  a  communicable  skin  disease  or  from  a 
venereal  disease  to  act  as  a  barber  in  said  shop. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  who,  to  his  own  knowledge,  is  suffering  from  a 
communicable  disease  or  from  a  venereal  disease  shall  act  as  a  barber. 

Sec.  5.  Every  manager  of  a  barber  shop  shall  keep  said  shop  and  all 
furniture,  tools,  appliances  and  other  equipments  used  therein  at  all  times 
in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Sec.  6.  Every  manager  of  a  barber  shop  shall  cause  all  combs,  hair 
brushes,  hair  clusters  and  analogous  articles  to  be  washed,  thoroughly  at 
frequent  intervals  in  a  5  per  cent,  aqueous  solution  of  carbolic  acid  and 
to  be  kept  clean  at  all  times,  and  shall  cause  all  mugs,  shaving  brushes, 
razors,  shears,  scissors,  clippers  and  tweezers  to  be  sterilized  from  time 
to  time  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  7.  No  barber  shall  use  for  the  service  of  any  customer  a  comb, 
hair  brush,  hair  duster  or  any  analogous  article  that  is  not  thoroughly 
clean,  nor  any  mug,  shaving  brush,  razor,  shears,  scissors,  clippers  or 
tweezers  that  are  not  thoroughly  clean  or  that  have  not  been  sterilized 
since  last  used. 

Sec.  8.  Every  barber  immediately  after  using  a  mug,  shaving  brush, 
razor,  scissors,  shears,  clippers  or  tweezers  for  the  service  of  any  person, 
shall  sterilize  the  same  by  immersing  them  in  boiling  water  for  not  less 
than  a  minute,  or,  in  the  case  of  razors,  scissors  and  tweezers,  by  im- 
mersing them  for  not  less  than  ten  minutes  in  a  5  per  cent,  aqueous 
solution  of  carbolic  acid,  or  in  alcohol  of  a  strength  not  less  than  65 
per  cent. 

Sec.  9.  No  barber  shall  use  for  the  service  of  a  customer  any  towel  or 
wash  cloth  that  has  not  been  boiled  or  laundered  since  last  used. 

Sec.  10.  Every  barber  shall  cleanse  his  hands  thoroughly  in  clean,  hot 
water  immediately  before  serving  each  customer. 

Sec.  11.  No  barber  shall,  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood,  use  alum  or  other 
material  unless  the  same  be  used  as  a  powder  or  liquid  and  applied  on  a 
clean  towel  or  in  a  similar  manner. 

Sec.  12.  No  barber  shall  use  a  powder  puff,  a  sponge  or  a  finger  bowl, 
for  or  in  the  service  of  a  customer. 

Sec.  13.  No  barber  shall  permit  any  person  to  use  the  head  rest  of  any 
barber's  chair  under  his  control  until  after  the  head  rest  has  been  covered 
with  a  towel  that  has  been  washed  since  having  been  used  before,  or  by 
clean,  new  paper. 

Sec.   14.     No  barber  shall  shave  any  person,  when  the  surface  to  be

shaved  is  inflamed  or  broken  out,  or  contains  pus,  unless  such  person  be 
provided  with  a  cup  and  lather  brush  for  his  individual  use. 

Sec.  15.     No  barber  shall  undertake  to  treat  any  disease  of  the  skin. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  shall  use  a  barber  shop  as  a  dormitory,  nor  shall 
any  owner  or  any  manager  of  a  barber  shop  permit  said  shop  to  be  used 
for    sleeping   purposes. 

Sec.  17.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  lined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  and  upon  conviction  for  a  second  or  subsequent 
offense,  the  court  in  addition  thereto  may  revoke  said  license  or  imprison 
such  person  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
or  both. 

Sec.  18.  The  owner  and  the  manager  of  any  barber  shop,  and  each 
of  them,  shall  keep  a  copy  of  these  regulations,  to  be  furnished  by  the 
City  Controller,  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said  shop  for  the  infor- 
mation and  guidance  of  persons  working  or  employed  therein.  The  City 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  printed  copies  of  these  regulations 
and  supply  owners  or  operators  of  barber  shops  with  copies  thereof. 

The  word  "barber"  as  used  in  these  regulations  means  any 
person  who  shaves,  or  trims  the  beard,  or  cuts  or  dresses  the  hair  of  any 
other  person  for  pay,  and  includes  barbers,  hair  dressers,  apprentices  and 
shop  boys.  The  word  "manager"  means  any  person  having"  for  the  time 
being  control  of  the  premises  and  of  persons  working  or  employed 
therein.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  desire  that  you  recommend  .to  the  Common  Council 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  thirty-one  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($38,831.25) 
to  be  expended  in  the  employment  of  fifty  (50)  additional  men  on  the 
police  force.

At  the  present  time  the  districts  are  too  large  and 
the  best  police  officers  in  the  world  would  be  unable  under  existing  con- 
ditions to  enforce  the  law  and  keep  the  peace  as  the  people  of  Indian- 
apolis desire  that  it  should  be. 

Holding  these  views  and  believing  that  the  city  will  approve  this  re- 
quest, I  am  asking  you  to  make  this  recommendation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Safety: 

Gentlemen  :     I   desire  to  call  your   attention  to  the  present  condition 
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of   the   police   force,   and   give   you   some    facts    which    justify   me    in    an 
appeal  for  better  police  protection  for  the  citizens  of  this  city. 

The  police  force,  as  now  constituted,  is  inadequate.  It  has  not  been 
advanced  with  the  great  growth  of  our  beautiful  city. 

The  business  section  of  this  city  has  grown  rapidly  in  the  last  few 
years,  and  in  the  residence  section  new  territory  has  been  annexed  as 
often  as  the  growth  of  each  section  demanded,  adding  enormous  terri- 
tory that  must  receive  police  protection,  and  depleting  the  force  accord- 
ingly. 

The  city  of  Indianapolis  at  this  time  covers  probably  thirty  square  miles 
of  territory,  which  must  be  patroled  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
patrolmen ;  and  when  you  take  into  consideration  the  length  and  breadth 
of  each  police  district,  the  wonder  is,  how  can  we  give  the  people  of  this 
city  reasonable  protection  as  compared  with  the  amount  of  taxes  they 
pay  for  the  proper  protection  of  their  lives  and  property. 

Former  administrations  have  added  a  few  men  to  the  police  force  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  police  districts  have  been  redistricted  to  better 
place  the  men. 

At  present,  in  the  heart  of  the  business  district,  each  police  beat  is 
four  blocks  long  and  three  blocks  wide,  and  the  other  districts  get  larger 
as  they  gradually  spread  out  to  the  residence  section,  where  they  cover 
a  mile,  and  some  districts  two  miles,  in  length  and  breadth. 

In  several  of  our  neighboring  cities  the  districts  in  the  heart  of  the 
business  section  cover  but  one  square  block  of  territory  and  the  districts 
on   the  outskirts  are   small  and  well  protected. 

I  will  mention  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  as  an  example.  That 
city  does  not  cover  as  many  square  miles  of  territory  as  Indianapolis, 
and  which  has  about  five  hundred  policemen,  approximately,  and  eight 
finely  equipped  precinct  police  stations,  and  whose  population  is  but  a 
few  thousand  greater   than   Indianapolis. 

We  must  awaken  to  the  realization  that  we  are  woefully  deficient  in 
police  protection,  and  I  request  your  honorable  Board  to  take  immediate 
steps  to  bring  this  police  force  up  to  its  proper  apportionment. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  an  increase  of  fifty  men  be  made  immedi- 
ately, and  that  on  each  succeeding  year  of  this  administration  a  propor- 
tionate number  of  men  be  added  to  the  police  force ;  and  that  ground  be 
bought  and  buildings  erected  in  different  sections  of  the  city  for  first-class 
precinct  police  stations,  that  we  may  conform  with  the  methods  in  vogue 
in  other  cities  for  several  years,  and  for  the  betterment  of  the  service 
and  the  proper  protection  of  our  citizens  and  taxpayers.'

At  7:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  Saturday  evening,  March  12,  1910, 
President  Johnson  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll. 

Present:  The  Hon.  William  H.  Johnson,  President  of  the 
Common  Council,  and  8  members,  viz:  Messrs.  McCarthy,  Cope- 
land,  Rubens,  Denny,  Owen,  Stilz,  Blumberg  and  Troy. 

Absent,  none. 

Mr.  Denny  moved  to  refer  back  to  the  reports  of  committees. 
Carried. 
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From  Special  Committee  on  Investigation: 

Indianapolis,  Ind._,  March   12,   1910. 

Mr.  President  :  Your  special  committee,  to  which  was  referred  the 
matter  of  investigating  certain  charges  and  rumors  concerning  members 
of  this  body  growing  out  of  the  proposed  contract  for  electric  light  and 
gas  fixtures  for  the  city  hall,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  convened  February  10,  1910,  at  3  :oo  p.  m.,  at  the 
City  Clerk's  office  and  sat  daily  thereafter  except  Sunday  up  to  and  in- 
cluding February  15,  1910.  There  were  present  at  the  meetings  the  fol- 
lowing attorneys :  Joseph  B.  Kealing,  Corporation  Counsel,  and  Fred 
B.  McAllister,  Deputy  Prosecuting  Attorney,  who  were  invited  to  attend;, 
also,  Charles  E.  Cox,  representing  Councilman  Rubens ;  W.  O.  Dunlavy, 
representing  Councilman  Copeland,  and  C.  W.  Richards,  representing 
Hatfield  Electric  Co.  Each  of  these  gentlemen  was  given  the  right  to 
cross-examine  the  witnesses  called  by  the  committee  and  to  call  and 
examine  any  witnesses  they  desired.  The  hearing  took  a  wide  range 
and  was  as  thorough  and  complete  as  your  committee  was  able  to  make  it. 

The  complete  typewritten  record  of  the  testimony  accompanies  this 
report  for  this  body  to  dispose  of  as  it  sees  fit. 

The  following  witnesses  were  examined :  Edward  A.  Ramsav,  City 
Clerk;  Frank  J.  Noll,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  Preston  C. 
Rubush,  architect  of  the  city  hall;  Christian  A.  Schrader  and  E.  J. 
O'Reilly,  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works ;  Mayor  Shank,  Detec- 
tives Kinney  and  Coffin,  L.  K.  Babcock,  Secretary  to  the  Mayor ;  F.  H. 
Cheyne,  T.  Barlow  Hatfield,  C.  C.  Hatfield,  Adam  Todd,  assistant  to 
consulting  engineer  of  the  city  hall ;  Harry  A.  Rockaway,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Councilmen :  Messrs  Rubens,  Copeland,  Stilz,  Owen,  McCarthy 
and  Denny. 

From  the  evidence  introduced  your  committee  finds  the  facts  briefly  and 
concisely  stated  to  be  as  follows  : 

On  December  20,  1909,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  received  three  bids 
for  the  electric  light  and  gas  fixtures  for  the  city  hall. 

These  bids  were  received  as  follows : 

Sanborn-Marsh   Electric  Co $23,294  50 

Cassidy  &  Son  Mfg.  Co 24,640  00 

Morreau  Gas  Fixture  Mfg.  Co 25,000  00 

Sanborn  &  Marsh  were  proposing  to  furnish  and  hang  fixtures  made 
by  the  Wahle-Phillips  Co.  Cassidy  &  Son  Mfg.  Co.  were  intending  to 
hang  their  own  fixtures,  employing  workmen  of  the  F.  H.  Cheyne  Electric 
Co.,  of  Indianapolis.  The  Morreau  Co.  had  contracted  with  the  Hatfield 
Electric  Co.  to  hang  their  fixtures  in  the  event  they  were  the  successful 
bidders. 

The  specifications  upon  which  these  bids  were  made  contained  the 
number,  location  and  cost  allowance  of  each  fixture.  The  competition, 
therefore,  should  have  resolved  itself  into  a  question  of  design  and 
material  merely,  the  cost  allowance  being  fixed.  The  specifications  con- 
tained the  following  clauses  :  "Except  where  bronze  is  specified  all  fix- 
tures are  to  be  of  brass  of  66  2-3  copper  and  33  1-3  zinc;  bronze  metal 
must  be  of  90  per  cent,  copper  and  10  per  cent.  tin. 

"Designs  for  substitution  of  fixtures  in  composition  will  be  entertained, 
but  proof  of  the  successful  bidder  to  demonstrate  his  ability  to  properly 
execute  the  same  and  of  the  durability  of  the  material  proposed  must  be 
decided  by  the  owner  and  architects." 

Sanborn  &  Marsh  bid  0:1  part  composition  fixtures,  but  after  the  bids 
were  offered  agreed  to  substitute  all  metal  at  the  same  price. 

After    examining   the    designs    submitted,    the    Board,    upon    the    advice 
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of  the  architects  and  engineer,  formally  awarded  the  contract  to  the 
Sanborn-Marsh  Electric  Co.,  conditioned  upon  the  Council's  making  the 
necessary  appropriation  and  "on  condition  that  all  shall  be  metal."  This 
entry  was  made  December  31,  1909. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  January  7,  1910,  in  the  afternoon,  the  Mayor  noti- 
fied the  newly-elected  Councilmen  of  a  special  Council  meeting  that 
night,  to  consider  an  ordinance  to  transfer  $76,619.00  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  the  city  hall. 
At  such  meeting,  action  on  said  ordinance  was  postponed  until  the  next 
regular  meeting,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Copeland.  On  motion  of  Mr.  McCar- 
thy, said  ordinance  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  composed  of 
Messrs.  Owen,  Denny,  Copeland,  Rubens  and  McCarthy,  who  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  President. 

On  January  16th,  this  committee  met.  The  committee  agreed  to 
transfer  $20,590.00  immediately,  that  being  the  amount  needed  to  let  con- 
tracts for  elevators,  mail  chute  and  hardware.  At  this  meeting,  Mr. 
Owen  and  Mr.  McCarthy  reported  they  had  learned  that  Sanborn  & 
Marsh  had  bid  on  part  composition  fixtures  and  afterward  agreed  to 
substitute  metal  fixtures  in  order  to  obtain  the  contract.  It  was  agreed 
that  further  time  should  be  taken  to  inquire  into  the  status  of  the  con- 
tracts for  interior  decorating,  vacuum  cleaning  apparatus  and  lighting 
fixtures. 

On  the  following  Saturday,  being  January  22d,  the  committee  met 
the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  at  the  Mayor's 
office  by  agreement,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  city  hall  contracts. 
Before  adjourning,  the  irregularity  of  the  Sanborn-Marsh  bid  was  again 
discussed  and  the  Mayor  stated  that  he  would  not  sign  their  contract  if 
their  bid  was  irregular.  The  committee  thereupon  added  $23,294.50, 
the  amount  of  the  Cassidv  bid,  to  the  amount  they  had  previously  agreed 
to  transfer,  and  also  added  $1,442.75,  the  amount  of  the  American  Air 
Cleaning  Co.  bid,  at  the  meeting  that  night  the  Council  transferred 
$46,672.75,  the  specific  amount  of  the  several  bids,  favored  by  the  Board, 
as  stated  by  them,  plus  the  amount  of  the  Cassidv  bid,  which  was 
apparently  favored  by  the  Council  committee  and,  so  far  as  he  expressed 
himself,  by  the  Mayor. 

When  final  action  was  thus  taken  by  the  Council,  the  matter  passed 
out  of  their  hands.  Nothing  that  any  Councilman  might  have  done  there- 
after could  possibly  have  affected  officially  the  result  of  the  competition 
on  the  fixture  contract,  since  in  law  the  matter  of  the  relative  merits  of 
the  bids  was  from  that  time  entirely  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 
Therefore,  if  there  is  any  foundation  for  rumors  of  improper  conduct  on 
the  part  of  any  Councilman,  it  must  have  reference  to  acts  committed 
prior  to  such  final  action  of  the  Council  on  the  evening  of  January  22d. 
The  circumstances  which  arose  subsequent  to  said  time  are  pertinent  in 
this  matter  only  in  so  far  as  they  throw  light  on  the  reasons  for  the  action 
of  the  Councilmen  prior  to  such  time. 

As  to  these  matters,  we  find  from  the  evidence  that  on  the  following 
Monday  morning,  Mr.  Rubens  called  on  personal  business  at  the  Hatfield 
Electric  Co.  and  incidentally  congratulated  Mr.  C.  C.  Hatfield  and  Mr. 
T.  B.  Hatfield  on  the  fact  that  Cassidv  &  Son.  Mfg.  Co.  would  probably 
procure  the  fixture  contract  end  that  the  Hatfield  Electric  Co.  would. 
as  a  result,  procure  the  contract  for  hanging  said  fixtures.  This  latter 
assumption  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Hatfield  Electric  Co.  had  bid 
on  Cassidv  fixtures  in  a  personal  matter  with  Mr.  Rubens  some  time 
previous.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  Mr.  Rubens  had  sustained 
close  business  relations  with  the  Hatfield  Electric  Co.  for  several  years. 
Mr,  Rubens  was  not  advised  that  the  Hatfield  Electric  Co.  sustained  no 
business  relations  with  Cassidv  &  Son.  Mfg.  Co.  at  this  time.  Imme- 
diately   after    such    meeting,    Mr.    T.    B.    Hatfield    communicated    with 
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Cassidy  &  Son  Mfg.  Co.  at  New  York,  by  telephone  and  telegram,  in 
the  attempt  to  procure  the  contract  for  hanging  their  fixtures  in  the 
city  hall,  asking  $3,500  for  their  services,  Among  other  things,  Mr. 
Hatfield  telegraphed  as  follows :  "We  can  and  will  deliver  contract  for 
$3,500,"  referring  to  the  contract  for  hanging  the  fixtures.  Your  com- 
mittee finds  that  Mr.  Hatfield  had  no  justification  in  fact  for  such  state- 
ment. 

Thereafter,  on  Wednesday,  January  26th,  Mr.  T.  B.  Hatfield  induced  ' 
Councilman  Rubens  to  attend  a  meeting  at  the  private  room  of  Mr. 
H.  A.  Rockaway,  a  representative  of  Cassidy  &  Son.  Mfg.  Co.,  at  the 
Claypool  Hotel,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Hatfield  Electric  Co. 
to  procure  said  contract.  Such  meeting  was  very  brief  and  there  was 
no  evidence  of  any  corrupt  or  improper  proposal  or  act  during  same. 
Indeed,  it  is  impossible  to  understand  how  at  that  time  Mr.  Rubens 
could  have  exercised  any  influence  in  the  matter  as  a  public  official,  had 
he  attempted  to  do  so. 

On  January  29th,  Councilman  Copeland  was  called  to  the  Mayor's 
office  and  questioned  concerning  the  fixture  contract.  At  that  time,  the 
Mayor  had  information  regarding  all  the  matters  hereinbefore  set  out. 

The  evidence  regarding  the  conversation  at  such  meeting  is  conflicting, 
but  the  weight  of  the  evidence  is  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Copeland  made 
substantially  the  following  statement :  "Lew,  why  does  it  make  a  damn 
bit  of  difference  to  you  if  there  is  $10,000  graft  in  this  thing,  so  long 
as  you  have  the  nine  Councilmen  behind  you?"  Your  committee  fails 
to  understand  the  significance  of  this  remark,  if  made,  and  mention  it 
here  only  because  of  the  importance  which  has  been  generally  attached 
to  it.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Copeland  has  denied  making  any  such 
statement,  it  is  manifestly  impossible  for  your  committee  to  ascertain 
from  him  the  significance  of  such  remark. 

On  January  31,  1910,  the  Mayor  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  in  which  he  charged  Mr.  Copeland  with  having  made  the 
statement  above  quoted.  He  also  recommended  that  new  bids  be  called 
for  in  the  fixture  matter,  stating  "there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk 
about  graft  being  connected  with  it." 

Upon  the  facts  so  found  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  no 
Councilman  has  been  guilty  of  any  corrupt  act  in  this  matter,  and  that, 
upon  the  information  in  his  possession  at  the  time,  the  Mayor  was  not 
justified  in  drawing  the  conclusions,  and  making  the  innuendoes  con- 
tained in  his  said  letter  of  January  31st.  We  believe,  however,  that 
he  was  entirely  justified  in  attempting  to  learn  the  facts,  about  which 
there  had  been  rumors. 

Your  committee  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  pass  upon  the  actions  of 
Mr.  T.  B.  Hatfield  in  this  matter,  except  to  say  that  the  meeting  arranged 
by  him  between  Mr.  Rockaway  and  Mr.  Rubens  was  ill-advised  and  that 
Mr.  Rubens'  presence  at  said  meeting  was  a  gross  indiscretion.  So 
far  as  your  committee  has  been  able  to  learn,  however,  neither  Mr. 
Rockaway  nor  Mr.  Rubens  had  any  improper  motive  in  attending  said 
meeting. 

As  to  the  connection  of  Mr.  Copeland  with  this  matter,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  his  conversation  with  the  Mayor  was  very  indiscreet,  but 
there  is  no  evidence  that  he  intended  to  convey  the  impression  that  any 
person  had  been  guilty  of  official  misconduct. 

Finally,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  although  there  is  no 
evidence  of  dishonesty,  or  intentional  misconduct,  in  this  matter,  and 
although  this  investigation  has  been  burdensome  and  costly  to  the  per- 
sons involved,  that  it  was  entirely  justified  by  the  facts  and  the  public 
insinuations  of  the  Mayor  and  the  press,  and  respectfully  suggest  that 
it   should   be   the   policy   of  this    Council    to   order    similar   investigations, 
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regardless  of  expense  of  time  or  money,  whenever  suspicion  or  criticism 
has  attached  to  any  city  official.

My  Dear  Sir:  The  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  respectfully 
asks  you  to  request  the  honorable  Council  to  appropriate  nine  hundred 
dollars  for  an  additional  meat  inspector,  to  be  stationed  at  the  stock  yards. 

We  have  but  one  meat  inspector  at  present,  and  it  is  obvious  that  no 
matter  how  efficient  he  may  be,  he  can  not  inspect  the  cattle,  hogs,  sheep 
and  other  animals  that  come  to  the  stock  yards  and  find  their  way  into 
the  eight  or  nine  slaughter  houses  which  do  the  local  business.  These 
slaughter  houses,  as  you  know,  are  not  provided  with  Federal  inspectors. 

We  are  making  a  faithful  effort  to  prevent  the  appearance  of  diseased 
meat  in  the  open  market  and  are  succeeding  fairly  well,  but  we  can  not 
have  the  best  results  until  we  are  provided  with  a  man  who  shall  inspect 
all  animals  ante  mortem.

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter 
established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall 
be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions 
or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise 
by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  part}-,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  "by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with 
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its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture 
of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or.  granted  by  this  contract;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  con- 
cerning municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consid- 
eration of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the 
first  part  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  addi- 
tional sidetrack  or  switch  across 

in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto, 
filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty  marked  Exhibit  "A."

night  time,  crosses  or  intersects  at  grade  any  public  street  in  said  city. 
Such  electric  light  shall  be  of  sufficient  power  to  light  the  crossing  of 
such  railroad  where  it  is  placed  and  maintained,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
enable  citizens  and  other  persons  traveling  and  passing  over  such  crossing 
to  see  the  track  or  tracks  and  protect  themselves  from  the  danger  of 
running  trains  on  such  railroad  :  Provided,  Such  light  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  exceed  in  power  those  now  in  use  for  lighting  the  streets  of  said 
city. 

Sec.  2.  All  lights  provided  in  Section  i  hereof  shall  be  kept  lighted 
and  burning  during  the  hours  of  night  time  of  every  day  in  the  year,  be- 
ginning at  thirty  minutes  after  sunset  and  continuing  to  burn  until  thirty 
minutes  before  sunrise,  of  each  day  in  the  year. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  of  said  city  to  give  such 
railroad  companies  notice  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  within 
five  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance;  which  notice  shall  be  served 
in  the  same  manner  as  it  is  provided  by  law  that  summons  in  civil 
actions  shall  be  served  upon  railroad  companies. 

Sec.  4.  Any  railroad  company  failing  to  place  and  maintain  a  street 
light  at  any  street  crossing  as  herein  provided  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  and 
each  day  that  any  such  railroad  company  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  5-  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  expira- 
tion of  60  days  after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  news- 
paper of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis.

General  Ordinance  No.  21 — 1910:  An  ordinance  concerning  the  regula- 
tion of  places  of  amusement  to  which  an  admission  fee  is  charged, 
prohibiting  the  soliciting  of  trade  to  such  places  on  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  calling  out  in  a  loud  voice  to 
persons  on  said  streets  or  in  the  vicinity  of  such  places,  and  prohib- 
iting the  placing  of  any  phonograph,  graphophone,  or  other  mechan- 
ical sound-producing  or  sound-reproducing  machine  in  front  of  said 
places,  so  that  the  noise  therefrom  shall  be  audible  to  persons  uoon 
the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  providing  pen- 
alties therefor. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  for  the  owner,  manager,  person  in  charge  or  any  employe 
of  any  theater,  place  of  amusement,  to  which  an  admission  fee  is  charged, 
or  place  conducted  for  advertising  purposes  to  make,  cause  to  be  made 
or  permit  to-be  made  any  music  or  other  noise  by  means  of  any  phono- 
graph, graphophone.  or  other  mechanical  sound-producing  or  sound- 
reproducing  machine  placed  in  any  manner  so  that  the  sound  produced 
or  reproduced  from  the  same  shall  be  audible  to  persons  upon  the  streets 
or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
for  the  owner,  manager,  person  in  charge  or  any  employe  of  any  theater, 
place  of  amusement,  place  to  which  an  admission  fee  is  charged,  or  place 
conducted  for  advertising  purposes,  for  soliciting  trade  for  said  place, 
to  call  out  in  a  loud  voice  or  to  cause  or  permit  any  other  person  to  call 
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out  in  a  loud  voice  to  persons  who  may  be  on  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  in  the  vicinity  of  such  place,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  employe  of  any  such  place  herein  described  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  trade  for  such  place  to  call  out  in  a  loud  voice  to  persons  upon 
the  streets  or  alleys  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  vicinity  of  such 
place. 

Sec.  3.  Any  such  owner,  employe,  manager  or  person  in  charge  of  any 
theater  or  other  place  described  in  the  foregoing  sections  who  shall  vio- 
late or  permit  to  be  violated  the  provisions  of  either  of  said  sections, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($roo.oo)  dollars, 
to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
ten  (10)   days,  or  both. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  once  each 
week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  no  person  shall  at  any  time,  except  on  the 
fourth  day  of  July  of  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  four  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight  of  said  day,  discharge  or  set  off 
anywhere  within  the  city,  fireworks  of  any  nature  or  description. 

Sec.  2.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  celebrations  and 
exhibitions  of  fireworks  upon  special  permits  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect  in  any 
manner  the  terms  of  General  Ordinance  No.  40,  1909. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  fined  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  a  sepa- 
rate offense  shall  be  regarded  committed  each  day  during  which  such 
person  shall  continue  such  violation. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indian- 
apolis Commercial,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

General  Ordinance  No.  23 — T910:  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  licens- 
ing and  regulation  of  vendors  of  prepared  food  and  lunches ;  regu- 
lating the  stationing  of  wagons  or  vehicles  where  such  food  or  lunches 
is  placed  on  sale,  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons owning,  controlling  or  managing  any  lunch  wagon  or  other  vehicle 
from  which  is  sold  any  prepared  food  or  lunches  in  said  city  to  engage  in 
the  business  or  sell  any  such  prepared  food  or  lunches  upon  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys  or  public  places  of  said  city,  without  first  having  obtained  a 
license  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
vending  or  selling  prepared  food  or  lunches  from  wagons  or  other 
vehicles,  shall  make  application  to  the  City  Controller,  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  for  a  license  as  required  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  and 
upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  said  City  Controller 
shall  issue  to  said  person  or  persons  a  license  to  conduct  the  business  of 
vending  or  selling  prepared  food  or  lunches  for  one  year,  or  said  person 
or  persons  may  procure  a  license  for  six  (6)  months  upon  the  payment 
of  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  to  said  City  Controller.  All  of 
said  licenses  shall  bear  date  of  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year,  and 
no  reduction  shall  be  made  for  any  part  of  said  period  having  already 
elapsed.  Said  licenses  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  police  regu- 
lations hereinafter  set  out :  Provided,  however,  That  such  license  herein 
authorized  shall  permit  said  person  or  persons  to  operate  but  one  (1) 
wagon,  but  any  number  of  licenses  may  be  issued  to  the  same  person  or 
persons  upon  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  hereinbefore  set  out,  which 
said  license  shall  be  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  or  upon  said 
wagon  or  vehicle. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  obtaining  a  license  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  vending  or  selling  prepared  food  or  lunches  from  wagons  or  other 
vehicles,  shall,  before  commencing  to  operate  such  business,  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  owner,  lessee,  agent  or  tenant  of  any  property 
abutting  upon  the  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  front  of  which  property 
said  person  or  persons  desire  to  conduct  such  business,  and  upon  pre- 
senting such  written  consent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  said  Superintendent  shall  designate  the  place  where 
such  wagon  or  vehicle  may  be  stationed. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  or  workhouse  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days, 
and  each  day  said  ordinance  is  violated  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
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its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

General  Ordinance  No.  24 — 1910:  An  ordinance  to  amend  Clause  F,

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  fourth  paragraph  of  Clause  F,  Section  5, 
of  General  Ordinance  No.  32 — 1907,  entitled  "An  ordinance  concerning 
the  compensation  of  all  officers,  heads  of  departments,  clerks,  assistants 
and  employes  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  repealing  all  ordi- 
nances in  conflict  herewith,"  approved  May  16,  1907,  where  said  fourth 
paragraph  reads  "the  clerk  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Street  Sweeping- 
shall  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00)  per 
month"  be.  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  "the  clerk  to 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  Street  Sweeping  shall  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate 
of  one  hundred  dollars    ($100.00)   per  month." 

Sec.  2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

General  Ordinance  No.  25 — 1910:  An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  distri- 
bution of  merchandise  or  other  things  to  be  raffled  for  or  disposed 
of  by  chance. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deliver,  sell,  loan, 
lease,  give  or  distribute  to  any  merchant,  retail  dealer  or  other  person 
any  device  or  apparatus  intended  to  be  used  for  raffling,  or  the  disposal 
or  distribution  by  lot  or  chance  of  any  merchandise,  money,  goods,  chattel 
or  thing  in  action  for  a  valuable  consideration.  The  act  of  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  of  permitting  raffling  by  the  use  of  any  device  or 
apparatus  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  that  said  device  or  appa- 
ratus when  so  delivered,  sold,  loaned,  leased,  given  away  or  distributed  to 
such   person,   firm   or   corporation   was   intended   to   be   used    for    raffling. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating"  this  ordinance  shall,  on  conviction,  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($ioo.oo)  dollars,  to  which  may 
be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty   (30)   days. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  he  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis   Commercial. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 


By  Mr.  Copeland: 

General  Ordinance  No.  26 — 1910:  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  cre- 
ation and  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  inspection  for  the  prevention 
of  fires  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  providing  for  the  inspection 
of  certain  buildings,  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors,  defining  and 
fixing  their  duties  and  powers,  regulating  and  restricting  the  storage 
and  disposal  of  waste  material,  refuse  matter,  rubbish,  debris  and 
other  inflammable  materials,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof,  and  fixing  the  time  when  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  created  a  bureau  of 
inspection  for  the  prevention  of  fires  within  said  city,,  to  be  known  as  the 
Fire  Prevention  and  Inspection  Bureau ;  said  bureau  to  consist  of  one 
or  more  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  upon  the 
nomination,  in  writing,  by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  from  the  regular 
fire  force  of  said  city,  and  no  such  nomination  shall  be  made  for  the 
appointment  to  said  bureau  of  any  member  of  said  fire  force  of  any  grade 
lower  than  that  of  first  grade  fireman. 

Sec.  2.  The  chief  of  said  bureau  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  appointment, 
have  and  hold  the  rank,  title  and  compensation  of  a  captain  in  the  regular 
fire  force,  and  each  assistant,  or  inspector,  shall  have  and  hold  a  rank, 
title  and  compensation  not  lower  than  that  of  a  fireman  of  the  first  grade. 
The  chief  of  said  bureau  and  each  assistant  or  inspector  shall  remain 
and  continue  to  be  members  of  the  fire  force  and  subject  at  all  times 
to  the  order  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Chief 
Fire  Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  preventing  fires  within  said  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  of  said  bureau  to  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected, 
all  buildings  of  every  kind  and  character  whatsoever  now  or  hereafter 
used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  any  purpose  for,  or  by  reason  of  which,  the 
general  public,  is  solicited  or  permitted  to  enter  and  frequent  such  build- 
ings;  to  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected,  any  public  or  private  sanitarium, 
hospital,  surgical  institute,  gymnasium,  asylum,  school  house,  dormitory, 
church,  theater,  hall  or  other  place  of  public  assemblage  or  resort,  any 
factory,  laundry,  workshop,  repair  shop,  store  room  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment of  any  kind,  any  hotel,  family  hotel,  boarding  house,  lodging- 
house,  fiat  building,  apartment  house,  tenement  house,  club  house,  livery 
stable,  boarding  stable  or  sales  stable. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  chief  of  said  bureau,  his  assistants,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  have  the  power  to  order  and  direct  the  manner  and  method  of  dis- 
posing of,  or  temporarily  storing,  all  inflammable  waste  material,  packing 
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material,  excelsior,  loose  or  waste  paper,  boxes,  barrels,  rubbish,  debris 
or  other  inflammable  materials,  and  to  require  any  tenant  or  occupant  of 
any  such  building  to  provide  suitable  receptacles  for  receiving  and  con- 
taining any  such  inflammable  material.  Such  chief,  or  his  assistant,  shall 
have  the  power  to  require  that  any  such  inflammable  materials,  as  herein 
described,  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  and  properly  disposed  of 
at  the  close  of  ordinary  business  hours,  or  to  require  its  storage  under 
proper  precautions  and  safeguards  against  lire  and,  for  that  purpose,  may 
require  that  such  materials,  if  stored  in  any  building  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  hours,  shall  be  stored  in  a  sealed  or  closed  fireproof  receptacle 
or  fireproof  room  provided  with  standard  fireproof  doors.  Said  chief  of 
such  bureau  shall  have  the  power  to  inspect  all  line  shaftings  and  hangers 
thereon  and  to  require  that  all  bearings  and  hangers  shall  be  equipped 
with  metal  drop  boxes  or  drip  pans. 

Sec.  5.  Said  chief,  or  his  assistant,  shall  have  the  power  to  require  that 
all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  manufactures,  or  other  materials  or  ob- 
structions of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  or  stored  in  any  building  as  to 
provide  a  free  and  unobstructed  passageway  for  the  use  of  the  fire  force 
in  case  of  fire,  and  to  require  that  all  aisles,  halls,  passageways  and  door- 
ways, or  other  openings,  shall  be  kept  free  from  any  obstruction  of  any 
kind  that  will  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of  the  same  by  members  of 
the  fire  force  in  case  of  necessity  to  use  them. 

Sec.  6.  Such  chief  of  said  bureau,  or  his  assistant,  shall  have  the 
power  to  order  and  require  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  for  that  purpose  shall,  upon  the  refusal  of  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  or  tenant  or  occupant  or  owner  of  any  building,  to  comply 
therewith,  serve  or  cause  to  be  served,  upon  such  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  or  tenant  or  occupant,  a  written  notice  to  so  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  which  written  notice  shall  specifically  set 
forth  what  shall  be  required  from  such  person,  firm,  corporation,  tenant 
or  occupant  and  the  time  in  which  it  shall  be  required  to  be  done.  Such 
written  notice  may  require  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  tenant  or 
occupant  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  within  any 
reasonable  time  and  may  require  the  immediate  removal  of  any  waste  or 
inflammable  material,  rubbish,  debris,  etc. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  tenant,  owner  or  occupant  failing 
or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  after  due 
service  of  the  written  notice  provided  for  herein  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  ($5)  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred    ($100)    dollars. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  printed  and  published  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 


By  Mr.  Copeland: 

General  Ordinance  No.  27 — 1910 :  An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of 
vehicles  on  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  highways  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis ;  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 
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Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  use  or  leave  standing  in  any  public  street,  alley  or  highway 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  hidianapolis,  from  one-half  hour 
before  sunrise,  any  vehicle  of  any  kind,  unless  there  shall  be  kept  burning 
on  the  front  of  said  vehicle  at  least  one  white  light,  visible  for  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet,  and  on  the  rear  at  least  one  red  light, 
visible  for  a  distance  of  .not  less  than  two  hundred  feet,  or,  in  lieu  thereof, 
at  least  one  light  so  located  on  the  vehicle  as  to  be  visible  both  toward 
the  front  and  toward  the  rear  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet,  and 
which  shall  show  white  towards  the  front  and  red.  towards  the  rear. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  one  dollar 
($i.oo),  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($ioo),  to  which  may  be 
added  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in  the  Marion 
County  jail  or  workhouse. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  in  twenty 
days  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  hav- 
ing a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Service.

urban  cars  into  said  city,  and  to  carry  passengers,  mail,  express 
matter,  baggage  and  freight  on  such  cars,  in  and  upon  the  streets 
of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  granting  it  permission  to  cross 
certain  streets  and  alleys  in  said  city  and  fixing  a  time  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect. 
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Whereas,  Heretofore,  towit:  on  the  16th  day  of  May,  1910,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered 
into  the  following  contract  and  agreement  with  the  Indianapolis,  New- 
castle and  Toledo  Electric  Railway  Company,  namely: 

This  agreement  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  hereinafter  called  the  city,  by 
and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  Indianapolis  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  Newcastle  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organ- 
ized and  incorporated  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  party  off  the  second  part,  witnesseth: 

Whereas,  The  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric 
Railway  Company  did  heretofore  present,  and  prior  to  March  15th, 
1905,  its  written  petition  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said 
City  of  Indianapolis,  asking  permission  to  be  allowed  to  run  and 
operate  its  interurban  cars  into  said  city  along  certain  streets  in 
said  petition  named,  over  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company, 
and  to  carry  passengers,  mail,  express  matter,  baggage  and  freight 
through  and  into  such  city  on  such  cars,  and  in  pursuance  of  said  peti- 
tion said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  said  Newcastle  Company  on  the 
15th  day  of  March,  1905,  entered  into  a  certain  written  agreement 
respecting  the  uses  of  said  streets  by  said  Newcastle  Company,  and 
thereafter,  said  agreement  was  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city 
in  all  things  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved  by  an  ordinance  desig- 
nated and  styled  "General  Ordinance  No.  17,  1905,"  which  was  passed 
March  20,  1905,  and  thereafter  duly  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said 
city,  and 

Whereas,  Said  Newcastle  Railway  Company  did  not  at  any  time  prior 
to  the  date  of  this  agreement,  complete  its  line  of  interurban  railroad 
to  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  and  has  never  entered  upon  and 
used  said  streets  named  in  said  agreement  and  ordinance,  and  said 
city  now  denies  the  right  of  said  Newcastle  Railway  Company  to  so 
use  said  streets  and  claims  that  all  the  rights  of  said  Newcastle  Rail- 
way Company  under  said  agreement  and  General  Ordinance  No.  17 — 
1905,  have  been  forfeited,  which  claim  of  said  city  is  denied  by  said 
Newcastle  Railway  Company,  and  in  a  certain  suit  pending  in  the 
Superior  Court  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  numbered  74857,  and  be- 
cause of  the  insolvency  of  the  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  To- 
ledo Electric  Railway  Company,  the  Union  Trust  Company  of  Indi- 
anapolis was  by  order  of  said  Superior  Court  appointed  receiver  of 
said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric  Railway  Company, 
and  duly  qualified  as  such  receiver  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1907, 
and  continuously  forward  down  to  the  present  time,  has  been  and 
still  is  such  receiver,  and  by  order  of  said  Superior  Court  said  re- 
ceiver heretofore  entered  upon  the  work  of  completing  and  putting  in 
operation  the  railroad  of  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo 
Electric  Railway  Company,  between  the  cities  of  Indianapolis  and 
Newcastle,  Indiana,  and  said  railroad  is  now  approaching  completion 
and  a  right  of  way  therefor  has  been  procured,  extending  from  the 
east  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Belt  Railroad,  where  such  line 
would  cross  Nineteenth  Street  if  such  street  were  extended  along  the 
north  side  of  Brookside  Park,  westward  to  Olney  Street  at  a  point 
100  feet  north  ofthe  intersection  with  Nineteenth  Street,  and  said 
Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric  Railway  Company,  and 
said  Union  Trust  Company  of  Indianapolis,  receiver  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  approval  of  said  Marion  Superior  Court,  duly  given  and  made 
a  matter  of  record  by  order  of  said  Superior  Court,  are  respectively 
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ready  and  willing  to  compromise,  adjust  and  settle  the  dispute  and 
controversy  respecting  the  rights  of  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and 
Toledo  Electric  Railway  Company  and  said  receiver,  in  and  under 
said  above  recited  agreement  and  General  Ordinance  No.  17,  1905,  by 
surrendering  and  waiving  all  such  rights,  provided  said  Citv  of  Indi- 
anapolis will  grant  to  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company,  and  said  The  Union  Trust  Company,  receiver 
of  said  Newcastle  Company,  the  right,  under  contract  with  the  Indi- 
anapolis, Traction  and  Terminal  Company  to  construct  and  maintain 
a  line  of  street  railroad  in  and  along  Olney  Street  from  said  point 
north  of  Nineteenth  Street  north  to  Twentieth  Street,  thence  west  and 
southwest  in  Twentieth  Street  to  and  in  Brookside  Avenue  to  the 
line  of  street  railroad  of  said  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  upon 
such  condition  that  receiver's  certificates  of  said  Union  Trust  Com- 
pany, receiver,  which  will  have  to  be  issued  to  procure  the  neces- 
sary money  for  constructing  such  line  oif  railroad  in  Olney  Street  and 
Twentieth  Street,  as  well  as  on  said  private  right  of  way  extending 
from  the  east  line  of  Olney  Street  to  the  city  limits,  shall  be  and 
remain  the  first  and  only  lien  on  said  last  above  described  line  of 
railroad,  extending  from  said  city  limits  westwardly  to  said  Brookside 
Avenue.  And  provided,  further,  that  said  City  of  Indianapolis  will 
grant  to  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric  Railway 
Company  and  said  receiver  permission  to  be  allowed  to  run  and  oper- 
ate its  interurban  cars  into  and  through  said  city  to  the  passenger 
and  freight  stations  of  said  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  over  the 
tracks  of  said  last  named  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  its 
lessor  company,  and  with  said  Traction  Company's  consent,  upon 
and  over  the  streets  hereinafter  named,  and  said  Newcastle  Railway 
Company  did  on  the  16th  day  of  May,  1910,  present  its  written  petition 
to  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  asking  permission  to  be  allowed  to  run 
and  operate  its  interurban  cars  into  said  city  along  certain  streets 
therein  and  hereinafter  named,  over  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company,  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  and  to  carry  passengers,  mail,  express  matter,  baggage  and 
freight  through  and  into  such  city  on  such  cars,  and  to  procure  to  be 
constructed,  with  the  consent  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Ter- 
minal Company,  a  line  of  street  railroad  commencing  at  Olney  Street, 
approximately  100  feet  north  of  Nineteenth  Street,  thence  north  in 
Olney  Street  to  Twentieth  Street,  and  westward  and  southwest- 
wardly  on  Twentieth  Street  to  and  in  Brookside  Avenue,  and  to  a 
connection  with  the  Brookside  Avenue  line  of  street  railroad  of  said 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company: 

Whereas,  By  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  street  railroad  com- 
panies in  cities,  the  population  of  which  exceeds  one  hundred  thou- 
sand, repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  with  the  act,  and  declaring  an 
emergency."  which  became  a  law  without  the  Governor's  signature 
on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1899,  the  use  of  the  said  tracks  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and 
Terminal  Company,  shall  be  upon  such  conditions  and  under  such  reg- 
ulations as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Common  Council  of 
such  city  shall  prescribe.  - 

Now,  therefore,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  said  City 
of  Indianapolis,  in  consideration  of  the  several  agreements  of  the 
said  Newcastle  Company,  hereinafter  stipulated,  and  set  forth,  does 
hereby  grant,  authorize,  empower  and  permit,  subject  to  the  ratifica- 
tion and  approval  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis,   the   Indianapolis,    Newcastle    and    Toledo    Electric    Railway 
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Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed  and  ex- 
pressed, to  procure  to  be  constructed  and  maintained  by  said  Union 
Trust  Company,  receiver  of  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo 
Electric  Railway  Company,  and  by  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
a  line  of  street  railroad  in  Olney  Street  from  a  point  100  feet  approxi- 
mately north  of  its  intersection  with  Nineteenth  Street,  thence  north 
on  Olney  Street  to  Twentieth  Street;  thence  westwardly  and  south- 
westwardly  on  Twentieth  Street  to  Brookside  Avenue,  and  connection 
in  Brookside  Avenue  with  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and 
Terminal    Company,    upon    the    conditions    following: 

First.  That  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  by  said  Union 
Trust  Company  of  Indianapolis,  receiver  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the 
receiver's  certificates  which  said  receiver  will  be  required  to  issue 
to  obtain  the  money  with  which  to  construct  said  line  of  railroad  as 
well  as  the  line  of  railroad  extending  eastward  from  Olney  Street  to 
the  east  line  of  the  Belt  Railroad  right  of  way,  which  is  the  city 
limits,  shall  be  and  remain  until  said  certificates  with  interest  shall 
be  paid  in  full,  a  first  and  only  lien  on  said  two  lines  of  railroad,  and 
that  all  rights  and  interest  of  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  To- 
ledo Electric  Railway  Company,  in  respect  of  said  two  lines  of  rail- 
road of  whatsoever  kind  and  nature,  shall  be  subject  to  said  first  and 
only  lien  and  also  to  all  the  Conditions  of  this  agreement. 

Second.  That  said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company 
by  contract  with  said  Newcastle  Company  shall  have  the  right,  at 
its  option,  to  operate  its  cars  over  and  upon  said  two  lines  of  rail- 
road or  either  of  them  for  such  compensation  as  shall  be  agreed  upon 
and  shall  also  have  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  purchase  free  of  lien 
and  exclusive  of  franchise  the  said  two  lines  of  railroad  at  a  price 
to  be  agreed  upon  by  it,  and  said  Newcastle   Company. 

And  further,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, in  consideration  of  the  several  agreements  of  the  said  New- 
castle Company  hereinafter  stipulated  and  set  forth,  does  hereby 
grant,  authorize,  empower  and  permit,  subject  to  the  ratification  and 
approval  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  sub- 
ject, also,  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed  and  expressed,  to 
operate  and  run  its  cars  upon  and  over  the  line  of  street  railroad  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Commencing  at  the  east  corporate  limits 
where  the  same  would  cross  Nineteenth  Street  if  said  street  were  ex- 
tended along  the  north  side  of  Brookside  Park,  and  thence  west  to 
Olney  Street  at  a  point  approximately  100  feet  north  of  its  intersection 
with  Nineteenth  Street,  and  thence  north  in  Olney  Street  to  Twentieth 
Sftreet,  and  thence  westwardly  and  southwestwardly  in  Twentieth 
Street  to  Brookside  Avenue  to  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company,  and  thence  upon  and  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company  on  the  following  streets  and  avenues  of  said 
city,  towit: 

Commencing  at  crossing  of  Eighteenth  Street  and  Brookside  Avenue, 
thence  southwest  on  Brookside  Avenue  to  Tenth  Street;  thence  west  on 
Tenth  Street  to  Massachusetts  Avenue;  thence  southwest  on  Mafsa- 
chusetts  Avenue  to  Ohio  Street;  thence  west  on  Ohio  Street  to  Capitol 
Avenue;  thence  south  on  Capitol  Avenue  to  Market  Street;  thence 
east  on  Market  Street  to  the  entrance  of  the  passenger  terminal  sta- 
tion of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company;  thence  north 
through  the  sheds  of  said  station  to  Ohio  Street. 

Provided,  however,  That  at  the  end  of  five  years  and  at  in- 
tervals of  every  five  years  thereafter,  the  said  Indianapolis  Street  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company, 
with  the  consent  and   approval   of  the  said  Board   of  Public  Works, 
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may  change  said  route,  but  in  such  way  that  such  route  will  connect 
with  the  line  of  said  Newcastle  Company,  at  Olney  and  Nineteenth 
Streets,  and  thence  by  the  most  direct  route  to  the  passenger  and 
freight  terminal  of  the  said  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  in  the 
square  bounded  by  Illinois,  Ohio,  Capitol  and  Market  Streets. 

The  above  grant  is  made  upon  the  following  express  conditions,  num- 
bered from  one  to  seventeen,  inclusive.    ' 

1.  That  after  entering  the  City  of  Indianapolis  all  regular  passenger 
cars  of  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  stop 
at  all  intersecting  streets  on  signal  from  waiting  passengers,  or  pas- 
sengers on  such  cars  desiring  to  leave  the  same,  and  shall  take  on  and 
carry  all  passengers  desiring  to  take  passage  on  any  such  cars  for 
the  purpose  of  being  transported  between  different  points  on  the  line 
over  which  said  cars  are  operated  in  said  city:  Provided,  That  such 
cars  shall  not  be  stopped  at  any  such  street  for  a  longer  time  than  is 
necessary  to  take  on  and  discharge  such  passengers,  and  that  no  bag- 
gage other  than  hand  baggage,  nor  express  or  freight  matter  shall  be 
unloaded  or  taken  on  any  such  car  at  any  such  crossing. 

2.  The  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall 
charge  five  cents  for  a  single  fare  between  any  two  points  in  said 
city  on  its  said  line,  and  any  passenger  who  shall  pay  a  single  fare  of 
five  cents  shall  be  entitled  to  ride  in  the  car  upon  which  he  took 
passage  to  any  point  on  the  said  line  of  such  Company  within  such 
city,  as  follows: 

If  on  an  incoming  car  to  the  terminal  point,  and,  if  on  an  outgoing 
car,  to  the  then  corporate  limits  of  said  city;  Provided,  however,  that 
said  Newcastle  Company  shall  not  discriminate,  either  in  fares  or 
freight  rates,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  against  passenger  or  freight 
traffic  to  or  from  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  favor  of  any  other  point 
on  the  line  of  railroad  operated  by  said  Company. 

3.  That  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall 
run  and  operate  its  cars  in  said  city  with  reference  to  the  time 
schedule  of  the  cars  being  operated  on  said  line  by  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  which  cars  shall  have  the  right  of  way,  and  so  as  not  to 
delay  or  interfere  in  anywise  with  the  running  and  operation  of  the 
cars  of  either  of  said  companies,  which  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  said  cars  of  said  Newcastle  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  so  operated  as  not  to  interfere  with 
public  travel  at  street  or  alley  crossings,  nor  in  any  way  to  violate  any 
obligation  of  either  of  said  companies  under  the  law  or  any  ordinance 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  any  other  municipality,  now  in  force  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  in  force,  or  of  the  contract  between  said  Indi- 
anapolis Street  Railway  Company  and  said  city,  dated  April  7,  1899, 
or  of  the  contract  between  said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company  and  said  city,  or  other  existing  grant  or  contract  of  either 
of  them,  or  some  other  person  or  corporation,  to  the  rights  and  obli- 
gations of  which  either  of  said  companies  has  succeeded. 

The  right  is  expressly  reserved  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
to  ftx  time  schedules  for  the  running  of  all  cars  of  said  Newcastle  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  second  part,  passing  on  and  over  the  streets  of 
said  city,  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  uniformity  and  regularity  in 
the  running  of  all  the  cars  of  the  several  companies  in  said  city,  and 
also  prompt  and  efficient  service;  Provided,  That  said  Newcastle  Com- 
pany shall,  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  A.  M.  and  11  o'clock  P.  M. 
run  at  least  one  car  every  two  hours. 

4.  The  cars  of  the  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  shall  not  be  stopped  either  for  the  receiving  or  discharge  of 
passengers,  or  for  any  purpose,  other  than  to  avoid  collisions  or  cas- 
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ualties,  at  any  point  in  such  city,  except  at  street  crossings,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  at  its  designated  central  point  and  terminals, 
in  stopping  its  cars  at  street  crossings,  said  Newcastle  Company,  party 
of  the  second  part,  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  the  rules,  regula- 
tions, ordinances  or  contracts  which  are  in  force  governing  the  stop- 
ping of  the  cars  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company,  and 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  at  such  crossings  or 
other  places  in  said  city. 

5.  The  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  may, 
at  all  times,  carry  in  its  passenger  cars,  or  in  suitable  compartments 
thereof,  provided  for  such  purpose,  or  in  mail,  express  or  freight  cars, 
of  a  style  and  pattern  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
such  baggage  belonging  to  its  passengers  being  transported  in  such 
passenger  cars  as  is  usually  allowed  to  be  carried  by  passengers  in 
steam  railroad  company's  cars,  and  also  the  United  States  mail,  and 
such  express  matter  and  merchandise  as  may  be  inclosed  in  boxes, 
crates  and  parcels,  so  as  to  be  easily  handled  and  so  as  not  to  be  un- 
sightly in  appearance  or  offensive  to  sight  or  smell,  and  also  such  par- 
cels and  packages  as  are  usually  carried  and  delivered  by  messenger 
service.  Provided,  that  no  live  animals  (excepting  hunting  dogs)  shall 
be  carried  in  such  cars,  or  in  any  such  compartment  at  any  time. 
And,  provided,  further,  That  all  baggage  (other  than  hand  baggage), 
express  matter,  parcels  and  articles  of  merchandise  carried  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  delivered  at  the  station  and  terminals  referred  to  here- 
in, for  distribution  and  that  in  no  case  shall  any  such  baggage  (other 
than  hand  baggage)  or  any  express  matter,  parcels,  or  merchandise  be 
loaded  or  unloaded  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  or 
public  grounds  of  said  city,  except  at  said  station  and  terminals. 
Provided,  also,  that  fowls,  properly  secured  in  boxes  or  coops,  may  be 
carried  in  said  cars  between  the  hours  of  12:30  A.  M.  and  4:30  P.  M. 

6.  The  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall 
not  be  permitted  under  any  circumstances  to  transport  in  its  cars 
through  or  over  the  streets,  alleys  or  avenues  of  such  city,  live  ani- 
mals of  any  kind,  other  than  hunting  dogs.  Said  Newcastle  Company, 
subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  permitted 
to  haul  and  handle  freight  other  than  that  designated  in  section  five, 
when  a  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  freight  shall 
have  been  provided.  After  such  terminal  or  station  shall  have  been 
provided,  the  said  Newcastle  Company  may  deliver  freight,  other  than 
live  animals,  not  of  a  character  offensive  to  sight  or  smell,  into  such 
station  or  terminals,  where  the  same  may  be  held  for  delivery  to  any 
part  of  said  city,  or  for  transfer  to  steam  railroad  lines,  or  the  lines 
of  other  suburban  or  interurban  companies  which  may  be  able  to 
transport  the  same  under  any  ordinance  regulating  such  transporta- 
tion. Until  such  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of 
freight  shall  have  been  provided,  said  Newcastle  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  loading  and  unloading  its  cars,  shall  have  the  right,  by 
first  securing  the  consent  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company 
and  the  said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  to  stand 
said  cars  upon  some  line  of  "dead  track"  of  said  Indianapolis  Street 
Railway  Company,  or  said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Com- 
pany. Provided,  That  the  selection  of  such  "dead  track"  shall  be  first 
approved  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  And,  provided,  further,  That 
such  cars  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stand  more  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes 
at  any  one  time  in  loading  or  unloading.  The  right  is  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Common  Council 
of  said  city,  to  regulate  by  order  or  ordinance  the  carrying  of  the 
freight,  merchandise  or  property  of  any  kind  described  in  section  five 
and  six  of  this  contract,  through  the  streets,  alleys  and  avenues  of 
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said  city,  and  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this  contract  to  change 
the  route  of  said  cars  of  said  Newcastle  Company  used  exclusively  for 
carrying  mail,  express  or  freight  over  the  lines  and  tracks  of  the  Indi- 
anapolis Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and 
Terminal  Company,  but  only  in  such  way  that  such  route  will  connect 
with  the  other  part  of  the  line  on  which  said  Newcastle  Company  en- 
ters the  city  and  at  the  same  time  connect  with  the  station  or  ter- 
minal for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  freight  herein  referred  to. 

7.  The  rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Newcastle  Company 
for  the  carriage  of  freight  matter,  between  Indianapolis  and  points  on 
its  lines  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  and  collected  for  the  carriage 
of  like  freight  matter  between  the  same  points  by  other  common  car- 
riers of  freight;  and  the  rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Newcastle 
Company  for  the  carriage  of  express  matter  between  Indianapolis  and 
points  on  its  lines  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  between  the  same 
points  by  other  common  carriers  of  express  matter. 

Provided,  however,  That  such  Newcastle  Company  shall  never  be 
compelled  to  charge  or  collect  less  than  eighty  (80)  per  centum  of  the 
published  rates  now  charged  for  the  carriage  between  the  same  points 
of  freight  or  express  matter,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  other  common 
carriers  of  freight  or  express  matter,  between  such  points. 

Provided,  further,  That  the  maximum  rates  which  such  Newcastle 
Company  may  charge  hereunder  shall  not  apply  to  freight  of  either 
classes  1,  2,  3  and  4,  as  such  classes  are  defined  by  the  classification 
in  use  on  January  1,  1902,  by  the  railroad  companies  operating  be- 
tween Indianapolis  and  such  other  points,  such  classification  being 
that  known,  as  Official  Classification  No.  22,  copyrighted  in  1902  by 
C.  E.  Gill,  'Chairman. 

8.  The  cars  to  be  run  and  operated  by  said  Newcastle  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  propelled  by  electric  power  only. 
Provided,  that  if  the  Board  of  Public  Works  ano>  Common  Council  of 
said  city,  under  the  power  reserved  to  them  under  the  contracts  en- 
tered into  between  said  city  and  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  shall  by 
order  or  ordinance,  require  said  Indianapolis  companies  to  introduce 
any  other  improved  method  of  propulsion,  then  and  in  such  case,  the 
said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  adopt  and 
use  such  improved  methods  in  the  propulsion  of  its  cars  running  with- 
in such  city,  if  so  ordered  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  cars  to  be  used  by  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  together  with  all  machinery,  appliances  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  shall  be  suitable  and  adapted  to  be  operated  upon  the  tracks 
of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company,  and  the  Indianapolis 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  without  injury  to  said  tracks  or  any 
of  the  appurtenances  thereof,  or  the  pavements  required  to  be  kept  in 
repair  by  said  company,  provided  such  pavement  shall  not  be  laid  or 
maintained  above  the  level  of  the  head  of  the  rail,  and  shall  at  all 
times  be  so  operated  as  not  to  injure  the  same,  or  any  of  the  cars  or 
other  property  of  either  of  said  companies. 

9.  The  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall 
during  the  entire  period  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted  so  oper- 
ate its  cars  in  said  city  as  to  render  the  public  at  all  times  first-class 
and  efficient  service;  that  all  motive  power  furnished  by  said  New- 
castle Company  shall  at  all  times  be  ample,  and  its  cars  of  the  most 
approved  pattern,  style  and  finish;  at  all  times  kept  clean,  well  ven- 
tilated, provided  with  comfortable  seats  for  passengers  and  heated 
whenever  the  weather  is  such  that  the  comfort  of  passengers  requires 
the  same,  and  lighted  at  night  with  electricity,  or,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  with  other  equally  efficient  light; 
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that  all  such  cars  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  painted  on  the  outside  and  decorated  on  the  inside  as  to  present  an 
attractive  appearance,  and  shall  be  repainted  and  redecorated  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  such  appearance;  that 
each  of  such  cars  shall  be  provided  with  the  most  approved  life 
guards,  and  all  other  modern  appliances  for  the  safety  of  its  passen- 
gers, and  employes,  including  a  headlight,  which  if  an  electric  or  arc 
light,  shall  be  so  screened  or  shaded  while  said  cars  are  within  the 
city  limits,  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  vision  of  approaching  persons 
or  animals;  that  each  of  such  cars  shall  have  thereon  the  name,  of 
said  Newcastle  Company,  or  the  point  of  its  destination,  in  letters  of 
such  size  that  the  same  may  be  readily  discerned  and  read  by  persons 
of  ordinary  eye-sight,  and  that  at  night  such  name  shall  be  so  illum- 
ined or  displayed  that  the  same  may  be  readily  and  easily  seen  and 
read  by  persons  desiring  to  take  passage  in  such  cars. 

10.  It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  the  right  to  use  the 
tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianap- 
olis Traction  and  Terminal  Company  hereby  granted  is  subject  to  the 
payment  by  the  Newcastle  Company  to  said  Traction  and  Terminal 
Railway  Company,  of  compensation  for  such  use  as  fixed  by  agree- 
ment, or  judgment  of  the  proper  court  as  and  when  such  compensa- 
tion shall  become  due  and  payable  and  that  in  default  of  such  payment 
and  so  long  as  such  default  shall  continue,  said  railway  companies, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  right  to  exclude  said  Newcastle  Com- 
pany from  such  use. 

11.  And  it  is  also  agreed  and  understood  that  the  said  Newcastle 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  not  permit  to  be  used  or 
operated  on  its  said  line  within  said  city  any  car  or  cars  by  any  other 
person  or  corporation  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  entered  upon  the  records  of  such  Board  and  until  after  terms 
for  compensation  for  such  use  have  been  agreed  upon  with  said  Indi- 
anapolis Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and 
Terminal  Company,  or  fixed  as  provided  by  law. 

12.  In  case  the  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  foregoing  agreements,  or  stip- 
ulations contained  in  this  clause,  concerning  motive  power,  the  kind 
of  cars  to  be  used,  or  the  equipment,  painting,  decoration,  heating, 
lighting  or  designing  the  same,  or  concerning  life  guards  and  appli- 
ances for  the  safety  of  passengers  and  employes,  rails,  road-beds, 
or  other  stipulations  herein  contained,  concerning  the  operation,  main- 
tenance or  construction  of  its  line  of  street  railway  and  cars,  in  case 
said  Newcastle  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  stipu- 
lations or  provisions  of  this  contract,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall,  by  written  notice  served  on  any  officer  of  said  Newcastle  Com- 
pany, require  compliance  with  any  such  stipulation  within  a  reason- 
able time,  therein  fixed,  and  if  said  Newcastle  Company  shall  con- 
tinue to  fail  and  refuse,  after  any  such  period  so  fixed,  to  comply 
with  any  such  provision  or  stipulation,  or  notice  or  order  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  pertaining  thereto,  then  said  Newcastle  Com- 
pany shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for 
each  day  that  it  shall  continue  to  violate  any  such  provision  or  stipu- 
lation, which  sum  may  be  collected  without  relief  from  valuation  or 
appraisement  laws,  either  by  suit  on  any  bond  which  may  be  given 
by  said  Newcastle  Coimpany  for  the  performance  of  the  conditions 
of  this  contract,  or  otherwise,  or  by  instituting  any  proper  proceed- 
ings to  recover  said  forfeiture,  as  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
may  so  elect.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued  as  an   attempt   to   abridge   or  in    anywise,   restrict   the   power 

of  the   Common   Council   of  said   city  to  enact  reasonable   ordinances 
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providing  for  the  safety,  comfort  or  convenience  of  the  public  travel- 
ing on  the  cars  of  said  Newcastle  Company  within  said  city,  and  also 
providing  reasonable  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

13.  In  further  consideration  of  the  grant  herein  and  hereby  made, 
said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds 
itself  to  pay  to  said  city  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  and  annu- 
ally thereafter  during  the  term  of  this  franchise  the  sum  of  one  (1) 
cent  per  round  trip  for  each  and  every  round  trip  made  by  any  car 
of  said  Newcastle  Company  over  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street 
Railway  Company  or  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company 
during  the  year  preceding  said  date  and  in  consideration  of  such 
agreement  of  said  Newcastle  Company,  to  make  such  payments,  and 
of  said  payments,  said  city  undertakes  and  agrees  that  it  will  not 
at  any  time  impose  on  or  exact  from  said  Newcastle  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  or  its  or  their  property,  or  require  to  be  paid 
by  it,  or  them  any  other  sum  or  sums  as  or  for  a  franchise,  or  car 
tax,  or  charge,  or  any  other  special  tax  or  charge,  than  those  above 
provided  to  be  paid,  but  nothing  in  this  contract  contained  shall  affect 
the  liability  of  said  Newcastle  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns 
to  general  taxation. 

14.  Neither  this  contract  or  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  named 
therein  shall  ever  be  assigned  or  transferred  by  said  Newcastle  Com- 

,  pany,  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  without  the  written  consent 
of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  duly  entered  upon  the  records  of  said 
Board,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  transfer  or  assignment  without 
the  written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  then  all  rights 
and  privileges  of  said  Newcastle  Company  shall  absolutely  cease  and 
become  void  and  said  Newcastle  Company  shall  be  held  and  deemed 
a  trespasser  if  it  shall  thereafter  undertake  to  run  or  operate  any 
car  over  any  street  or  alley  of  said  city. 

15.  The  said  t  Newcastle  Company  further  agrees  that  this  grant 
is  made  upon  the  conditions  that  its  line  of  railway  from  t(he  City 
of  Indianapolis  out  as  far  as  the  Town  of  Maxwell,  Indiana,  shall  be 
constructed  and  such  portion  of  such  railway  shall  be  in  operation 
within  eight  months  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this  contract 
by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
as  far  as  the  town  of  Newcastle,  Indiana,  not  later  than  January  1st, 
1911.  If  the  same  be  not  so  constructed  and  in  operation,  all  rights 
herein  granted  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  shall 
thereby  be  terminated. 

16.  The  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
before  exercising  any  of  the  rights  hereby  granted  shall  execute  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties 
to  the  approval  of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  conditioned  that 
the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  faithfully  carry  out  and  perform 
each  and  every  agreement  herein  contained  and  shall  well  and  truly 
pay  to  said  city  all  penalties,  forfeitures  and  other  sums  of  money 
for  which,  under  the  terms  of  this  contract,  it  may  become  liable  to 
said  city,  and  said  bond  shall  be  renewed  from  time  to  time  during 
said  period  on  demand  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city, 
whenever  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  sureties  thereon,  or 
the  impairment  of  the  amount  thereof  by  reason  of  the  accumulation 
of  unpaid  penalties,  forfeitures,  judgments  or  other  claims  against 
said  Newcastle  Company  in  favor  of  said  city,  the  said  Board  deems 
such  renewal  necessary.  I  _    I 

And  in  case  the  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,   shall  on  the  reasonable  demand   of  the   said  Board  of  Public 
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Works,  fail  or  refuse  to  renew  such  bond,  or  furnish  additional  surety 
thereon,  as  may  be  required,  then  its  rights  under  this  contract  shall 
cease,  and  the  franchise  herein  granted  be  forfeited,  which  forfeiture 
may  be  enforced  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

17.  This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
the  date  of  its  approval  and  ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  until  the  7th  day  of  April,  1933. 

Any  right  which  might  be  claimed  by  said  Newcastle  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  to  run  or  operate  any  car  in  or  on  any 
street  of  such  city,  after  the  expiration  of  said  period,  to-wit,  on 
April  7,  1933,  either  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  under  which 
it  was  incorporated,  or  any  other  statute  or  ordinance  now  existing, 
is  hereby  expressly  waived. 

The  limitations  of  time  is  one  of  the  essential  and  governing  condi- 
tions of  this  contract,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  period,  the  rights 
of  said  Newcastle  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  run  or  operate 
its  cars  within  such  city,  shall  absolutely  cease  and  all  rights  under 
this  contract  shall  terminate  and  it  shall  be  deemed  and  held  a  tres- 
passer if  it  shall  undertake  to  run  or  operate  any  car  over  any  such 
street  after  that  time. 

By  its  acceptance  of  the  rights  hereby  granted  the  said  Newcastle 
Company  shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  and  yielded  up  any 
and  all  claim  of  any  rights  whatsoever  under  said  agreement  of 
March  15,  1905,  and  said  "General  Ordinance  No.  17 — 1905,"  with  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  agreement  had  been  rescinded  and 
cancelled  by  order  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

The  said  company,  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  pave  the  space  between  all  the  rails,  including  the 
space  between  its  tracks  where  there  are  double  tracks,  switches  or 
side-tracks,  and  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  out- 
side of  the  outside  rails  of  its  tracks,  and  shall  make  all  necessary 
repairs  in  said  space  under  specifications  both  as  to  material  and 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  shall 
repave  the  same  when  necessary  and  ordered  by  the  said  Board 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair,  said  paving  and  repairing  to  be  done 
under  specifications  both  as  to  material  and  manner  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  the  said  Board  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Engi- 
neer of  said  city,  and  said  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
also  keep  in  repair  that  part  of  the  floors  of  all  bridges  or  culverts 
crossed  by  any  of  its  tracks  which  is  situate  between  the  outer  rails 
of  said  tracks  and  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  outer 
side  of  such  outer  rails,  and  also  the  space  between  the  tracks  where 
there  are  double  tracks,  and  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  said 
company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  make  any  such  improvements 
or  repairs  as  aforesaid,  either  to  streets,  avenues  or  alleys  or  bridges, 
as  herein  provided,  upon  reasonable  notice  by  said  Board,  then  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  to  make 
any  such  improvement  or  repairs,  and  the  cost  of  making  the  same 
shall  be  paid  by  said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  the 
collection  of  such  cost  of  paving  and  improving  and  repairing  the 
space  between  the  tracks  and  eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  outer  side 
of  such  outer  rails,  shall  be  in  every  respect  in  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  reference  to  the  collection  and  as- 
sessments of  street  improvements,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  here- 
by agreeing  that  the  said  improvement  and  paving  shall  be  paid  by 
it,  or  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  if  it  were  an  abutting  property 
owner,  with  the  amount  fixed  as  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  it  being 
hereby  agreed  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  assess  the  said 
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company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
the  cost  of  the  improvement  as  an  abutting  property  owner,  and  col- 
lect the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  Indiana  for 
the  collection  of  assessments  for  the  improvement  of  streets  and  al- 
leys, and  the  cost  of  such  improvement  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the 
property  of  the  second  party  to  this  contract,  within  the  provisions 
and  collected  by  placing  the  same  on  the  tax  duplicate  or  by  fore- 
closing as  in  case  of  foreclosure  of  mortgages  and  street  improve- 
ment liens. 

And  it  is  also  agreed  by  and  between  said  parties  that  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  at  all  times  during  the  period  of  this  franchise 
keep  on  deposit  in  the  city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  to  be  desig- 
nated as  an  Emergency  Fund.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  an  emergency  arises  for  the  immediate  repair  of  any 
dangerous  defect  found  to  exist  in  that  part  of  any  street,  alley, 
avenue,  or  public  place,  required  by  this  contract  to  be  kept  in  repair 
by  said  company,  and  the  said  company  has  failed  on  notice  to  imme- 
diately repair  the  same,  the  said  Board  shall  cause  said  repair  to  be 
made  at  once,  and  if  said  company  shall  not  promptly  pay  the  bill  for 
the  cost  of  such  repairs,  when  made  out  and  presented  at  the  office 
of  the  said  company  in  said  city,  then  said  Board  may  draw  the 
amount  of  such  bill  from  said  emergency  fund,  which  fund  shall  be 
reimbursed  by  said  company  without  any  delay  and  kept  up  to  said 
amount  of  one  thousand  dollars   ($1,000)  as  aforesaid. 

This  provision  as  to  an  emergency  fund  is  in  addition  to  all  other 
provisions  herein  contained  on  the  subject  of  repairing  streets,  and  is 
not  intended  to  modify  or  change  any  other  provisions  or  penalties  of 
this  contract  concerning  the  same. 

The  said  company,  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  to  permit 
and  does  hereby  permit  the  use  of  any  portion  of  the  tracks  owned 
and  controlled  by  it  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
or  which  may  subsequently  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  by  annexation  or  otherwise,  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  city  service  and  extension  for  city  service  by  the  Indianapolis 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  their  assigns,  or  by  any  company  operating  cars  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  such  limits  as  may  in 
the  future,  by  annexation  or  otherwise,  come  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  said  company  agrees  to  permit  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  or  the  City  Council  to  have  complete  control 
of  all  such  tracks  which  may  now  be  within  the  city  limits  or  may 
become  by  annexation,  or  otherwise,  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  as  to  schedule,  car  service  and  equipment  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extension  and  city  service,  and  extensions  of  city  cars  for  city 
service  without  additional  fares  or  compensation  other  than  now 
provided  for  cars  furnishing  city  service  within  the  »city  limits  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis.  Provided  that  the  said  Indianapolis  Street  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company 
shall  compensate  said  company,  party  of  the  second  part,  for  the  use 
of  such  tracks  and  upon  failure  or  refusal  of  said  companies  to  agree 
upon  such  compensation,  the  interurban  company  hereby  agrees  to 
take  all  necessary  steps  under  the  law  to  procure  arbitration  and  set- 
tlement by  court  of  such  compensation  for  use  of  tracks. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  said  City  of  Indianapolis  has  caused  its 
corporate  name  to  be  hereunto  affixed  by  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Mayor,  and  said  Indianapolis,  Newcastle  and  Toledo  Electric  Rail- 
way Company,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  its  Board  of  Directors  has 
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caused  its  corporate  name  and  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed  by  its  proper 
officers,  this  ICth  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  1910.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  such  contract  above  set  forth  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  in  all  things  confirmed  and  approved. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Service. 


By  Mr.  Copeland: 

General  Ordinance  No.  31 — 1910:  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  cut- 
ting and  removal  of  weeds  and  all  other  rank  vegetation  growing 
on  any  real  estate  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  providing 
for  a  penalty  therefor,  and  fixing  the  time  when  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect,   and   repealing  all   ordinances   in   conflict   therewith. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  the  growth  of  weeds  and  other  rank  vegetation  upon 
real  estate  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  deemed  injurious  to  the 
public  health,  and  is,  within  the  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth  in 
this  ordinance,  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or 
ground  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  allow  the  same  to  become 
overgrown  with  weeds  or  other  rank  vegetation  to  such  an  extent  that 
such  overgrowth  is  detrimental  to  the  public  health  and  comfort. 

Sec.  3.  Every  owner  or  owners  or  agent  of  owner  or  owners  of  any 
lot  or  ground  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August  of  each  year  cause  to  be  cut,  all  weeds  and  rank 
vegetation  growing  on  said  lot  or  ground,  and  remove  the  same,  after 
being  cut,  from  said  lot  or  ground,  and  if  the  said  owner  or  owners  or 
agent  of  said  owner  or  owners  fail  to  cut  and  remove  said  weeds  or 
rank  vegetation  growing  on  said  lot  or  ground  on  or  before  the  first

Indianapolis  to  any  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  ground,  but  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  may  proceed  at  once,  after  the  first  day  of  August 
of  each  year,  to  cut  and  remove  said  weeds  or  rank  vegetation  growing 
on  such  lot  or  ground. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  ground  within  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
($25.00)    dollars.

Gentlemen  :  You  may  have  heard  of  the  killing  of  a  little  boy  by 
the  name  of  George  Fisher  by  a  Big  Four  passenger  train  at  the  New- 
man street  crossing  on  Monday  evening  last.  This  is  the  second  death 
resulting  from  this  crossing  within  about  a  year.     Our  factorv  is  located 
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at  this  crossing-  and  I  have  repeatedly  advised  your  board,  as  well  as  the 
Big  Four  railroad,  that  something  should  be  done  to  protect  this  cross- 
ing. This  becomes  even  more  necessary  just  at  this  time  because  the 
Big  Four  is  this  week  laying  an  extra  track  or  switch  across  this  street, 
making  in  all  now   four  tracks  at  this  crossing. 

Strangely  enough,  the  Big  Four  has  a  watchman  at  the  street  to  the 
west  of  Newman  street  and  also  one  at  the  crossing  east  of  us,  neither 
of  which  crossings  are  used  to  any  considerable  extent,  while  Newman 
street,  being  a  paved  street,  is  used  probably  ten  times  to  where  either  of 
the  other  crossings  are  used  once. 

Hardly  a  day  passes  but  what  our  office  is  excited  over  a  very  narrow 
escape  occurring  at  this  crossing.  There  should  not  only  be  a  watchman, 
but  a  gate,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Board  will  take  the  matter 
up    and    order    one    to    be   placed    here    immediately.

Considering  the  responsibility  of  his  position  as 
the  Mayor's  assistant,  and  the  peculiar  qualifications  required  for  this 
office,  I  consider  this  salary  inadequate  in  these  days  of  increased  cost  of 
living. 

The  Secretary,  in  many  instances,  shares  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Mayor.  He  must  be  absolutely  trustworthy  and  competent,  with  much 
more  ability  than  is  required  of  a  mere  clerk.  His  pay  should  be  com- 
mensurate with  the  ability  and  work  required  of  him.     It  is  not  so  now. 

I  request  that  you  recommend  to  the  honorable  Council  an  increase  in 
the  salary  of  this  office.  I  suggest  that  the  yearly  salary  be  advanced  to 
at  least  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00).

Dear  Sir  :  When  the  Common  Council  passed  the  ordinance  fixing  the 
salaries  of  employes  at  the  Public  Comfort  Station  it  was  understood  that 
there  were  to  be  three  men  and  three  women  employed.  Since  that  time 
the  Board  has  decided  not  to  keep  the  place  open  all  night,  and  will  only 
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need  two  men  and  two  women.  This  will  necessitate  the  four  to  be 
employed  to  work  a  little  longer  time.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  have  a 
head  janitor  and  a  head  janitress,  since  there  are  to  be  only  two  men 
and  two  women  employed,  and  we  feel  that  there  should  be  a  uniform 
salary  for  the  men  and  a  uniform  salary  for  the  women.  Since  the  men 
are  to  have  extra  duties  to  perform,  we  believe  the  salary  should  be  $50 
each  per  month,  and  that  of  the  women  $40  each  per  month,  and  therefore 
request  that  you  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance  fixing  the  salaries  accordingly.

Gentlemen  :  Referring  to  outlet  pipe  of  Harding  street  and  Indiana 
avenue  sewer,  crossing  Fall  Creek,  west  of  City  Hospital : 

This  outlet  pipe  is  carried  across  the  creek,  on  concrete  piers,  at  a  level 
of  about  three  feet  above  the  water  level  and  connects  with  the  White 
River  interceptor  on  the  south  side  of  Fall  Creek. 

Some  of  thq  piers  and  pipe  were  carried  away  by  the  high  water  last 
winter  and  the  sewage  is  now  running  into  Fall  Creek. 

It  would  not  be  advisable  to  reconstruct  this  line  for  several  reasons, 
namely : 

To  replace  the  pipe  as  originally  constructed  would  mean  that  the  next 
high  water  would  again  tear  it  out. 

To  so  construct  the  line  that  it  would  not  be  torn  out  would  mean  a 
construction  that  would  virtually  be  a  dam  in  the  creek. 

The  main  reason  for  not  replacing  the  line  is  that  the  elevation  of  the 
sewer  on  the  north  side  of  the  creek  is  so  low  that  the  sewage  is  carried 
across  the  creek  with  practically  no  fall  and  enters  the  White  River 
interceptor  at  a  level  below  the  top  of  the  sewage  in  the  interceptor.  This 
means  that  the  flow  is  obstructed  and  the  White  River  interceptor  sewage 
virtually  backs  up  the  sewage  in  the  line  across  the  creek. 

The  only  solution  to  the  problem  in  my  mind  is  as  follows  : 

Construct  a  well  or  basin  at  the  north  end  of  the  Indiana  avenue  bridge. 
In  this  well  would  be  placed  a  five-inch  centrifugal  pump  operated  by  a 
ten-horse  power  electric  motor.  This  motor  would  be  equipped  with  an 
automatic  starting  device  and  the  whole  arrangement  would  be  under 
ground. 

Reconstruct  that  part  of  the  sewer  in  Crawfordsville  pike,  about  nine 
hundred  feet,  and  continue  same  to  the  new  well.  The  sewage  from 
the  Harding  street  district  and  the  Indiana  avenue  district  would  flow 
by  gravity  into  this  well  and  at  certain  periods,  regulated  by  the  automatic 
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«tarting  device,  would  be  pumped  into  the  Tenth  street  sewer  through  a 
pipe  to  be  placed  under  the  walk  of  the  Indiana  avenue  bridge,  coming 
into  said  sewer  at  the  top  of  the  brick  arch  and  above  any  flow  of  sewage 
in  the  sewer. 

I  have  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  the  above  arrangement  is, 
to  my  mind,  the  only  practical  solution  of  the  problem,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  same  is  herewith  recommended. 

The  estimated  cost  is  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00). 
As  there  are  no  funds  available  to  carry  out  this  work,  recommendation 
is  herewith  made  that  the  City  Council  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  above 
sum.

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  3d  day  of  June,  1910,  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  (herein- 
after called  the  City),  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  of  Indiana    (here- 
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inafter  called  the  Company),  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  incor- 
porated under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  second 
part: 

Witnesseth:  That,  whereas,  Said  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  of 
Indiana  has  presented  its  written  petition  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  asking  permission  to  be  allowed  to  build, 
construct,  equip,  maintain  and  operate  a  street  and  interurban  railroad 
in,  over  and  upon  a  certain  street  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
and  to  run  and  operate  its  interurban  cars  into  said  city  along  certain 
streets  therein  and  hereinafter  named,  over  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  and  to  carry  passengers,  mail,  express  matter,  baggage  and 
freight  through  and  into  said  city  on  such  cars;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concerning  street  railroad  companies 
in  cities  the  population  of  which  exceeds  one  hundred  thousand ;  repeal- 
ing all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  and  declaring  an  emergency,"  which 
became  a  law  without  the  Governor's  signature  on  the  3d  day  of  March, 
1899,  the  use  of  the  said  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  shall  be 
upon  such  conditions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Common  Council  of  such  city  shall  prescribe. 

Now,  Therefore,  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  of 
Indianapolis,  in  consideration  of  the  several  agreements  of  the  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  stipulated  and  set  forth, 
does  hereby  (subject  to  the  ratification  and  approval  of  the  Common 
Council  of  said  City),  authorize,  empower  and  permit  the  said  Beech 
Grove  Traction  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed 
and  expressed,  to  operate  and  run  its  cars  upon  and  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company,  now  or  hereafter  laid  and  in  use  in  the  following 
streets  and  avenues  of  said  city,  to-wit : 

In  Shelby  street,  between  Le  Grande  and  Virginia  avenues ;  in  Vir- 
ginia avenue,  between  Shelby  and  Maryland  streets ;  in  Maryland  street, 
between  Virginia  avenue  and  Meridian  street ;  in  Meridian  street,  between 
Maryland  and  Washington  streets;  in  Washington  street,  between 
Meridian  street  and  Virginia  avenue,  and  in  Virginia  avenue,  between 
Washington  and  Maryland  streets. 

Said  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered 
and  permitted  to  build,  own,  operate  and  maintain  a  line, of  street  rail- 
way in,  over  and  upon  the  following  street,  with  one  track  at  present,  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

The  center  line  of  the  track,  or  if  two  tracks  are  laid,  the  center  line 
between  such  tracks  shall  begin  at  the  east  line  of  Louthain  &  Company's 
subdivision  (being  the  eastern  terminus  of  Le  Grande  avenue)  at  a  point 
25.15  feet  from  the  north  line  of  said  Le  Grande  avenue,  and  jrun  west 
parallel  with  said  north  line  to  intersection  of  Shelby  street ;  thence 
curve  to  the  north.  Also,  a  second  track  for  a  cross-over,  beginning  at  a 
point  west  of  the  west  line  of  Olive  street  and  running  parallel  with  the 
first  track  25.15  feet  over  south  line  of  said  Le  Grande  avenue  to  and  into 
Shelby  street  to  connection  with  the  west  track  of  the  Indianapolis  Trac- 
tion and  Terminal  Company.  All  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County 
of  Marion.  State  of  Indiana. 

Provided,  however,  That  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  taking 
effect  of  this  contract,  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  may  designate  and  determine  upon  a  different  route  for 
the  cars  of  said  second  party  than  the  one  heretofore   designated,   over 
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that  part  of  the  line  and  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  which  are 
now  situated,  or  hereafter  may  be  constructed,  in  the  streets  between 
New  York  street  on  the  north,  South  street  on  the  south,  East  street  on 
the  east,  and  West  street  on  the  west,  which  route  is  to  remain  unchanged 
for  five  years.  But  in  the  event  said  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  and  the  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Traction  and  Terminal  Company  can  not  agree  on  a  route  for 
such  cars  over  the  said  line  and  tracks  in  and  between  said  streets,  or 
in  the  parts  of  said  New  York,  South,  East  and  West  streets,  forming 
a  boundary  as  above  described,  or  in  the  event  they  fail,  neglect  or  refuse 
to  designate  said  route  before  said  date,  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  arbitrarily  determine  and  establish  said 
route  over  the  tracks  of  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and 
said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  in  the  boundary  parts 
of  said  streets  above  mentioned,  or  in  any  street  or  streets  within  such 
boundary,  but  in  such  a  way  that  such  route  will  connect  with  the  other 
part  of  the  line  over  which  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
enters  the  city,  and  at  the  same  time  connect  with  the  central  point  and 
terminal  hereinafter  designated. 

Provided  further,  however,  That  after  said  route  is  determined  and 
established  in  accordance  herewith,  such  route  shall  remain  so  fixed 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years,  but  at  any  time  after  five  years, 
and  at  the  end  of  any  and  every  interval  of  five  years  thereafter,  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company 
and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  with  the  consent 
and;  approval  of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  may  change  said  route 
in  said  streets  and  within  the  boundary  aforesaid ;  but,  however,  so  as 
to  connect  with  said  central  point  and  said  station  or  terminal  for  the 
receipt  and  delivery  of  express  and  freight,  which  are  to  be  and  remain 
the  central  points  and  terminals  for  passengers  and  express  or  freight 
for  said  second  party.  But  in  making  such  changes  the  route  to  be  so 
fixed  for  the  cars  of  said  second  party  shall,  be  upon  the  parts  of  New 
York,  -South,  East  and  West  streets  designated  above,  or  within  the 
boundary  formed  thereby. 

The  above  grant  is  made  upon  the  following  express  conditions : 

r.  That  after  entering  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  regular  passenger 
cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  stop  at  all  inter- 
secting streets  on  signal  from  waiting  passengers,  or  passengers  on  such 
cars  desiring  to  leave  the  same,  and  shall  take  on  and  carry  all  passen- 
gers desiring  to  take  passage  on  any  such  cars  for  the  purpose  of  being 
transported  between  different  points  on  the  line  over  which  said  cars  are 
operated  in  said  city :  Provided,  That  such  cars  shall  not  be  stopped  at 
and  such  street  for  a  longer  time  than  is  necessary  to  take  on  and 
discharge^such  passengers,  and  that  no  baggage  other  than  hand  baggage, 
nor  express  or  freight  matter,  shall  be  unloaded  or  taken  on  any  such 
car  at  any  such  crossing. 

2.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  charge  five 
cents  (5c)  for  a  single  fare  between  any  two  points  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  which  may  subsequently  be  brought 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  annexation  or 
otherwise,  and  any  passenger  who  shall  pay  a  single  fare  of  five  cents 
(5c).  shall  be  entitled  to  ride  in  the  car  upon  which  he  took  passage  to 
any  point  on  the  line  of  such  Company,  within  such  city,  as  follows :  If 
on  an  incoming  car  to  the  terminal  point,  and  if  on  an  outgoing;  car  to 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  city :  Provided,  however,  That  said  Company 
shall  not  discriminate,  either  in  fares  or  freight  rates,  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,   against   passenger   or   freight   traffic  to  or    from   the   City   of 
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Indianapolis,  in  favor  of  any  other  point  on  the  line  of  railroad  operated 
by  said   Company. 

That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  entered  into  a  contract  here- 
tofore referred  to  with  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  the  town  of  Beech 
Grove,  by  certain  of  the  provisions  of  which  contract  it  is  agreed  that  a 
fare  of  ten  cents  (ioc)  one  way  should  be  charged  between  the  town  of 
Beech  Grove  and  Indianapolis,  which  contract  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
being  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  recognizes. 

3.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  run  and  operate 
its  cars  in  said  city  with  reference  to  the  time  schedule  of  the  cars  being 
operated  on  said  lines  by  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and 
the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  which  cars  shall  have 
the  right  of  way,  and  so  as  not  to  delay  or  interfere  in  anywise  with 
the  running  and  operating  of  the  cars  of  either  of  said  companies  or  to 
interfere  with  any  schedule  for  the  running  of  said  cars  of  either  of  said 
companies  which  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  said  cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  so 
operated  as  not  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  public  travel  at  street  or 
alley  crossings,  nor  in  any  way  violate  any  obligation  of  either  of  said 
companies  under  the  law  or  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
or  any  other  municipality,  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  in 
force,  or  of  the  contract  between  the  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  said  city,  dated  April  7,  1899,  or  of  the  contract  between 
said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  said  city,  or  any 
other  existing  grant  or  contract  of  either  of  said  companies,  whether  made 
to  or  with  said  companies  or  either  of  them  or  some  other  person  or 
corporation,  to  the  rights  and  obligations  of  which  either  of  said  com- 
panies has  succeeded. 

The  right  is  expressly  reserved  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  to 
fix  the  time  schedules  for  the  running  of  all  the  cars  of  said  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  passing  on  and  over  the  streets  of  said  city,  to 
the  end  that  there  shall  be  uniformity  and  regularity  in  the  running  of 
all  the  cars  of  the  several  companies  in  said  city,  and  also  prompt  and 
efficient  service. 

4.  The  cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  v  all  not  be 
stopped,  either  for  the  receiving  or  discharge  of  passengers,  or  for  any 
purpose  other  than  to  avoid  collisions  or  casualties,'  at  any  point  in 
such  city  except  at  street  crossings,  as  hereinafter'  provided, 
and  at  its  designated  central  points  and  terminals.  In  stopping  its 
cars  at  street  crossings,  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  at 
all  times  be  governed  by  the  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  or  contracts 
which  are  in  force  governing  the  stopping  of  cars  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company  at  such  crossings,  or  other  places  in  said  city. 

5.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  may  at  all  times  carry 
in  its  passenger  cars,  or  in  suitable  compartments  thereof,  provided  for 
such  purpose,  or  in  mail,  express  or  freight  cars  of  a  style  and  pattern 
to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  such  baggage  belonging  to 
its  passengers,  being  transported  in  its  passenger  cars,  as  is  usually 
allowed  to  be  carried  by  passengers  in  steam  railroad  companies'  cars, 
and  also  the  United  States  mail,  and  such  express  matter  and  mer- 
chandise as  may  be  enclosed  in  boxes,  crates  and  parcels,  so  as  to  be 
easily  handled,  and  so  as  not  to  be  unsightly  in  appearance  or  offensive 
to  sight  or  smell,  and  also  such  packages  and  parcels  as  are  usually 
carried  and  delivered  by  messenger  service :  Provided,  That  no  live 
animals  (except  hunting  dogs)  shall  be  carried  in  any  such  cars  or  in 
any  such  compartments  at  any  time :  And  provided  further,  That  all  bag- 
gage  (other  than  hand  baggage),  except  express  matter,  parcels  and  arti- 
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cles  of  merchandise  carried  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  at  the  station 
and  terminals  herein  referred  to,  for  distribution,  and  that  in  no  case  shall 
any  such  baggage  (other  than  hand  baggage),  or  any  express  matter, 
parcels  or  merchandise,  be  loaded  or  unloaded  in  or  upon  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  avenues  or  public  grounds  of  said  city,  except  at  said 
station  or  terminals :  Provided,  also,  That  fowls  properly  secured  in 
boxes  or  coops  may  be  carried  in  said  cars  between  the  hours  of  12 130 
a.  m.  and  4:30  a.  m. 

6.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  not  be  permitted 
under  any  circumstances  to  transport  in  its  cars  through  or  over  the 
streets,  alleys  or  avenues  of  such  city,  live  animals  of  any  kind,  other 
than  hunting  dogs.  Said  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  herein- 
after prescribed,  shall  be  permitted  to  haul  and  handle  freight  other  than 
designated  in  Section  5,  when  a  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and 
delivery  of  freight  shall  have  been  provided.  After  such  terminal  or 
station  shall  have. been  provided,  the  said  Company  may  deliver  freight, 
other  than  live  animals,  not  of  a  character  offensive  to  sight  or  smell, 
into  such  station  or  terminal,  where  the  same  may  be  held  for  delivery 
to  any  part  of  said  city,  or  for  transfer  to  steam  railroad  lines,  or  to  the 
lines  of  other  suburban  or  interurban  companies  which  may  be  able  to 
transport  under  any  ordinance  regulating  such  transportation. 

The  right  is  hereby  expressly  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Common  Council  of  said  city,  to  regulate  by  order  or  ordinance  the 
carrying  of  the  freight,  merchandise,  or  property  of  any  kind  described 
in  Sections  5  and  6  of  this  contract,  through  the  streets,  alleys  and 
avenues  of  said  city,  and  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this  contract,  to 
change  the  route  of  cars  of  said  Company,  used  exclusively  for  carrying 
mail,  express  or  freight,  over  the  lines  and  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  but  only  in  such  a  way  that  such  route  shall  connect  with  the 
other  part  of  the  line  on  which  said  Company  enters  the  city,  and  at  the 
same  time  connect  with  the  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and  de- 
livery of  freight  herein  referred  to. 

7.  The  rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Company  for  the  carriage 
of  freight  matter  between  Indianapolis  and  points  on  its  lines,  shall  not 
exceed  those  charged  and  collected  for  the  carriage  of  like  freight  matter 
between  the  same  points  by  other  common  carriers  of  freight ;  and  the 
rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Company  for  the  carriage  of  express 
matter  between  Indianapolis  and  points  on  its  lines,  shall  not  exceed 
those  charged  and  collected  for  the  carriage  of  like  express  matter  be- 
tween the  same  points  by  other  common  carriers  of  express  matter : 
Provided,  however,  That  such  Company  shall  never  be  compelled  to 
charge  or  collect  less  than  eighty  (80)  per  centum  of  the  published  rates 
now  charged  for  the  carriage  between  the  same  points  of  freight  and 
express  matter,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  other  common  carriers  of  freight 
and  express  matter  between  such  points :  Provided  further,  That  the 
maximum  rates  which  such  Company  may  charge  hereunder  shall  not 
apply  to  freight  of  other  classes  than  classes  1,  2,  3  and  4,  as  such 
classes  are  defined  by  the  classification  in  use  January  1,  1902,  by  the 
railroad  companies  operating  between  Indianapolis  and  such  other  points, 
such  classification  being  that  known  as  "Official  Classification  No.  22," 
copyrighted  in  T.Q02  by  C.  E.  Gill,  Chairman. 

8.  The  cars  to  be  run  and  operated  by  said  Company,  party  of  the 
second  part,  shall  be  propelled  by  electric  power  only :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  if  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Common  Council  of  said  city, 
under  the  power  reserved  to  them  under  the  contracts  entered  into  be- 
tween said  city  and  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  said 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  shall  by  order  or  ordi- 
nance require  said  Indianapolis  companies  to  introduce  any  other  improved 
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method  of  propulsion  of  its  cars  running  within  such  city,  if  so  ordered 
by  the  Board. 

g.  If  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  hereafter  be 
permitted  to  set  poles  and  string  wires  in  said  city,  or  construct  therein 
any  other  electrical  appliance  for  the  propulsion  of  its  cars,  the  same 
shall  be  constructed  by  providing  for  an  independent  return  circuit  for 
the  electricity  used,  or  by  such  approved  scientific  methods  as  will  pre- 
vent any  injury  by  any  such  current  of  electricity  to  water  pipes,  gas 
pipes,  or  any  other  property  in,  under  or  upom  any  of  the  streets,  alleys 
or  avenues  aforesaid,  or  elsewhere  within  said  city,  and  the  said  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  second  part,  shall  hold  the  city  free  and  harmless  from 
all  damages  of  every  nature  whatsoever  resulting  to  any  person  or  prop- 
erty on  account  of  injury  caused  by  the  electrical  currents  of  said  Com- 
pany or  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  street  railway  cars  of 
said  Company. 

io.  If  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  hereafter  be 
permitted  to  construct  any  tracks  within  said  city,  or  if  hereafter  any  of 
the  tracks  of  said  Company  shall  by  annexation  be  brought  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  then  the  said  Company,  or  its  assigns,  shall  pave  the 
space  between  all  the  rails,  including  the  space  between  its  tracks  where 
there  are  double  tracks,  switches  or  side-tracks,  and  for  a  distance  of 
eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  outside  of  the  outside  rails  of  its  tracks,  and 
shall  make  all  necessary  repairs  in  said  space  under  specifications  both  as 
to  material  and  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  shall  repave  the  same  when  necessary  and  ordered  by  the 
said  Board,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair,  said  paving  and  repairing  to  be 
done  under  specifications  both  as  to  material  and  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  said  Board  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Engineer  of  said  city ;  and  said  Company  shall  also  keep  in  repair  that 
part  of  the  floors  of  all  bridges  or  culverts  crossed  by  any  of  its  tracks 
which  is  situate  between  the  outer  rails  of  said  tracks,  and  for  a  distance 
of  eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  outer  side  of  such  outer  rails,  and  also  the 
space  between  the  tracks  where  there  are  double  tracks  ;  and  in  case  of 
failure  on  the  part  of  said  Company  to  make  any  such  improvement  or 
repairs  as  aforesaid,  either  to  streets,  avenues  or  alleys,  or  bridges,  as 
herein  provided,  upon  reasonable  notice  by  said  Board,  then  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  to  make  any  such 
improvement  or  repairs,  and  the  cost  of  making  the  same  shall  be  paid 
by  said  Company,  and  the  collection  of  such  cost  of  paving  and  improving 
and  repairing  the  space  between  the  tracks  and  eighteen  (18)  inches  on 
the  outer  side  of  such  outer  rails,  shall  be  in  every  respect  in  conform- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  reference  to  the  collection 
and  assessments  of  street  improvements,  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereby  agreeing  that  the  said  improvement  and  paving  shall  be  paid  by 
it  as  if  it  were  an  abutting  property  owner,  with  the  amount  fixed  as  the 
cost  of  the  improvement,  it  being  hereby  agreed  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  may  assess  the  said  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  cost 
of  the  improvement  as  an  abutting  property  owner,  and  collect  the 
same  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  Indiana  for  the  collection 
of  assessments  for  the  improvement  of  streets  and  alleys. 

And  it  is  also  agreed  by  and  between  said  parties  "that  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  at  all  times  during  the  period  of  this  franchise 
keep  on  deposit  in  the  city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($i,ooo)  dollars,  to  be  designated 
as  an  emergency  fund.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  an  emergency  arises  for  the  immediate  repair  of  any  dangerous 
defect  found  to  exist  in  that  part  of  any  street,  alley,  avenue  or  public 
place  required  by  this  contract  to  be  kept  in  repair  by" said  Company,  and 
the   said  Company  has   failed  on  notice  to  immediately  repair  the  "same, 
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the  said  Board  shall  cause  said  repair  to  be  made  at  once,  and  if  said 
Company  shall  not  promptly  pay  the  bill  for  the  cost  of  such  repairs,  when 
made  out  and  presented  at  the  office  of  the  said  Company  in  said  city, 
then  said  Board  may  draw  the  amount  of  such  bill  from  said  emer- 
gency fund,  which  fund  shall  be  reimbursed  by  said  Company  without 
any  delay  and  kept  up  to  said  amount  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars 
as  aforesaid. 

This  provision  as  to  an  emergency  fund  is  in  addition  to  all  other  pro- 
visions herein  contained  on  the  subject  of  repairing  streets,  and  is  not 
intended  to  modify  or  change  any  other  provisions  or  penalties  of  this 
contract  concerning  the  same. 

II.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  during  the  entire 
period  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted,  so  operate  its  cars  in  said  city 
as  to  render  the  public  at  all  times  first-class  and  efficient  service ;  that  the 
motive  power  furnished  by  said  Company  shall  at  all  times  be  ample 
and  of  the  most  improved  kind ;  that  its  cars  shall  be  of  the  best  and  of 
the  most  approved  pattern,  style  and  finish ;  at  all  times  kept  clean,  well 
ventilated,  provided  with  comfortable  seats  for  passengers,  and  heated 
with  safe  and  convenient  appliances  whenever  the  weather  is  such  that 
the  comfort  of  the  passengers  requires  the  same,  and  lighted  at  night  with 
electricity,  or,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  with 
other  equally  efficient  light ;  that  all  such  cars  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair, 
and  shall  at  all  times  be  so  painted  on  the  outside  and  decorated  on  the 
inside  asc  to  present  an  attractive  appearance,  and  shall  be  repainted  and 
redecorated  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  such 
appearance ;  that  each  of  such  cars  shall  be  provided  with  the  most  ap- 
proved life  guards,  and  all  other  modern  appliances  for  the  safety  of  its 
passengers  and  employes,  including  a  headlight,  which,  if  an  electric 
arc  light,  shall  be  so  screened  or  shaded  while  said  cars  are  within  the 
city  limits  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  vision  of  approaching  persons  or 
animals.;  that  each  of  such  cars  shall  have  thereon  the  name  of  said 
Company,  or  the  point  of  its  destination,  in  letters  of  such  size  that  the 
same  may  be  readily  discerned  and  read  by  persons  of  ordinary  eyesight, 
and  that  at  night  such  name  shall  be  so  illuminated  or  displayed  that  the 
same  may  be  readily  and  easily  seen  and  read  by  persons  desiring  to  take 
passage  in  such  cars;  that  the  tracks  of  said  Company!  which  may  come 
within  such  city  by  extension  of  its  boundaries  or  hereafter  be  permitted 
to  be  constructed  or  owned  therein,  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  repair, 
provided  with  the  most  modern  and  improved  rails,  of  sufficient  size  and 
weight  and  in  such  condition  that  passengers  riding  in  cars  over  the 
same  shall  suffer  no  discomfort  or  inconvenience  by  reason  of  such  tracks 
or  any  part  thereof  being  irregular,  uneven  or  in  anywise  insufficient 
and  the  right  is  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  such  city  to 
order  any  needed  repairs  to  said  tracks  or  roadbed,  or  cars  or  appliances, 
and  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to  comply  with 
all  such  orders.  The  said  cars  to  be  used  by  said  Company,  party  of  the 
second  part,  together  with  all  the  machinery,  appliances  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  shall  be  suitable  and  adapted  to  be  operated  upon  the  tracks  of 
the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
Company,  without  injury  to  said  tracks  or  any  of  the  appurtenances 
thereof,  or  the  pavement  required  to  be  kept  in  repair  by  said  companies, 
provided  such  pavement  shall  not  be  laid  or  maintained  above  the  level  of 
the  head  of  the  rail,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  so  operated  as  not  to 
injure  the  same,  or  any  of  the  cars  or  other  property  of  either  of  said 
companies. 

In  case  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  foregoing  agreements  or  stipulations  contained  in  this 
clause,  concerning  motive  power,  the  kind  of  cars  to  be  used,  or  the  equip- 
ment, painting,  decorations,  heating,  lighting  or  designating  the  same,  or 
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concerning  life  guards  and  appliances  for  the  safety  of  passengers  and 
employes,  rails,  roadbeds  or  other  stipulations  herein  contained  concerning 
the  operation,  maintenance  or  construction  of  its  line  of  street  railway  and 
cars,  or  in  case  said  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  stipula- 
tions or  provisions  of  this  contract,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall, 
by  written  notice,  served  on  any  officer  of  said  Company,  require  com- 
pliance with  any  such  stipulation  within  a  reasonable  time  therein  hxed, 
and  said  Company  shall  continue  to  fail  and  refuse,  after  any  such 
period  so  fixed,  to  comply  with  any  such  provision  or  stipulation,  or 
notice  or  order  of  the  Board  pertaining  thereto,  then  said  Company  shall 
forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  each  day  that  it  shall 
continue  to  violate  any  such  provision  or  stipulation,  which  sum  may  be 
collected  without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraisement  laws,  either  by 
suit  on  any  bond  which  may  be  given  by  said  Company  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  conditions  of  this  contract  or  otherwise,  by  instituting  any 
proper  proceedings  to  recover  said  forfeiture,  as  the  said  Board  may  elect : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  an  attempt 
to  abridge  or  in  anywise  restrict  the  power  of  the  Common  Council  of 
said  city  to  enact  reasonable  ordinances  providing  for  the  safety,  comfort 
or  convenience  of  the  public  traveling  on  the  cars  of  said  Company  within 
said  city,  and  also  providing  reasonable  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

In  further  consideration  of  the  grant  herein  and  hereby  made,  the  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  pay  to  the 
said  city  on  the  first  day  of  January,  191 1,  and  annually  thereafter  during 
the  term  of  this  franchise,  the  sum  of  one  cent  (ic)  for  each  and  every 
round  trip  made  by  any  car  of  said  Company  over  the  streets  of  said  city 
during  the  year  preceding  said  date;  and  thereafter  annually  during  the 
next  ten  (10)  years  the  sum  of  two  cents  (2c)  per  round  trip  for  each  and 
every  round  trip  made  by  any  car  of  said  Company  over  the  streets  of 
said  city  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  for  the  balance  of  said  period 
for  which  this  franchise  is  granted  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
and  binds  itself  to  pay  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of  three  cents  (3c)  per  round 
trip  for  each  and  every  car  as  above  described;  and  in  consideration  of 
such  agreement  of  said  Company  tcx  make  said  payments  and  of  said 
payments,  said  city  undertakes  and  agrees  that  it  will  not  at  any  time  im- 
pose on  or  exact  from  said  second  party,  its  successors  or  assigns,  or  its 
or  their  property,  or  require  to  be  paid  by  it  or  them  any  other  sum  or 
sums  as  or  for  a  franchise  or  car  tax  or  charge,  or  any  other  .special  tax 
or  charge  than  those  above  provided  to  be  paid,  but  nothing  in  this  con- 
tract contained  shall  affect  the  liability  of  said  Company,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  to  general  taxation. 

This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  for  a  term  of  thirty-four 
(34)  years  from  and'  after  the  date  of  its  approval  and  ratification  by  an 
ordinance  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  limitation  of  time  is  one  of  the  essential  and  governing  conditions 
of  this  contract,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  period  the  rights  of  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  run  or  operate  its  cars  within  such 
city  shall  absolutely  c?ase,  and  all  rights  under  this  contract  shall  termi- 
nate, and  it  shall  be  deemed  and  held  a  trespasser  if  it  shall  undertake  to 
run  or  operate  any  car  over  any  such  street  after  that  time. 

Neither  this  contract  nor  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  named  therein 
shall  ever  be  assigned  or  transferred  by  said  Company  to  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  without  the  written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  duly  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  Board,  first  being  given, 
and  in  the  event  of  any  such  transfer  or  assignment  without  the  said 
written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  then  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  said  Company  under  the  contract  shall  absolutely  cease  and 
become  void,   and   said   Company   shall  be   deemed   and  held   a  trespasser 
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if  it  shall  thereafter  undertake  to  run  or  operate  any  car  over  any  street 
or  alley  of  said  city. 

And  it  is  also  agreed  and  understood  that  the  said  Company,  party  of 
the  second  part,  shall  not  permit  to  be  used  or  operated  on  its  said  line 
within  said  city  any  car  or  cars  by  any  person  or  corporation  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  upon  the  record  of  said 
Board,  and  until  after  terms  for  compensation  for  such  use  have  been 
agreed  upon  with  said  Indianapolis  Street  -Railway  Company  and  the 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  or  fixed  as  provided  by 
law.  It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  the  right  to  use  the 
tracks  of  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  hereby  granted,  is  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment by  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  said  railway  com- 
panies respectively,  of  compensation  for  such  use  as  fixed  by  agreement 
or  judgment  of  the  proper  court,  as  and  when  such  compensation  shall 
become  due  and  payable,  and  that  in  default  of  such  payment,  and  so  long 
as  such  default  may  continue,  said  railway  companies,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  have  the  right  to  exclude  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
from  such  use. 

12.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  before  exercising  any 
of  the  rights  hereby  granted,  shall  execute  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  with 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  conditioned  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  faithfully  carry 
out  and  perform  each  and  every  agreement  herein  contained,  and  shall 
well  and  truly  pay  to  said  city  all  penalties,  forfeitures  and  other  sums 
of  money  for  which,  under  the  terms  of  this  contract,  it  may  become 
liable  to  said  city ;  and  said  bond  shall  be  renewed  from  time  to  time

And  in  case  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  on 
reasonable  demand  of  said  Board  fail  or  refuse  to  renew  such  bond  or 
furnish  additional  surety  thereon  as  may  be  required,  then  its  rights  under 
this  contract  shall  cease,  and  the  franchise  herein  granted  be  forfeited, 
which  forfeiture  may  be  enforced  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Any  right  which  might  be  claimed  by  said  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  to  run  or  "operate  any  car  in  or  on  any  street  of  such  city,  after 
the  expiration  of  said  period,  either  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
under  which  it  was  incorporated,  or  any  other  statute  or  ordinance  now 
existing,  is  hereby  expressly  waived.^

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  doors  of  all  passenger  elevators  shall  be 
equipped  with  door  and  controller  locks  which  operate  automatically, 
locking  each  door  in  the  elevator  shaft,  and  so  contrived  and  installed  that 
the  only  time  a  door  can  be  opened  is  when  the  car  stops  at  a  floor,  and 
that  when  the  elevator  car  is  moving  all  elevator  shaft  doors  are  auto- 
matically, mechanically,  securely  and  safely  locked,  and  that  it  should  be 
such  a  contrivance  as  that  it  will  automatically  and  mechanically  operate 
to  close  and  safely  lock  the  said  elevator  door  and  controller  locks  on  such 
door:  Provided,  That  all  elevators  in  all  buildings  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, or  the  owners  of  elevators  operated  in  buildings  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  who  do  not  equip  their  elevators  with  such  safety  devices 
and  appliances  for  automatically  locking  each  door  in  an  elevator  shaft, 
shall  maintain  in  lieu  thereof  at  each  floor,  an  elevator  starter  and  caller, 
who  shall  see  that  each  door  in  the  elevator  shaft  is  properly  closed 
before  the  elevator  is  started. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  of  any  passenger  ele- 
vator, operated  in  any  building  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  fail  or  permit 
such  elevator  to  be  in  operation  without  providing  the  doors  of  the  ele- 
vator shaft  with  safety  devices  and  appliances,  automatically  locking  the 
doors  of  such  elevator  shafts,  or  providing  for  a  starter  or  caller  on 
each  floor  of  said  building  as  in  Section  1  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  owner  of  any  elevator  failing  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred   ($100.00)   dollars. 
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Sec.  4.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor.

Dear  Sir:  In  the  last  annual  budget  there  was  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $25,000  for  the  payment  of  cost  of  street  and  alley  intersections.  The 
contracts  let  up  to  date  call  for  the  expenditure  of  $18,798.76,  and  we 
have  on  hand  bids  for  streets,  for  which  contracts  should  be  let  in  the 
next  few  days,  which  will  cost  the  city  for  intersections  about  $8,250.00 

There  is  a  great  demand  for  street  improvements,  and  we  now  have 
quite  a  number  of  them  advertised  for  bids,  and  new  resolutions  are 
being  adopted  almost  every  day,  so  that  considerable  money  will  be  needed 
to  pay  the  cost  of  intersections. 

The  City  Attorney  advises  us  that,  under  the  law,  the*cost  of  intersec- 
tions could  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  without  an  appropriation,  but 
we  think  an  appropriation  should  be  made  for  this  expense  so  that  the 
Council  and  the  City  Controller  would  have  a  better  knowledge  of  what 
the  city  is  to  be  required  to  pa)-. 

We  therefore  request  that  you  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  this  purpose.

Gentlemen  :  Replying  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  payment  by  the  city 
of  the  cost  of  street  and  alley  intersections,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the 
same  is  payable  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  is  made  a  specific  charge 
without  the  necessity  of  a  specific  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  and  pay- 
able out  of  the  general  fund.  You  are  also  advised  that,  under  the  law, 
if  the  city  has  not  any  balance  with  which  to  pay  this  amount,  it  may 
be  annually  specifically  assessed  against  all  the  property  owners,  and  the 
assessment  payable  by  special  assessment  at  the  period  of  tax  paying,  and 
payable  as  a  part  of  the  taxes. 

This  latter  relief  is  only  to  be  availed  in  case  there  is  no  general  fund 
from  which  to  pay  the  cost  of  street  and  alley  intersections.  So  it  is  our 
opinion  that  street  and  alley  intersections  may  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  without  specific  appropriation. 

Of  course,  in  the  future  it  would  be  better  to  make  your  estimate, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  street  and  alley  intersections, 
so  the  budget  would  provide  for  a  special  fund  out  of  which  to  pay  the 
amount,  but  it  is  not  under  the  law  absolutely  necessary. 

This  is  along  the  line  of  the  conversation  that  was  had  with  your  Air. 
Noll,  and  which  I  believe  he  has  heretofore  communicated  with  you.

Gentlemen  :  The  Central  Gravel  Company,  a  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  having  its  principal  office  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  respectfully  petitions  your  honorable  Board  for  permission  to 
lay  a  railroad  side  track  or  switch  from  the  main  line  of  the  Indianapolis 
&  Vincennes  R.  R.  across  so  much  of  Belmont  avenue  as  lies  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city,  place  of  crossing  shown  on  blue  print 
plat  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 

Now,  therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  17th  day 
of  June,  1910,  by  and  between  the  Central  Gravel  Company,  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  the  main  line  of  the 
Indianapolis  &  Vincennes  railroad,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is 
more  specifically  described  as  follows : 

Said  switch  is  to  leave  the  main  line  of  the  I.  &  V.  R.  R.  on  the 
north  side  thereof,  at  a  point  about  520  feet  northeast  of  where  said  main 
track  crosses  Belmont  avenue,  and  to  extend  in  a  westerly  direction  and 
cross  said  Belmont  avenue  at  a  point  235  feet  north  of  where  said  main 
line  of  said  railroad  now  crosses  said  avenue ;  all  in  section  15,  township 
15  north,  range  3  east,  Center  township,  Marion  county,  Indiana,  hereby 
covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors,  legal  representatives 
and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant'  of  the  privileges  and  au- 
thority herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon 
the  terms  and   conditions  hereinafter   set  forth,   to-wit : 
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(i)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter 
established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall 
be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  .any  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said 
Board,   for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Belmont  avenue  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions 
or  defects  of  any  kind.

first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise 
by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable.

General  Ordinance  No.  42 — 1910 :  An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  use  of 
carts,  drays,  hackney  coaches,  omnibuses,  automobiles  and  every 
description  of  carriages  and  vehicles  kept  for  hire  or  livery  purposes, 
or  solicited  for  transacting  the  business  thereof,  and  street  cars,  and 
all  other  vehicles  drawn  or  propelled  by  motive  power,  on  certain 
streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  owner,  operator,  driver  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  cart,  dray  wagon,  hackney  coach,  omnibus,  automobile, 
motorcycle,  carriage,  buggy,  street  car,  or  other  vehicle  driven  or  pro- 
pelled upon  the  streets  hereinafter  mentioned,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
shall  conform  to  and  observe  the  following  rules  of  the  road  upon  all 
streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  public  places  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  Vehicles  shall  be  driven  or  propelled  in  a  careful  manner,  and 
all  provisions  of  this  ordinance  will  be  enforced  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, on  the  following  named  streets :  Washington  street,  between  Ala- 
bama street  and  Senate  avenue ;  Illinois  street,  between  Vermont  street 
and  Union  Station ;  Meridian  street,-  between  New  York  street  and  Geor- 
gia street ;  Pennsylvania  street,  between  New  York  street  and  Georgia 
street;  Delaware  street,  between  Vermont  street  and  Georgia  street; 
Alabama  street,  between  Vermont  street  and  Maryland  street ;  Massachu- 
setts  avenue,  between   Ohio   street   and   East   street. 

Sec.  3.  The  traffic  policeman  will  regulate  the  moving  of  traffic  as  fol- 
lows :  One  blast  of  police  whistle  means  that  east  and  west  traffic  shall  stop 
and  north  and  south  traffic  proceed.  Two  blasts  of  whistle  means  that 
north  and  south  traffic  shall  stop  and  east  and  west  traffic  shall  proceed. 
Three  or  more  blasts  of  whistle  indicate  the  approach  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment or  other  danger. 

Sec.  4.  Vehicles  must  stop  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  passage  of 
pedestrians  at  crossings ;  slow  moving  and  heavily  laden  vehicles  shall 
keep  close  to  the  right  curb,  and  all  heavy  laden  wagons,  trucks,  drays, 
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gravel  wagons,  brick  wagons,  shall  be  kept  off  Washington  street,  between 
Senate  avenue  and  Alabama  street,  except  when  delivering  goods  on  this 
street. 

Sec.  5.  A  vehicle,  except  when  passing  a  vehicle  ahead,  shall  keep  as 
near  the  right  hand  curb  as  possible.  A  vehicle  overtaking  another  shall 
pass  on  the  left  side  of  the  overtaken  vehicle  and  not  pull  over  to  the 
right  until  entirely  clear  of  it.  A  vehicle  turning  into  another  street  to 
the  ri^ht  shall  turn  the  corner  as  near  the  right  hand  curb  as  practicable. 
A  vehicle  turning  into  another  street  to  the  left  shall  turn  around  the 
center  of  intersection  of  the  two  streets.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  with  its 
left  side  to  the  curb  A  vehicle  shall  back  up  to  a  curb  only  long 
enough  to  be  loaded  or  to  be  unloaded. 

Sec.  6.  In  slowing  up  or  stopping,  a  signal  shall  be  given  to  those 
behind  by  raising  the  whip  or  hand  vertically.  In  turning  while  in 
motion,  or  in  starting  to  turn  from  a  standstill,  a  signal  shall  be  given  by 
raising  the  whip  or  hand,  indicating  with  it  the  direction  in  which  the 
turn  is  to  be  made.  Before  backing,  ample  warning  shall  be  given,  and 
while  backing,  unceasing  vigilance  must  be  exercised  not  to  injure  persons 
behind. 

Sec.  7.  No  vehicle  shall  cross  a  main  thoroughfare  or  make  a  turn 
at  a  speed  rate  exceeding  one-half  its  legal  speed.  The  driver  or  operator 
of  every  vehicle  shall  give  some  plainly  visible  or  audible  signal  of  his 
approach,  and  shall  keep  his  vehicle  at  not  less  than  six  feet  from  the 
lower  step  of  a  street  car  which  is  stopping  to  take  on  or  discharge  a 
passenger,  and  if  necessary  to  comply  herewith  he  shall  bring  his  vehicle 
to  a  stop,  and  the  same  regulation  as  to  distance  applies  when  a  vehicle 
is  passing  to  the  right  of  a  street  car  in  an  opposite  direction  bound,  to 
avoid  injuring  pedestrians  coming  around  rear  of  street  cars. 

Sec.  8.  Drivers  must  comply  with  directions  by  voice,  whistle,  or  hand, 
given  by  a  member  of  the  police  force,  as  to  stopping,  approaching  or  de- 
parting from  any  place. 

Sec.  9.  Pedestrians  should  cross  street  intersections  at  the  same  time 
that  vehicles  cross  going  in  their  direction,  and  observe  the  signals  regu- 
lating the  same.  Pedestrians  must  keep  upon  the  sidewalks  and  must  not 
step  out  into  the  street  until  their  street  car  approaches  or  they  see  the 
signal  to  cross  the  street.  Pedestrians  have  a  right  to  cross  'the  street 
in  safety  and  drivers  of  vehicles  must  exercise  all  possible  care  not  to 
injure  them. 

Pedestrians  should  never  step  from  the  sidewalk  to  the  roadbed  with- 
out first  looking  to  see  what  is  approaching,  and  should  be  careful  to 
avoid  interfering  with  the  passage  of  vehicles.  Careless  pedestrians  fre- 
quently cause  horses  to  be  suddenly  and  painfully  reined  in.  However, 
nothing  will  excuse  drivers  from  exercising  constant  vigilance  to  avoid 
injury  to  pedestrians. 

Sec.  10.  The  ordinance  now  in  force  regulating  the  speed  of  all  vehicles 
driven  or  propelled  will  be  observed  and  enforced. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  thirty  (30)  days  in  the  Marion  county  jail  or  workhouse.

Now,  therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  29th  day  of 
June,  1910,  by  and  between  Walter  R.  Beard,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  "Public  Works,  party  of 
the  second  part, 

Witnesscth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  secur- 
ing a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  a  point  on  the  switch 
now  extending  from  the  main  line  of  the  Big  Four  Railway  Company 
across  Rural  street,  beginning  on  said  switch  at  a  point  eight  (8)  feet 
east  of  the  east  property  line  of  Rural  street,  and  running  thence  north- 
west upon,  over  and  across  Rural  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point 
in  the  intersection  of  the  south  rail  of  proposed  switch  with  the  east  line 
of  Rural  street,  the  said  point  being  3  feet  and  3  inches  north  of  the 
north  rail  of  the  north  main  track  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R. ; 
thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to  a  point  in  the  intersection  of  the 
south  rail  of  the  proposed  switch  with  the  west  line  of  Rural  street,  the 
said  point  being  24  feet  and  3  inches  north  of  the  north  rail  of  the  north 
main" track  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  And  the  said  Walter  R.  Beard 
hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representa- 
tives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and 
authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 
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(i)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.

No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise 
by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  did  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1910,  adopt  Improvement  Resolution 
No.  6277 — 1910,  for  the  improvement  of  Northwestern  avenue,  from  the 
south  property  line  of  Fifteenth  street  to  the  south  property  line  of 
Twenty-first  street,  with  wooden  block,  asphalt,  bituminous  'concrete  or 
brick  roadway ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Board  of  Public  W'orks  did  at  the  same  time  fix 
the  1  st  day  of  July,  1910,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  as  a  date  to  hear  all  persons 
interested  or  whose  property  is  affected  by  said  proposed  improvement;

General  Ordinance  No.  49—1910 :  An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  public 
exhibition  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  for  four  miles  from 
the  limits  thereof,  of  pictures  of  prize  fighting  or  of  any  prize  fight 
or  boxing  contest,  providing  a  fine  for  a  violation,  and  fixing  a  time 
for  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
firm  or  corporation,  to  cause  or  permit  to  be  exhibited  publicly,  within 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  for  four  miles  from  the  limits  thereof,  any 
prints,  pictures  or  reflected  pictures,  commonly  called  and  known  as 
moving  pictures,  of  any  prize  fighting,  prize  fight  or  boxing  contest. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ($100.00)  for  each  offense,  and  every  time  of  such  exhibition  shall 
constitute  an  additional  offense. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
printed  and  published  in  said  cit)'.

General  Ordinance  No.  49,  1910,  was  thereupon  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Health  and  Morals, 
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By  Board  of  Public  Works: 

General  Ordinance  No.  50 — 1910:  An  ordinance  ratifying,  confirming  and 
approving  a  certain  contract  and  agreement  made  and  entered  into 
on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1910,  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by 
and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Beech  Grove  Trac- 
tion Company,  whereby  said  company  is  authorized  to  build,  construct, 
equip,  maintain  and  operate  a  street  and  interurban  railroad  in,  over 
and  upon  certain  streets  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  carry  pas- 
sengers, mail,  express  matter,  baggage  and  freight  through  and  into 
said  city  on  such  cars,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1910,  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  the 
following  contract  and  agreement  with  the  Beech  Grove  Traction  Com- 
pany, namely : 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  18th  day  of  July,  1910, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  (here- 
inafter called  the  City),  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  of  Indiana  (herein- 
after called  the  Company),  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  incorporated 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  second  part,  wit- 
nesseth  :  that 

Whereas,  Said  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  of  Indiana  has  pre- 
sented its  written  petition  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  of 
Indianapolis,  asking  permission  to  be  allowed  to  build,  construct,  equip, 
maintain  and  operate  a  street  and  interurban  railroad  in,  over  and  upon 
certain  streets  in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  to  run  and 
operate  its  interurban  cars  into  said  city  along  certain  streets  therein 
and  hereinafter  named,  over  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  and  to 
carry  passengers,  mail,  express  matter,  baggage  and  freight  through  and 
into  said  city  on  said  cars ;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  street  railroad  companies  in 
cities  the  population  of  which  exceeds  one  hundred  thousand ;  repealing 
all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act,  and  declaring  an  emergency,"  which 
became  a  law  without  the  Governor's  signature  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
1899,  the  use  of  the  said  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  shall  be 
upon  such  conditions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  shall  prescribe. 

Now,  therefore.  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  of 
Indianapolis,  in  consideration  of  the  several  agreements  of  the  said  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  stipulated  and  set  forth,  does 
hereby  (subject  to  the  ratification  and  approval  of  the  Common  Council 
of  said  City),  authorize,  empower  and  permit  the  said  Beech  Grove 
Traction  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed  and 
expressed,  to  build,  own,  operate  and  maintain  a  line  of  street  railway 
in,  over  and  upon  the  following  streets,  with  one  track  at  present,  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

The  center  line  of  the  track,  or  if  two  tracks  are  laid,  the  center  line 
between  such  tracks  shall  begin  at  the  east  line  of  Louthain  &  Company's 
subdivision  (being  the  eastern  terminus  of  Le  Grande  avenue)  at  a  point 
25.15  feet  from  the  north  line  of  said  Le  Grande  avenue,   and  run  west 
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parallel  with  said  north  line  to  intersection  of  Shelby  street;  thence 
curve  to  the  north.  Also,  a  second  track  for  a  cross-over,  beginning  at 
a  point  west  of  the  west  line  of  Olive  street  and  running  parallel  with 
the  first  track  25.15  feet  over  south  line  of  said  Le  Grande  avenue  to  and 
into  Shelby  street  to  connection  with  the  west  track  of  the  Indianapolis 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company.  All  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana. 

And  to  operate  and  run  its  cars  therefrom  upon  and  over  the  tracks 
of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company  now  and  hereafter  laid  and  in  use  in  the  follow- 
ing streets  and  avenues  of  said  city,  to-wit : 

Its  cars  used  exclusively  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  and  their  hand 
baggage,  hand  parcels  and  hand  packages,  to  and  from  the  intersection  of 
Meridian  and  Washington  streets  in  said  city  as  and  for  its  central  point 
and  terminal  in  said  city,  upon  and  over  the  tracks  of  said  Street  Rail- 
way and  Traction  and  Terminal  companies  now  or  hereafter  laid  and  in 
use  in  Shelby  street  between  Le  Grande  and  Virginia  avenues ;  in  Virginia 
avenue,  between  Shelby  and  Maryland  streets ;  in  Maryland  street,  between 
Virginia  avenue  and  Meridian  street ;  in  Meridian  street,  between  Mary- 
land and  Washington  streets;  in  Washington  street,  between  Meridian 
street  and  Virginia  avenue,  and  in  Virginia  avenue,  between  Washington 
and  Maryland  streets. 

Its  combination  passenger  and  freight  cars  and  exclusively  express  and 
freight  cars  to  and  from  the  freight  station  and  terminal  of  the  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company  in  the  square  bounded  by  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Mar- 
ket streets  and  Capitol  avenue,  as  and  for  its  central  point  and  terminal 
in  said  city,  upon  and  over  the  tracks  of  said  Street  Railway  and  Trac- 
tion and  Terminal  companies  now  or  hereafter  laid  and  in  use  in  Shelby 
street,  between  Le  Grande  and  Virginia  avenues;  in  Virginia  avenue, 
between  Shelby  and  Delaware  streets  ;  in  Delaware  street,  between  Vir- 
ginia avenue  and  Ohio  street,  and  in  Ohio  street,  between  Delaware  street 
and  Capitol  avenue :  Provided,  also,  That  said  Beech  Grove  Traction 
Company  is  authorized,  empowered  and  permitted  to  use  the  tracks  of 
street  railway  in  the  streets  last  above  described,  and  in  addition  thereto 
the  tracks  in  Capitol  avenue,  between  Ohio  and  Market  streets,  and  in 
Market  street,  leading  into  the  passenger  station  and  terminal  of  the 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  in  the  square  bounded  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  exclusively  passenger  and  combination 
passenger  and  freight  cars  to  and  from  said  passenger  station  and  ter- 
minal, which  is  also  designated  as  a  central  point  and  terminal  to  and  from 
which  said  last  described  cars  of  said  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company 
may  be  operated  by  said  company  at  its  election. 

The  cars  of  the  Beech  Grove  Traction  Company,  which  shall  make  use 
of  the  tracks  in  Maryland,  Meridian  and  Washington  streets,  shall  be 
similar  in  size  and  weight  to  the  local  city  cars  used  in  said  streets  by  the 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  and  they  shall  only  use  such  streets  for 
the  reception,  transportation  and  delivery  of  passengers  and  their  hand 
baggage,  hand  packages  and  hand  parcels. 

If  by  arrangement  between  the  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  the 
Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  the  latter  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  resort  to  any  car-shop  or  barn  of  the  former  company  which  can  not 
be  reached  by  tracks  hereinbefore  described,  for  storage  or  repair  of  any 
of  its  cars,  then  in  addition  to  the  tracks  hereinbefore  described,  said 
Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  is  permitted  to  use  for  such  purpose  only 
such  other  tracks  of  said  Street  Railway  and  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company  as  shall  be  designated  by  said  company. 

Provided,  however,  That  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  taking 
effect  of  this  contract,  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and 
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Terminal  Company,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Hoard  of  Public 
Works,  may  designate  and  determine  upon  a  different  route  for  the  cars 
of  said  second  party  than  the  one  heretofore  designated,  over  that  part 
of  the  line  and  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and 
the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  which  arc  now  situated, 
or  hereafter  may  be.  constructed,  in  the  streets  between  New  York  street 
on  the  north,  South  street  on  the  south.  East  street  on  the  east,  and 
West  street  on  the  west,  which  route  is  to  remain  unchanged  for  live 
years.  But  in  the  event  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the 
said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company  can  not  agree  on  a  route  for  such  cars  over  the 
said  line  and  tracks  in  and  between  said  streets,  or  in  the  parts  of  said 
New  York,  South,  East  and  West  streets,  forming  a  boundary  as  above 
described,  or  in  the  event  they  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  designate  said 
route  before  said  date,  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  and 
power  to  arbitrarily  determine  and  establish  said  route  over  the  tracks 
of  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  said  Indianapolis  Trac- 
tion and  Terminal  Company  in  the  boundary  parts  of  said  streets  above 
mentioned,  or  in  any  street  or  streets  within  such  boundary,  but  in  such 
a  way  that  such,  route  will  connect  with  the  other  part  of  the  line  over 
which  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  enters  the  city,  and  at  the 
same  time  connect  with  the  central  points  and  terminals  hereinbefore 
designated. 

Provided,  further,  however.  That  after  said  route  is  determined  and 
established  in  accordance  herewith,  such  route  shall  remain  so  fixed  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years,  but  at  any  time  after  five  years  and  at 
the  end  of  any  and  every  interval  of  five  years  thereafter,  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  or  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  with  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  may  change  said  route  in  said 
streets  and  within  the  boundary  aforesaid;  but,  however,  so  as  to  con 
nect  with  said  central  point  and  said  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt 
and  delivery  of  express  and  freight,  which  are  to  be  and  remain  the  cen- 
tral points  and  terminals  for  passengers  and  express  or  freight  for  said 
second  party.  But  in  making  such  changes  the  route  to  be  so  fixed  for  the 
cars  of  said  second  party  shall  be  upon  the  parts  of  New  York,  South, 
East  and  West  streets  designated  above,  or  within  the  boundary  formed 
thereby. 

The  above  grant  is  made  upon  the  following  express  conditions  : 

i.  That  after  entering  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  regular  passenger 
cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  stop  at  all  intersect- 
ing streets  on  signal  from  waiting  passengers,  or  passengers  on  such  cars 
desiring  to  leave  the  same,  and  shall  take  on  and  carry  all  passengers 
desiring  to  take  passage  on  any  such  cars  for  the  purpose  of  being  trans- 
ported between  different  points  on  the  line  over  which  said  cars  are 
operated  in  said  city :  Provided,  That  such  cars  shall  not  be  stopped  at 
any  such  street  for  a  longer  time  than  is  necessary  to  take  on  and  dis- 
charge such  passengers,  and  that  no  baggage  other  than  hand  baggage, 
hand  parcels  and  hand  packages,  nor  express  or  freight  matter,  shall  be 
unloaded  or  taken  on  any  such  car  at  any  such  crossing. 

2.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  charge  five  cents 
(5c)  for  a  single  fare  between  any  two  points  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  which  may  subsequently  be  brought  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  annexation  or  other- 
wise, and  any  passenger  who  shall  pay  a  single  fare  of  five  cents  (5c)  shall 
be  entitled  to  ride  in  the  car  upon  which  he  took  passage  to  any  point  on 
the  line  of  such  Company,  within  such  city,  as  follows:  If  on  an  incom- 
ing car,  to  the  terminal  point,  and  if  on  an  outgoing  car,  to  the  corporate 
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limits  of  said  city:  Provided,  however,  That  said  Company  shall  not  dis- 
criminate, either  in  fares  or  freight  rates,  in  any  manner  whatsoever, 
against,  passenger  or  freight  traffic  to  or  from  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
in  favor  of  any  other  point  on  the  line  of  railroad  operated  by  said 
Company. 

3.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  run  and  operate 
its  cars  in  said  city  with  reference  to  the  time  schedule  of  the  cars  being 
operated  on  said  lines  by  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and 
the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  which  cars  shall  have 
the  right  of  way,  and  so  as  not  to  delay  or  interfere  in  anywise  with  the 
running  and  operating  of  the  cars  of  either  of  said  companies  or  to 
interfere  with  any  schedule  for  the  running  of  said  cars  of  either  of  said 
companies  which  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  said  cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  so 
operated  as  not  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  public  travel  at  street  or 
alley  crossings,  nor  in  any  way  violate  any  obligation  of  either  of  said 
companies  under  the  law  or  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
or  any  other  municipality,  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  in 
force,  or  of  the  contract  between  the  said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  said  city,  dated  April  7,  1899,  or  of  the  contract  between  said 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  and  said  city,  or  any  other 
existing  grant  or  contract  of  either  of  said  companies,  whether  made  to 
or  with  said  companies  or  either  of  them  or  some  other  person  or  cor- 
poration, to  the  rights  and  obligations  of  which  either  of  said  companies 
has  succeeded. 

The  right  is  expressly  reserved  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  to 
fix  the  time  schedules  for  the  running  of  all  cars  of  said  Company,  party 
of  the  second  part,  passing  on  or  over  the  streets  of  said  city,  to  the  end 
that  there  shall  be  uniformity  and  regularity  in  the  running  of  all  the  cars 
of  the  several  companies  in  said  city,  and  also  prompt  and  efficient  service. 

4.  The  cars  of  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  not  be 
stopped,  either  for  the  receiving  or  discharge  of  passengers,  or  for  any 
purpose  other  than  to  avoid  collisions  or  casualties,  at  any  point  in  such 
city  except  at  street  crossings,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  at  its  desig- 
nated central  points  and  terminals.  In  stopping  its  cars  at  street  cross- 
ings, said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  at  all  times  be  gov- 
erned by  the  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  or  contracts  which  are  in 
force  governing  the  stopping  of  cars  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  at  such 
crossings,  or  other  places  in  said  city. 

5.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  may  at  all  times  carry 
in  its  passenger  cars,  or  in  suitable  compartments  thereof  provided  for 
such  purpose,  or  in  mail,  express  or  freight  cars  of  a  style  and  pattern 
to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  such  baggage  belonging  to 
its  passengers,  being  transported  in  its  passenger  cars,  as  is 
usually  allowed  to  be  carried  by  passengers  in  steam  railroad  companies' 
cars,  and  also  the  United  States  mail,  and  such  express  matter  and  mer- 
chandise as  may  be  enclosed  in  boxes,  crates  and  parcels,  so  as  to  be  easily 
handled,  and  so  as  not  to  be  unsightly  in  appearance  or  offensive  to  sight 
or  smell,  and  also  such  packages  and  parcels  as  are  usually  carried  and 
delivered  by  messenger  service:  Provided,  That  no  live  animals  (except 
hunting  dogs)  shall  be  carried  in  any  such  cars  or  in  any  such  com- 
partments at  any  time  :  And  provided,  further,  That  all  baggage  (other 
than  hand  baggage),  except  express  matter,  parcels  and  articles  of  mer- 
chandise carried  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  at  the  station  and  ter- 
minals herein  referred  to,  for  distribution,  and  that  in  no  case  shall  any 
such  baggage  (other  than  hand  baggage),  or  any  express  matter,  parcels 
or  merchandise,  be  loaded  or  unloaded  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets, 
alleys,  avenues  or  public  grounds  of  said  city,  except  at  said  station  or 
terminals:     Provided,  also,  That  fowls  properly  secured  in  boxes  or  coops 
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may  be  carried  in  said  cars  between  the  hours  of   12:30  a.   in.   and  4:30 
a.  m. 

6.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  not  be  permitted 
under  any  circumstances  to  transport  in  Its  cars  through  or  over  the 
streets,  alleys  or  avenues  of  such  city,  live  animals  of  any  kind,  other  than 
hunting  dogs.  Said  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, shall  be  permitted  to  haul  and  handle  freight  other  than  desig- 
nated in  Section  6,  when  a  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and  delivery 
of  freight  shall  have  been  provided.  After  such  terminal  or  station 
shall  have  been  provided,  the  said  Company  may  deliver  freight,  other 
than  live  animals,  not  of  a  character  offensive  to  sight  or  smell,  into  such 
station  or  terminal,  where  the  same  may  be  held  for  delivery  to  any  part 
of  said  city,  or  for  transfer  to  steam  railroad  lines,  or  to  the  lines  of 
other  suburban  or  interurban  companies  which  may  be  able  to  transport 
under  any  ordinance  regulating  such  transportation. 

The  right  is  hereby  expressly  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Common  Council  of  said  city,  to  regulate  by  order  or  ordinance  the 
carrying  of  the  freight,  merchandise  or  property  of  any  kind  described 
in  Sections  6  and  7  of  this  contract,  through  the  streets,  alleys  and 
avenues  of  said  city,  and  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this  contract,  to 
change  the  route  of  cars  of  said  Company,  used  exclusively  for  carrying 
mail,  express  or  freight  over  the  lines  and  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  but  only  in  such  a  way  that  such  route  shall  connect  with  the 
other  part  of  the  line  on  which  said  Company  enters  the  city,  and  at  the 
same  time  connect  with  the  station  or  terminal  for  the  receipt  and  delivery 
of  freight  herein  referred  to. 

7.  The  rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Company  for  the  carriage 
of  freight  matter  between  Indianapolis  and  points  on  its  lines,  shall  not 
exceed  those  charged  and  collected  for  the  carriage  of  like  freight  matter 
between  the  same  points  by  other  common  carriers  of  freight ;  and  the 
rates  charged  and  collected  by  such  Company  for  the  carriage  of  express 
matter  between  Indianapolis  and  points  on  its  lines,  shall  not  exceed  those 
charged  and  collected  for  the  carriage  of  like  express  matter  between  the 
same  points  by  other  common  carriers  of  express  matter :  Provided, 
however,  That  such  Company  shall  never  be  compelled  to  charge  or  col- 
lect less  than  eighty  (80)  per  centum  of  the  published  rates  now  charged 
for  the  carriage  between  the  same  points  of  freight  and  express  matter, 
as  the  case  may  be,  by  other  common  carriers  of  freight  and  express 
matter  between  such  points :  Provided,  further.  That  the  maximum 
rates  which  such  Company  may  charge  hereunder  shall  not  apply  to  freight 
of  other  classes  than  classes  1,  2,  3  and  4,  as  such  classes  are  defined  by 
the  classification  in  use  January  1,  1902,  by  the  railroad  companies  oper- 
ating between  Indianapolis  and  such  other  points,  such  classification  being 
that  known  as  "Official  Classification  No.  22,"  copyrighted  in  1902  by  C.  E. 
Gill,  Chairman. 

8.  The  cars  to  be  run  and  operated  by  said  Company,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  shall  be  propelled  by  electric  power  only :  Provided,  however, 
That  if  the  Board  of  Public 'Works  and  the  Common  Council  of  said  city, 
under  the  power  reserved  to  them  under  the  contracts  entered  into  be- 
tween said  city  and  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and 
said  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  shall  by  order  or 
ordinance  require  said  Indianapolis  companies  to  introduce  any  other 
improved  method  of  propulsion  of  its  cars  running  within  such  city,  then 
and  in  that  event  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part's  method  of 
propulsion  shall  conform  to  the  method  of  propulsion  of  the  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company,  if  so  ordered  by  the  Board. 

9.  If  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  hereafter  be 
permitted  to  set  poles  and  string  wires  in  said  city,  or  construct  therein 
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any  other  electrical  appliance  for  the  propulsion  of  its  cars,  the  same 
shall  be  constructed  by  providing  for  an  independent  return  circuit  for  the 
electricity  used,  or  by  such  approved  scientific  methods  as  will  prevent 
any  injury  by  any  such  current  of  electricity  to  water  pipes,  gas  pipes, 
or  any  other  property  in,  under  or  upon  any  of  the  streets,  alleys  or 
avenues  aforesaid,  or  elsewhere  within  said  city,  and  the  said  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  shall  hold  the  city  free  and  harmless  from  all 
damages  of  every  nature  whatsoever  resulting  to  any  person  or  property 
on  account  of  injury  caused  by  the  electrical  currents  of  said  Company 
or  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  street  railway  cars  of  said 
Company. 

10.  If  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  construct  any 
tracks  within  said  city,  or  if  hereafter  any  of  the  tracks  of  said  Company 
shall  by  annexation  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  then  the 
said  Company,  or  its  assigns,  shall  pave  the  space  between  all  the  rails, 
including  the  space  between  its  tracks  where  there  are  double  tracks, 
switches  or  side-tracks,  and  for  a  distance,  of  eighteen  (18)  inches  on 
the  outside  of  the  outside  rails  of  its  tracks,  and  shall  make  all  necessary 
repairs  in  said  space  under  specifications  both  as  to  material  and  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  shall  repave  the 
same  when  necessary  and  ordered  by  the  said  Board,  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  said  paving  and  repairing  to  be  done  under  specifications  both  as 
to  material  and  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  said  Board  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  City  Engineer  of  said  city ;  and  said  Company 
shall  also  keep  in  repair  that  part  of  the  floors  of  all  bridges  or  culverts 
crossed  by  any  of  its  tracks  which  is  situate  between  the  outer  rails  of 
said  tracks,  and  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  (18)  inches  on  the  outer  side 
of  such  outer  rails,  and  also  the  space  between  the  tracks  where  there  are 
double  tracks;  and  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Company  to  make 
any  such  improvement  or  repairs  as .  aforesaid,  either  to.  streets,  avenues 
or  alleys,  or  bridges,  as  herein  provided,  upon  reasonable  notice  by  said 
Board,  then  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to  pro- 
ceed to  make  any  such  improvement  or  repairs,  and  the  cost  of  making 
the  same  shall  be  paid  by  said  Company,  and  the  collection  of  such  cost 
of  paving  and  improving  and  repairing  the  space  between  the  tracks  and 
eighteen  ( 18)  inches  on  the  outer  side  of  such  outer  rails,  shall  be  in  every 
respect  in  conformance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  collection  and  assessment  of  street  improvements,  the  party  of 
the  second  part  hereby  agreeing  that  the  said  improvement  and  paving- 
shall  be  paid  by  it  as  if  it  were  an  abutting  property  owner,  with  the 
amount  fixed  as  the  cost  of  improvement,  it  being  hereby  agreed  that  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  may  assess  the  said  Company,  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as  an  abutting  property  owner, 
and  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  Indiana  for 
the  collection  of  assessments  for  the  improvement  of  streets  and  alleys. 

And  it  is  also  agreed  by  and  between  said  parties  that  the  party 
of  the  second  part  shall  at  all  times  during  the  period  of  this  franchise 
keep  on  deposit  in  the  city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars,  to  be  desig- 
nated as  an  emergency  fund.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  Board  of 
Public  Works,  an  emergency  arises  for  the  immediate  repair  of  any 
dangerous  defect  found  to  exist  in  that  part  of  any  street,  alley,  avenue 
or  public  place  required  by  this  contract  to  be  kept  in  repair  by  said 
Company,  and  the  said  Companj-  has  failed  on  notice  to  immediately  repair 
the  same,  the  said  Board  shall  cause  said  repair  to  be  made  at  once,  and 
if  said  Company  shall  not  promptly  pay  the  bill  for  the  cost  of  such 
repairs,  when  made  out  and  presented  at  the  office  of  the  said  Company 
in  said  city,  then  said  Board  may  draw  the  amount  of  such  bill  from 
said   emergency   fund,   which   fund   shall  be  reimbursed  by  said   Company 
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without  any  delay  and  kept  up  to  said  amount  of  one  thousand  ($i,OOO.oo) 
dollars  as  aforesaid. 

This  provision  as  to  an  emergency  fund  is  in  addition  to  all  other 
provisions  herein  contained  on  the  subject  of  repairing  streets,  and  is  not 
intended  to  modify  or  change  any  other  provisions  or  penalties  of  this 
contract  concerning"  the  same. 

ii.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  during  the 
entire  period  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted,  so  operate  its  cars  in 
said  city  as  to  render  the  public  at  all  times  first-class  and  efficient  service; 
that  the  motive  power  furnished  by  said  Company  shall  at  all  times  be 
ample  and  of  the  most  approved  kind;  that  its  cars  shall  be  of  the 
best  and  of  the  most  approved  pattern,  style  and  finish  ;  at  all  times  kept 
clean,  well  ventilated,  provided  with  comfortable  seats  for  passengers,  and 
heated  with  safe  and  convenient  appliances  whenever  the  weather  is 
such  that  the  comfort  of  the  passengers  requires  the  same,  and  lighted  at. 
night  with  electricity,  or,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  with  other  equally  efficient  light ;  that  all  such  cars  shall  be  kept 
in  good  repair,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  so  painted  on  the  outside  and 
decorated  on  the  inside  as  to  present  an  attractive  appearance,  and  shall 
be  repainted  and  redecorated  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  such  appearance ;  that  each  of  such  cars  shall  be  provided  with 
the  most  approved  life  guards,  and  all  other  modern  appliances  for  the 
safety  of  its  passengers  and  employes,  including  a  headlight,  which,  if  an 
electric  arc  light,  shall  be  so  screened  or  shaded  while  said  cars  are  within 
the  city  limits  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  vision  of  approaching  persons 
or  animals  ;  that  each  of  such  cars  shall  have  thereon  the  name  of  said 
Company,  or  the  point  of  its  destination,  in  letters  of  such  size  that 
the  same  may  be  readily  discerned  and  read  by  persons  of  ordinary  eye- 
sight, and  that  -at  night  such  name  shall  be  so  illuminated  or  displayed 
that  the  same  may  be  readily  and  easily  seen  and  read  by  persons  de- 
siring to  take  passage  in  such  cars ;  that  the  tracks  of  said  Company 
which  may  come  within  said  city  by  extension  of  its  boundaries  or  be 
permitted  to  be  constructed  or  owned  therein,  shall  at  all  times  be  kept 
in  repair,  provided  with  the  most  modern  and  improved  rails,  of  suffi- 
cient size  and  weight  and  in  such  condition  that  passengers  riding  in 
cars  over  the  same  shall  surfer  no  discomfort  or  inconvenience  by  reason 
of  such  tracks  or  any  part  thereof  being  irregular,  uneven  or  in  anywise 
insufficient,  and  the  right  is  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of 
such  city  to  order  any  needed  repairs  to  said  tracks  or  roadbed,  or  cars  or 
appliances,  and  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to 
comply  with  all  such  orders.  The  said  cars  to  be  used  by  said  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  together  with  all  the  machinery,  appliances  and 
appurtenances  thereof,  shall  be  suitable  and  adapted  to  be  operated  upon 
the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  without  injury  to  said  tracks  or 
any  of  the  appurtenances  thereof,  or  the  pavement  required  to  be  kept  in 
repair  by  said  companies,  provided  such  pavement  shall  not  be  laid  or 
maintained  above  the  level  of  the  head  of  the  rail,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  so  operated  as  not  to  injure  the  same,  or  any  of  the  cars  or  other 
property  of  either  of  said  companies. 

In  case  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  fai\  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  foregoing  agreements  or  stipulations  contained 
in  this  clause,  concerning  motive  power,  the  kind  of  cars  to  be  used,  or 
the  equipment,  painting,  decorations,  heating,  lighting  or  designating  the 
same,  or  concerning  the  life  guards  and  appliances  for  the  safety  of 
passengers  and  employes,  rails,  rOadbeds  or  other  stipulations  herein 
contained  concerning  the  operation,  maintenance  or  construction  of  its 
line  of  street  railway  and  cars,  or  in  case  said  Company  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  stipulations  or  provisions  of  this  contract,  and  the 
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Board  of  Public  Works  shall,  by  written  notice  served  on  any  officer  of 
said  Company,  require  compliance  with  any  such  stipulations  within  a 
reasonable  time  therein  fixed,  and  said  Company  shall  continue  to  fail  and 
refuse,  after  any  such  period  so  fixed,  to  comply  with  any  such  provisions 
or  stipulations,  or  notice  or  order  of  the  Board  pertaining  thereto,  then 
said  Company  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars 
for  each  day  that  it  shall  continue  to  violate  any  such  provision  or  stipula- 
tion, which  sum  may  be  collected  without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraise- 
ment laws,  either  by  suit  on  any  bond  which  may  be  given  by  said  Com- 
pany for  the  performance  of  the  conditions  of  this  contract  or  otherwise, 
by  instituting  any  proper  proceedings  to  recover  said  forfeiture,  as  the 
said  Board  may  elect :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  an  attempt  to  abridge  or  in  anywise  restrict  the  power  of  the 
Common  Council  of  said  city  to  enact  reasonable  ordinances  providing 
for  the  safety,  comfort  or  convenience  of  the  public  traveling  on  the  cars 
of  said  Company  within  said  city,  and  also  providing  reasonable  penalties 
for  the  violation  thereof. 

In  further  consideration  of  the  grant  herein  and  hereby  made,  the  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  pay  to  the 
said  city  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  the  sum  of  one  cent  (ic)  for 
each  and  every  round  trip  made  by  any  car  of  said  Company  over  the 
streets  of  said  city  during  the  year  preceding  said  date;  and  thereafter 
annually  during  the  next  ten  (10)  years  the  sum  of  two  cents  (2c)  per 
round  trip  for  each  and  every  round  trip  made  by  any  car  of  said  Com- 
pany over  the  streets  of  said  city  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  for  the 
balance  of  said  period  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted  said  party  of 
the  second  part  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of 
three  cents  (3c)  per  round  trip  for  each  and  every  car  as  above  described; 
and  in  consideration  of  such  agreement  of  said  Company  to  make  said 
payments  and  of  said  payments,  said  city  undertakes  and  agrees  that  it 
will  not  at  any  time  impose  on  or  exact  from  said  second  party,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  or  its  or  their  property,  or  require  to  be  paid  by 
it  or  them  any  other  sum  or  sums  as  or  for  a  franchise  or  car  tax  or 
charge,  or  any  other  special  tax  or  charge  than  those  above  provided  to 
be  paid,  but  nothing  in  this  contract  contained  shall  affect  the  liability 
of  said  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  general  taxation. 

This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  date 
of  its  approval  and  ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council, 
for  and  during  a  term  ending  on  the  seventh  day  of  April,  of  the  year 

I933- 

The  limitation  of  time  is  one  of  the  essential  and  governing  conditions 
of  this  contract,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  period  the  rights  of  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  run  or  operate  its  cars  within 
such  city  shall  absolutely  cease,  and  all  rights  under  this  contract  shall 
terminate,  and  it  shall  be  deemed  and  held  a  trespasser  if  it  shall  under- 
take to  run  or  operate  any  car  over  any  such  street  after  that  time.  Said 
Beech  Grove  Traction  Company  further  agrees  to  construct  said  railroad 
and  have  cars  running  thereon  within  a  period  of  twelve  (12)  months 
from  the  date  of  approval  and  ratification  of  this  contract  by  an  ordinance 
of  the  Common  Council,  and  upon  failure  so  to  do  shall  forfeit  all  rights 
and  privileges  herein  granted  it. 

Neither  this  contract  nor  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  named  therein 
shall  ever  be  assigned  or  transferred  by  said  Company  to  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  without  the  written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  duly 
entered  upon  the  records  of  said  Board  and  said  Common  Council,  first 
being  given,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  transfer  or  assignment  without 
the  said  written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  said  Com- 
mon Council,  then  all  rights  and  privileges  of  said  Company  under  the 
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contract  shall  absolutely  cease  and  become  void  and  said  Company  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  a  trespasser  if  it  shall  thereafter  undertake  to  run  or 
operate  any  car  over  any  street  or  alley  of  said  city. 

And  it  is  also  agreed  and  understood  that  the  said  Company,  party  of 
the  second  part,  shall  not  permit  to  be  used  or  operated  on  its  said  line 
within  said  city  any  car  or  cars  by  any  other  person  or  corporation  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  upon  record  of 
said  Board,  and  until  after  terms  for  compensation  for  such  use  have  been 
agreed  upon  with  said  Indianapoljs  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  In- 
dianapolis Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  or  fixed  as  provided  by  law. 
It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  the  right  to  use  the  tracks  of 
said  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
and  Terminal  Company,  hereby  granted,  is  subject  to  the  payment  by  said 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  said  railway  companies  respectively, 
of  compensation  for  such  use  as  fixed  by  agreement  or  judgment  of  the 
proper  court,  as  and  when  such  compensation  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able, and  that  in  default  of  such  payment,  and  so  long  as  such  default 
may  continue,  said  railway  companies,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the 
right  to  exclude  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  from  such  use. 

12.  The  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  before  exercising 
any  of  the  rights  hereby  granted,  shall  execute  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works,  conditioned  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
faithfully  carry  out  and  perform  each  and  every  agreement  herein  con- 
tained, and  shall  well  and  truly  pay  to  said  city  all  penalties,  forfeitures 
and  other  sums  of  money  for  which,  under  the  terms  of  this  contract,  it 
may  become  liable  to  said  city ;  and  said  bond  shall  be  renewed  from  time 
to  time  during  said  period  on  the  demand  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  said  city,  whenever  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  surety  thereon 
or  the  impairment  of  the  amount  thereof  by  reason  of  the  accumulation 
of  unpaid  penalties,  forfeits,  judgments  or  other  claims  against  said 
Company,  in  favor  of  said  city,  the  said  Board  deem  such  renewal  neces- 
sary. 

And  in  case  the  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  on 
reasonable  demand  of  said  Board  fail  or  refuse  to  renew  such  bond  or 
furnish  additional  surety  thereon  as  may  be  required,  then  its  rights  under 
this  contract  shall  cease,  and  the  franchise  herein  granted  be  forfeited, 
which  forfeiture  may  be  enforced  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Any  right  which  might  be  claimed  by  said  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  to  run  or  operate  any  car  in  or  on  any  street  of  such  city,  after  the 
expiration  of  said  period,  either  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  under 
which  it  was  incorporated,  or  any  other  statute  or  ordinance  now  exist- 
ing, is  hereby  expressly  waived.

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  foregoing  contract  and  agreement,  made 
and  entered  into  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1910,  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis,

riages,  hacks,   automobiles   and   other   conveyances   in   attendance. 

That  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars   ($50.00).

thousand  (2,000)  pounds,  seventy-five  ($.75)  cents  each;  any  instrument 
by  which  may  be  weighed  two  thousand  (2,000)  pounds  or  over  and  up 
to  three  thousand  (3,000)  pounds,  one  ($1.00)  dollar  each;  any  such  in- 
strument by  which  may  be  weighed  four  thousand  (4,000)  pounds  and 
over  and  up  to  sixteen  thousand  (16,000)  pounds,  two  ($2.00)  dollars 
each ;  and  any  store,  wagon,  depot,  hopper,  hog,  stock,  hay,  coal  or  other 
scales  by  whatsoever  name  known  or  called  upon  which  may  be  weighed 
sixteen  thousand  (16,000)  pounds  or  under,  two  ($2.00)  dollars  each;  any

scale  or  hopper  of  railroad  capacity,  five  ($5.00)  dollars  each';  one  set 
of  weights  shall,  as  other  compensation  of  the  inspector  of  scales,  weights 
and  measures,  be  considered  a  part  of  the  scale.  Any  additional  set  or 
sets  of  weights  shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  (25%)  per 
cent,  of  weight.  Any  yard  stick  or  yard  measure,  ten  ($.10)  cents  each; 
any  dry  or  liquid  measure  not  in  sets,  five  ($.05)  cents  each;  any  nest 
or  set  of  liquid  measures  of  one  gallon  or  less  in  quantity,  five  ($.05) 
cents  per  nest  or  set  of  twenty-four  measures ;  measures  containing  two 
to  three  gallons  in  sets,  ten  ($.10)  cents  per  set  or  nest;  measures  con- 
taining four  to  five  gallons  in  sets,  fifteen  ($.15)  cents  per  set  or  nest; 
measures  from  six  to  eight  gallons  in  sets,  twenty  ($.20)  cents  per  set  or 
nest;  measures  from  nine  to  ten  gallons  in  sets,  twenty-five  ($.25)  cents 
per  set  or  nest,  and  measures  from  eleven  to  twelve  gallons  in  sets,  thirty 
($.30)  cents  per  set  or  nest.  All  single  measures  from  one  gill  to  one 
gallon,  five  ($.05)  cents  each;  all  charcoal  measures,  fifteen  ($.15)  cents 
each.  Any  person  or  persons  detected  in  altering  or  changing  any 
weights,  scales  or  measures  so  as  to  weiqh  or  measure  more  or  less  than

Whereas,  We  have  recently  been  informed  that  it  is  the  opinion  of

Gentlemen:  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  re- 
spectfully to  call  your  attention  to  a  situation  which  concerns  both  your 
Department  and  the  Department  of  Public  Parks.  This  has  to  do  with 
the    small    sanitary    sewer   lying,    for   the    most   part,    in   the   bed   of   Fall 
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creek,  and  extending  from  Meridian  street  westward  past  Capitol  avenue. 
The  situation  is  especially  urgent  at  this  time  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  is  about  to  begin  the  construction 
of  a  wall  along  the  north  bank  of  Fall  creek,  between  Meridian  street 
and  Illinois  street.  If  the  sewer  were  left  in  its  present  location,  when 
this  wall  is  built  it  would  be  left  outside  of  the  wall  in  the  bed  of  the 
creek.  It  seems  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  that  this  would  be 
a  bad  situation  both  for  your  own  Department,  which  is  interested  in  the 
maintenance  of  this  sewer,  and  for  our  Department,  which  is  interested  in 
the  maintenance  of  proper  conditions  along  the  bank  of  the  creek.  If 
this  sewer  is  to  be  changed  so  that  it  will  be  taken  entirely  out  of  the 
bed  of  the  creek,  then  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  feels  that  now 
would  be  the  most  opportune  time  to  do  the  work  before  the  wall  I  have 
mentioned  is  constructed,  as  a  change  of  the  sewer  at  this  time  would 
cost  less  and  could  be  made  much  more  easily  than  at  any  time  in  the 
future.

For  all  said  streets,  avenues, 
alleys  and  highways  running  north  and  south,  Washington  street  shall  con- 
stitute the  base  line  from  which  all  shall  be  numbered  each  way,  allowing

CITY   ENGINEER    NUMBERS. 

The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  cause  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  to  immediately  make  the  necessary  survey  and  assign  to  each 
house  located  on  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  highway  in  said  city,  its  re- 
spective number  'under  the  uniform  system  provided  for  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance.

Gentlemen  :  We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health  and  Morals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  above  resolution, 
adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  August  1,  1910,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

After  waiting  nearly  three  weeks  for  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to 
act,  the  entire  committee  was  called  for  a  brief  conference,  lasting  less 
than  an  hour.  At  this  meeting,  several  members  indulged  in  generalities, 
talking  at  random,  but  disclosing  no  evidence  bearing  on  the  resolution. 
A  second  meeting  of  the  entire  committee  was  called  a  few  days  later  rof 
similar  import,  shorter  duration,  with  the  same  results.  A  third  meeting 
of  the  entire  committee  was  called  Monday  night,  August  29,  1910,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Copeland,  not  a  member  of  said  Committee,  presented  a 
typewritten  recommendation  addressed  to  the  City  Controller,  requesting 
an  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred  ($1,200)  dollars,  asking  each  member 
to  sign,  in  order  to  "further  the  investigation"  and  save  delay.  The 
entire  evening  was  wasted  trying  to  find  out  what  use  was  to  be  made  of 
the  money. 
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Up  to  this  time  no  evidence  had  been  submitted,  nor  was  any  submitted 
at  that  meeting,  on  which  to  base  any  charges  against  any  city  official 
or  employe. 

The  undersigned  were  informed  that  they  (the  other  members)  "had 
the  dope"  and  at  the  proper  time  a  report  would  be  prepared,  submitted 
to  us  and  we  would  be  asked  to  sign  it. 

With  no  evidence  submitted  to  sustain  the  charges  made,  we,  the  under- 
signed, after  a  careful  and  thorough  investigation  among  the  city  officials, 
employes  and  saloon  keepers,  do  not  find  where  any  city  official  or  em- 
ploye was  in  any  manner  connected  with  the  tip  which  is.  claimed  went 
out  to  saloon  men  that  they  could  violate  the  law  Sunday,  July  17th,  or 
at  any  other  time.     Neither  was  immunity  promised  to  either  class. 

The  Superintendent  of  Police  states  positively  that  there  has  not  been 
in  the  past,  present,  nor  will  be  in  the  future  and  favoritism  shown  or 
immunity  promised  either  to  saloon  keepers  or  gamblers. 

The  instructions  from  the  Superintendent  to  the  police  force  have  been 
consistently  the  same  as  issued  at  the  beginning  of  his  term  of  office,  /.  e., 
to  arrest  all  violators  of  the  law,  without  distinction. 

We  find  that  the  Mayor  has  not  interfered,  nor  at  any  time  given  orders 
contrary  to  the  above,  neither  has  the  Superintendent  been  hampered  or 
influenced  in  any  manner  by  his  superiors,  in  executing  these  orders.  If 
said  tip  was  given,  it  came  from  an  unofficial  source  and  an  unauthorized 
person. 

We  thoroughly  believe  that  the  Mayor  and  Superintendent  of  Police 
are  consistently  enforcing  the  laws  relative  to  the  above,  without  fear  or 
favor. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  without  the  assistance  or  consultation  of 
any  attorney  either  in  or  out  of  the  city.

This  will  give  an  average  of  from  three  to  four  runs  a  day ;  however, 
some  days  we  have  more  and  others  less.  There  may  be  several  days  in 
a  month  in  which  there  will  be  no  runs  at  all,  while  at  other  times  we 
frequently  average  six  to  eight  runs  per  day;  for  instance,  Saturday  a 
week  ago  we  had  eleven  runs. 

As  all  our  ambulance  work  consists  in  handling  emergency  cases  we 
refuse  at  all  times  to  transfer  cases  to  and  from  hospitals  in  order  to  be  in 
readiness  to  attend  to  accident  cases.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor:  I  am  requested  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  give  you 
the  number  of  ambulance  runs.  We  have  made  up  to  date  1,304  runs 
this  year,  an  average  of  a  shade  less  than  six  calls  a  day.  Many  of  these 
calls  are  miles  away  from  the  hospital.  While  our  horses  will  last,  be- 
cause they  are  recently  purchased,  yet  my  idea  of  economy  in  this  line 
would  be  to  purchase  a  motor  ambulance  for  long  runs  and  two  one-horse 
ambulances  also,  then  we  could  always  have  one  ambulance  in  good  re- 
pair without  being  wholly  out  of  ambulance  service.  I  don't  believe 
that  the  old  ambulance  will  last  another  year  without  a  considerable  ex- 
pense for  repairs,  and  I  desire  to  repeat  to  you  that  nothing  gives  to 
strangers  so  bad  an  impression  of  a  city  as  an  ambulance  of  our  kind. 
This  was  very  forcibly  impressed  upon  me  again  only  last  Saturday  when 
a  gentleman  from  South  Bend,  who  is  visiting  me,  remarked  at  once  that 
we  certainly  needed  a  new  ambulance  for  the  good  of  the  city  of  nothing 
else. 

Trusting  that  some  provision  will  be  made  for  us  in  the  ambulance 
service,  I  wish  to  assure  you  that  so  long  as  I  have  anything  to  do  with 
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the  City  Hospital  that  I  shall  endeavor  to  guard  its  property  the  same  as 
I  would  my  own.

After  looking  into  the  matter  of  the  appropriation  of  $1,500.00 
more  for  the  pure  milk  I  have  reliable  information  that  every  gallon  of 
milk  that  they  furnish  costs  $1.40  per  gallon,  and  I  believe  that  the 
people  of  Indianapolis  ought  to  have  a  better  knowledge  of  what  use 
their  money  or  moneys  is  used  for  in  the  matters  of  charity.  I  believe 
that  the  public  charities  under  the  conditions  are  not  obtaining  the 
best  of  results,  and  I  would  heartily  indorse  a  city  board  to  investigate 
all  charities  before  money  is  appropriated  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

Hon.  Samuel  Lewis  Shank,  Mayor,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Dear  Sir  :  I  beg  to  submit  for  your  information  a  statement  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  Children's  Aid  Association,  and  more  par- 
ticularly of  the  Milk  Commission  of  that  association. 

The  estimated  need  of  the  association  for  the  current  year,  including 
all  departments  and  central  administrative  expense,  was  $12,000,  but  the 
entirely  unexpected  increase  of  the  demand  upon  the  milk  station  will 
raise  the   amount   necessary  to   $14,000. 

The  association  was  organized  in  1904,  and  since  that  time  its  work 
has  been  constantly  growing.  The  administrative  force  consists  of  the 
general  secretary,  two  clerks  and  a  boy.  The  general  secretary  was  pre- 
pared for  his  work  at  Columbia  University,  and  came  to  us  with  four 
and  one-half  years'  experience  in  social  work  in  New  York  City  and  in  the 
city  of  Newark,  N.  J.

The  owner  of  the  Lemcke  building  gives  gratis  the  use  of  one  room, 
Mr.  V.  H.  Lockwood  gives  part  of  another  and  the  remaining  room 
costs  $220  per  year. 

The  visitation  department  employs  one  visitor  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$50;  part  of  the  year  an  additional  visitor  is  required.  Over  ninety 
volunteer  visitors  and  ten  physicians  assist  in  this  work  at  no  cost  to 
the   association. 

The  employment  department  employs  one  secretary  at  $60. 

The  child  protection  department  employs  one  secretary  at  $50.  The 
probation  officers  are  organized  in  connection  with  the  Juvenile  Court 
and  are  of  no  expense  to  the  association. 

The  recreation  committee  last  year  maintained  the  bath  house  at  West 
street  and  the  canal,  but  upon  its  removal  had  no  funds  to  establish  a 
new  house.  The  association  has  co-operated  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  teach- 
ing boys  to  swim,  and  for  those  who  did  not  come  within  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
limits,  conducted  a  class  at  the  municipal  bath  house  at  Fall  Creek.  The 
expense  of  this  work  was  specially  contributed.    • 

The  milk  commission  conducts  five  stations,  each  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  phvsician,  who  gives  his  services  gratuitously.  No  rent  is 
paid  for  any  of  these  stations,  the  use  of  the  one  in  Military  Park  being 
given  by  the  Park  Board,  and  all  of  the  others  being  freely  given  by  the 
owners.  It  maintains  a  laboratory,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent 
chemist,      at      the      farm      where      the      milk      is      produced.  Trained 

nurses  are  employed  at  four  of  the  stations  and  a  helper  at  the  remaining 
one.  These  nurses,  after  distribution  of  the  milk  from  the  stations, 
visit  the  mothers1  in  their  homes  and  give  advice  as  to  feeding  and  care 
of  the  children,  and  in  bad  cases  remain  in  actual  attendance  upon  the 
sick  baby.     The  monthly  disbursements  are  as  follows  :

The  milk  is  purchased  under  contract  for  the  season  at  3i  cents  per 
pound  (8£  pounds  to  the  gallon),  and,  including  freight  and  ice,  costs 
the  association  41  cents  per  gallon.  It  is  sold  to  parents  who  are  able  to 
pay  for  it  at  Si  cents  a  quart,  being  substantially  the  local  price  of  milk. 
Sickly  babies  require  modifications  under  doctor's  prescriptions  and  are 
supplied  with  all  of  the  modified  milk  they  need  at  12^-  cents  a  day. 
Parents  unable  to  pay  these  prices  are  supplied  gratis,  and  no  charge  is 
made  in  any  instance  for  the  doctor's  services  or  the  services  of  the 
nurse.  The  stations  are  maintained  only  in  the  months  of  June  to  Octo- 
ber, because  of  insufficient  funds  to  continue  the  work  throughout  the 
year.  The  need  is  greatest  in  the  summer  months,  but  it  is  very  desirable 
to  have  one  station  open  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  summer  months  much  of  the  time  of  the  administrative  force 
and  of  the  visitation  and  child  protection  secretaries  is  occupied  with  milk 
commission  work. 

The  association  is  chiefly  dependent  upon  private  contributions,  and 
employs  no  solicitors,  nor  does  it  pay  any  commissions  for  securing  sub- 
scriptions.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  communication 
addressed  to  me  by  Howard  Kimball,  City  Controller,  making  certain 
recommendations  as  to  the  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  several 
departments  of  the  city  government  for  the  coming  fiscal  year.  I  desire 
to  say  to  the  Council  that  I  have  gone  over  the  recommendations  made 
by  the  Controller,  very  carefully,  with  all  the  heads  of  the  departments 
of  the  city.  The  Controller  has  recommended  a  decrease  in  the  amount 
of  money  asked  for  by  the  different  departments,  the  sum  of  $309,436.30, 
which  decrease  I  approve. 

I  have  tried  in  every  way  possible  to  keep  the  tax  levy  down  to  the 
present  rate,  but  considering  the  necessary  expenses  made  by  the  increase 
of  the  police  force,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  electric  lights,  which  are 
permanent  increases,  and  which  must  be  met,  and  other  matters  which  I 
will  speak  of  more  particularly,  I  find  it  impossible  to  do  so. 

It  was  apparent  to  everyone  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1910,  when  I 
was  inaugurated  Mayor,  that  the  police  force  was  entirely  inadequate  for 
a  city  of  this  size  if  the  laws  were  to  be  enforced  as  they  ought  to  be. 
I  recommended  an  increase  of  fifty  additional  men  to  the  police  force  of 
the  city.  The  Council  acted  favorably  on  my  recommendation,  and  on  the 
6th  day  of  April,  1910,  fifty  additional  men  were  added  to  the  police 
force,  making  a  permanent  increase  of  salaries  in  the  police  department 
of  $58,063.00  per  year,  which  must  be  met  in  the  appropriations  of  this 
year. 

When  I  became  Mayor,  I  found  the  city  poorly  lighted.  After  confer- 
ence with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  members  of  the  City  Council 
we  concluded  it  was1  absolutely  necessary  that  the  city  have  more  lights. 
After  many  weeks  of  inspection  and  consultation,  a  number  of  new  lights 
have  been  added  this  year,  and  more  are  to  be  added  next  year.  It  was 
necessary  to  pay  for  those  added  this  year  by  a  special  appropriation 
of  the  Council,  and  you  have  appropriated  $15,000.00  for  that  purpose. 
All  these  are  improvements  which  the  public  demand,  and  they  must 
necessarily  be  provided  for  by  appropriations  for  the  coming  year.  It 
will  require  about  $20,000.00  additional  to  pay  for  the  lights  which  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  expects  to  have  installed  before  the  first  of  the 
coming  year,  and  in  all  the  increase  in  public  lighting,  which  must  be  met 
by  an  appropriation,  amounts  to  about  $35,000.00  over  the  appropriation 
of  last  year. 

It  has  been  customary  in  the  past  years  for  the  inspectors  employed  by 
the  city  to  watch  the  improvements  being  made  by  different  contractors 
to  be  paid  by  the  contractor  doing  the  work.  Acting  upon  the  advice  of 
the  Legal  Department,  the  Board  of  Works  held  such  contracts  were 
illegal,  and  upon  the  advice  of  the  City  Engineer,  that  the  city  should 
pay  its  own  inspectors  so  that  they  might  feel  under  no  obligation  to  the 
contractor  while  acting  for  the  city,  I  have  felt  that  the  city  could  get 
more  satisfactory  work  and  better  results  if  these  inspectors  were  paid 
by  the  city,  knowing  that  their  obligations  were  only  to  the  city.  This 
necessarily  makes  an  increase  of  salaries  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  has  estimated  that  such  increase  will  amount  to  about 
$25,000.00,  which  must  be  provided  for  by  appropriation. 

I  also  find  upon  investigation  and  conference  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  and  trustees  of  the  Police  Pension  Fund,  that  if  the  present  rate 
of  one-half  cent  is  not  increased  before  the  end  of  next  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  draw  on  the  principal  fund,  which  is  now  drawing  interest 
Believing  that  the  city  should  not  hesitate  to  take  care  of  this  fund,  which 
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is  for  the  benefit  of  those  injured  in  protecting  our  lives  and  property, 
as  well  as  their  families,  and  those  who  have  grown  old  in  the  service  of 
the  city,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  that  the  rate  be  increased  from 
one-half  cent  to  one  cent.  This  will  make  an  increase  that  must  be  met 
by  an  appropriation  of  about  $9,000.00. 

The  total  amount  of  increase  over  1910,  outside  of  the  increase  in  the 
police  pension  fund,  is  approximately  $113,000.00,  and  all  of  this  seems  to 
be  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  city. 

I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  to  meet  these  demands  and  keep  the 
tax  as  it  is  now,  and  having  carefully  gone  over  the  estimates  submitted 
by  the  Controller,  I  can  not  see  how  anything  can  be  cut  out  that  has 
not  already  been  done  so  by  him.  I  therefore  recommend  to  your  honor- 
able body  that  the  tax  levy  of  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  as  follows  :

The  aggregate  of  the  estimates,  as  submitted  bv  the  Departments  of 
Finance,  Law,  Public  Works,  Public  Safety  and  Public  Health  and  Chari- 
ties, is  $2,312,119.30,  which  requests  I  have  reduced  in  the  aggregate  to 
$2,002,683.00,  showing  a  net  cut  from  the  requests  of  the  several  Depart- 
ments of  $309,436.30. 
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I  estimate  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than  taxes  for  the 
3*ear  191 1  will  amount  to  $500,000.00;  this  leaves  the  sum  of  $1,502,683.00 
to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

I  therefore  recommend  a  tax  levy  for  general  city  purposes  of  eighty-two 
and  one-half  (82!)  cents,  which  includes  the  four  cent  levy  authorized  by 
law  for  track  elevation ;  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  for  general  city  purposes ; 
five  cents  for  sinking  fund ;  five  cents  for  general  park  fund ;  one-half  of 
one  cent  for  school  health  fund ;  one  cent  for  firemen's  pension  fund ;  one 
cent  for  police  pension  fund,  making  a  total  of  ninety-five  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  taxables.

for  the  year  1910,  a  tax  for  general  purposes  of  eighty-two  and  one-half 
(82^-)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  property, 
inclusive  of  the  authorized  four    (4)    cents  levy  for  track  elevation,  and 
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fifty  (50)  cents  on  each  poll  for  general  purposes;  also  a  tax  levy  of  five 
(5)  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  on  all  such  property 
for  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  five  (5)  cents 
upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  on  all  such  property 
for  the  general  park  fund  of  said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  one-half  (i)  of 
one  (1)  cent  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  on  all  such  prop- 
erty for  the  school  health  fund  of  said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  one  (1) 
cent  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  on  all  such  property  for  the 
firemen's  pension  fund  of  said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  one  (1)  cent  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  on  all  such  property  for  the  police 
pension  fund  of  said  city,  all  of  which  levies  are  duly  authorized  by 
specific  laws. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  be,  and  hereby 
is  ordered  and  directed  to  place  such  tax  upon  the  proper  tax  duplicate ; 
and  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county,  acting  for  said  city,  be,  and 
hereby  is  ordered  and  directed  to  collect  the  same  for  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis and  make  due  report  thereof  to  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

according  to  blue  print  attached,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit :   on  the  9th  day  of   September,   1910,  the 
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Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  filed  his  petition  before  the   Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows  : 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  The  undersigned  hereby  petitions  your  honorable  body 
for  permit  to  construct  an  additional  track  across  South  East  street,  be- 
tween Georgia  and  Washington  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a 
double  track  connection  with  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
Railway,  as  shown  in  blue  print  attached,  marked  Exhibit  A. 

The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company, 

By  A.   A.   Zion,  Superintendent. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  9th  day 
of  September,  1910,  by  and  between  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway 
Company,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part, 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  The  Indianapolis  Union 
Railway  to  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows  : 
Beginning  in  the  present  eastward  main  track  of  the  Indianapolis  Union 
Railway  at  a  point  n-  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  East  street,  thence 
eastwardly  curving  to  right  and  lying  between  the  two  present  tracks  of 
The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  to  the  east  line  of  East  street, 
hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors,  legal  representa- 
tives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and 
authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter 
established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall 
be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said 
Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  tracks  intersect  East  street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions 
or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise 
by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
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be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  itself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  b>  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with 
its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture 
of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act

General  Ordinance  No.  72 — 1910:  An  ordinance  requiring  the  Cleveland, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  to  station  and 
maintain  a  flagman  at  the  intersection  of  said  company's  tracks  with 
Newman  street,  in  said  city,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  required  to  station  and  maintain  a  flag-

flicting ordinances.,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  collect  or  peddle  iron,  brass,  copper,  tin,  zinc,  rags,  bottles,  paper  or 
junk  of  any  and  all  descriptions  in  or  along  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  without  first  having  obtained  and  paid  for 
a  license,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  goes  from  house  to  house,  or  from  one  part 
of  a  public  street  to  another,  or  from  one  public  alley  to  another,  in  a 
vehicle,  on  foot  or  with  a  push  cart,  buying,  collecting  or  gathering  any 
iron,  brass,  copper,  tin,  zinc,  rags,  paper,  bottles,  feathers  or  any  other 
article  commonly  called  junk,  shall  be  deemed  a  junk  peddler,  in  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  desiring  to  procure  a  junk  peddler's  license  shall 
make  application  therefor,  in  writing,  giving  to  the  City  Controller  the 
full  name,  age,  color  and  address  of  said  applicant.  Said  application  shall 
be  signed  by  two  owners  of  real  estate,  residents  of  said  city,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  City  Controller,  stating  that  they  are  personally  acquainted 
with  the  applicant  and  know  him  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident  of  said  city. 

Every  person  desiring  to  procure  a  junk  peddler's  license  shall  pay  into 
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the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($i.oo)  and  present  said  Treas- 
urer's receipt  therefor  to  the  City  Controller,  who  shall  issue  to  said 
person  the  proper  license  therefor. 

Applications  for  licenses  shall  be  made  in  person,  by  the  party  to  whom 
the  same  is  to  be  issued,  and  but  one  license  shall  be  issued  to  one  per- 
son for  any  one  period. 

Such  license  of  any  one  convicted  of  larceny  or  of  receiving  stolen 
property  shall  be1  revoked  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city. 

Sec.  4.  Every  licensed  junk  peddler  shall  wear  a  badge  of  metal,  three 
inches  in  diameter,  on  the  front  of  the  outside  garment,  with  the  registered 
number  of  his  license  in  plain  figures  on  said  badge,  which  badge  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  City  Controller. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days.

General  Ordinance  No.  74 — 1910 :  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  licens- 
ing, regulation  and  duties  of  junk  dealers;  prescribing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  thereof ;  repealing  conflicting  ordinances,  and  fixing  a 
time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  conduct,  maintain  or  engage  in  the  business  of  junk  dealer 
in  said  city,  unless  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have  first  paid 
a  license  fee  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  such  city,  and  procured  a  license 
therefor,  as  hereinafter  prescribed  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  conduct,  maintain 
or  engage  in  the  business  of  junk  dealer  shall  make  application  in  writing 
to  the  City  Controller  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  a  license  so  to  do, 
specifying  the  street  and  house  number  of  the  building  in  which  said  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  intends  to  carry  on  such  business,  which  applica- 
tion shall  also  be  signed  by  at  least  three  resident  freeholders  of  said 
city,  certifying  that  the  party  or  parties  concerned  in  making  such  appli- 
cation are  persons  of  good  moral  character. 

Sec.  3.  After  such  applicant  shall  have  been  granted  and  before  a 
license  shall  be  issued  thereon,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  pay 
to  the  City  Controller  an  annual  license  fee  of  ten  dollars,  and  upon  pre- 
sentation of  the  City  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  the  said  City  Controller 
shall  issue  to  said  person,  firm  or  corporation  the  license  applied  for. 
Said   license  shall  bear   date  of  January   first  of  the   year   in   which   the 
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same  shall  be  issued,  and  no  reduction  shall  be  made  for  any  part  of  the 
year  elapsed  at  the  time  of  making  such  application  for  such  license. 

Sec.  4.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  by  virtue  of  one  license, 
conduct,  maintain  or  engage  in  the  business  of  keeping  more  than  one 
junk  store:  Provided,  however,  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
licensed  as  aforesaid,  may  remove  from  one  place  of  business  to  another 
by  giving  written  notice  to  the  City  Controller  of  said  city,  specifying 
the  street  and  house  number  of  the  building  to  which  said  removal  is 
made. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person,,  firm  or  corporation  licensed  to  conduct,  maintain 
or  engage  in  the  business  of  a  junk  dealer  shall  keep  a  book  in  which 
shall  be  legibly  written  in  ink,  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  taking  or  re- 
ceiving of  any  goods,  articles,  or  things,  and  preserve  an  accurate  account 
and  description  in  the  English  language,  of  the  goods,  articles,  or  things 
purchased,  taken  or  received;  the  amount  of  money  paid  therefor,  the  time 
of  purchasing,  taking  or  receiving  the  same ;  the  name,  residence,  age, 
color,  height,  weight,  complexion,  style  of  beard,  style  of  dress  and  number 
of  the  licensed  badge  of  the  person  or  persons  selling  or  delivering  said 
goods,  articles  or  things. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city,  every  day  before 
the  hour  of  twelve,  noon,  a  legible  and  correct  copy  from  the  book  re- 
quired in  the  above  section,  giving  an  accurate  account  and  description  of 
the  goods,  articles,  or  things  taken  or  received  during  the  preceding  day ; 
the  price  paid  for  same ;  the  precise  time  of  purchasing,  taking  or  receiving 
of  same;  the  name,  residence,  age,  color,  height,  weight,  complexion, 
style  of  beard,  style  of  dress  and  number  of  license  badge  of  person  or 
persons  from  whom  such  goods,  articles  or  things  were  purchased,  taken 
or  received ;  said  copy  to  be  made  on  blank  white  paper  ten  by  twenty 
inches  in  size,  on  one  side  thereof  only,  in  the  following  form :

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Sec.  7.  The  book  provided  for  in  the  above  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  said  city,  to  examine  the  same. 
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Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  licensed 
as  aforesaid,  to  purchase,  take  or  receive  any  goods,  articles  or  things 
from  any  person  when  such  person  is  in  an  intoxicated  condition. 

Sec.  g.  All  goods  or  articles  purchased  or  received  by  any  proprietor, 
manager  or  employe  of  said  licensed  junk  store,  shall  be  retained  at  said 
licensed  junk  store,  by  said  proprietor,  manager  or  employe,  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  forty-eight  hours  before  disposing  of  same. 

Sec.  io.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred' dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in 
the  Marion  County  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety  days. 

Sec.  ii.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1910,  and  from  and  after  its  passage  and  pub- 
lication once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis 
Commercial,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana.

By  Mr.  Denny: 

General  Ordinance  No.  75 — 1910 :     An  ordinance  to  regulate  traffic  upon 
the  public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  all  persons  using  the  public  highways  of  said  city  shall 
comply  with  the  following  rules  and  regulations  governing  traffic  thereon : 

DEFINITIONS. 

Sec.  2.  The  word  "vehicle/'  as  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  include  all 
such  conveyances  of  every  kind  as  habitually  use  the  roadways,  except 
those  running  on  tracks.  The  provisions  hereof  regarding  vehicles  shall 
apply  so  far  as  applicable  to  cattle  and  to  all  draft  and  weight-carrying 
animals,  whether  ridden,  driven  or  led. 

Sec.  3.  The  word  "driver,"  as  used  herein,  shall  apply  to  all  persons  in 
charge  or  control  of  conveyances  and  animals  as  described  in  the  previous 
section. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  following-named  streets 
shall  be  known  as  the  "congested  district,"  to-wit : 

Washington  street,  between  Alabama  street  and  Senate  avenue ;  Illinois 
street,  between  Vermont  street  and  the  north  line  of  the  Union  Station; 
Meridian  street,  between  New  York  street  and  Georgia  street ;  Pennsyl- 
vania street,  between  New  York  street  and  Georgia  street ;  Delaware 
street,  between  Vermont  street  and  Georgia  street;  Alabama  street,  be- 
tween Ohio  street  and  Maryland  street. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

Sec.  5.  A  vehicle,  except  when  passing  a  vehicle  ahead,  shall  keep  as 
near  the  right  hand  curb  as  possible.  A  vehicle  overtaking  another  ve- 
hicle shall  pass  on  the  left  side  of  the  vehicle  overtaken,   and  shall  not 
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pull  over  to  the  right  until  entirely  clear  of  the  latter.  A  vehicle  turning 
into  another  street  to  the  right  shall  turn  the  corner  as  near  the  right  hand 
curb  as  practicable.  A  vehicle  turning  into  another  street  to  the  left 
shall  turn  around  the  center  of  intersection  of  the  two  streets.  No  vehicle 
shall  stop  with  its  left  side  to  the  curb.  A  vehicle  shall  back  up  to  a 
curb  only  long  enough  to  be  loaded  or  unloaded,  provided,  that  any  ve- 
hicle attached  to  a  business  house  may  stand  in  such  position  at  the  curb 
opposite  its  own  building  so  long  as  it  does  not  blockade  the  highway  in 
so  doing. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  vehicle  is  about  to  slow  up  or  stop,  a  signal  shall  be 
given  to  those  behind  by  raising  the  whip  or  hand  vertically.  In  turning 
while  in  motion  or  in  starting  to  turn  from  a  standstill,  a  signal  shall  be 
given  from  such  vehicle  by  raising  the  whip  or  hand,  indicating  the  direc- 
tion in  which  the  turn  is  to  be  made.  Before  backing,  ample  warning 
shall  be  given,  and  while  backing  care  should  be  exercised  not  to  interfere 
with  traffic  behind. 

Sec.  7.  No  vehicle  shall  cross  a  main  thoroughfare  or  make  a  turn  at 
a  speed  rate  exceeding  one-half  its  regular  speed.  The  driver  or  operator 
of  every  vehicle  shall  give  some  plainly  visible  or  audible  signal  of  his 
approach,  and  shall  keep  his  vehicle  at  not  less  than  six  feet  from  the 
lower  step  of  a  street  car  which  is  stopping  to  take  on  or  discharge  a 
passenger,  and  if  necessary  to  comply  herewith,  he  shall  bring  his  vehicle 
to  a  stop,  and  the  same  regulation  as  to  distance  applies  when  a  vehicle 
is  passing  to  the  right  of  a  street  car  in  an  opposite  direction  bound,  to 
avoid  injury  to  passengers  coming  around  the  rear  of  a  street  car. 

Sec.  8.  Traffic  of  every  kind  shall  be  subject  to  the  demand  of  any 
member  of  the  police  force,  whether  given  by  word,  hand,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  g.  Slowly-moving  vehicles  shall  keep  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
right  curb  and  allow  for  passage  of  other  vehicles  to  their  left. 

Sec.  io.  No  vehicle,  except  in  case  of  emergency,  shall  stop  in  a  high- 
way at  such  places  as  to  obstruct  the  regular  crossing  for  pedestrians. 

Sec.  ii.  Police,  fire  department  and  United  States  mail  vehicles  and 
ambulances  when  answering  emergency  calls,  shall  have  the  right  of  way, 
and- all  traffic  must  make  way  for  same  by  pulling  next. to  the  curb  and 
stopping  until  the  same  have  passed. 

STREET  CARS. 

Sec.  12.  Street  cars  shall  not  be  stopped  so  as  to  obstruct  any  regular 
crossing  and  where  two  or  more  street  cars  are  stopped  near  one  another, 
free  passageway  for  pedestrians  must  be  left  around  each  such  car. 

Sec.  13.  Vehicles  shall  not  remain  on  street  car  tracks  so  as  to  obstruct 
any  approaching  car,  but  must  leave  same  immediately  upon  signal  from 
the  motorman,  except  where  traffic  or  the  condition  of  the  contiguous 
roadway  absolutely  prevents. 

Sec.  14.  Upon  signal  of  the  approach  of  any  fire  apparatus  or  rapidly 
moving  police  patrol  or  ambulance,  street  cars  must  immediately  stop  and 
remain  standing  until  the  same  has  passed. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  CONGESTED  DISTRICT. 

Sec.  15.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  general  regulations,:  the  following 
shall  be  observed  within  the  congested  district : 

The  traffic  policemen  will  regulate  the  moving  of  traffic  in  the  congested 
district  as  follows  : 

One  blast  of  police  whistle  means  that  east  and  west  traffic  shall  stop 
and  north  and  south  traffic  proceed, 
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Two  blasts  of  the  whistle  means  that  north  and  south  traffic  shall  stop 
and  east  and  west  traffic  shall  proceed. 

Three  or  more  blasts  of  the  whistle  indicate  the  approach  of  fire  de- 
partment or  other  danger. 

In  addition  to  the  use  of  the  whistle  as  indicated,  traffic  shall  obey  the 
commands   of   such   traffic   policemen   given   by   word   or   hand. 

Sec.  i6.  When  such  signals  are  given,  vehicles  must  stop  at  such 
places  in  the  congested  district  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  passage  of 
pedestrians  at  regular  crossings.  All  heavy  wagons,  trucks,  drays  or 
other  vehicles  used  for  carrying  heavy  loads  shall  be  kept  off  Washington 
street  between  Senate  avenue  and  Alabama  street,  except  when  delivering 
or  calling  for  goods  on  such  street,  between  such  points,  and  in  such  cases', 
said  vehicles  shall  enter  and  leave  said  portion  of  Washington  street  at 
the  nearest  street  crossing  to  the  places  of  destination  of  such  vehicles. 

Sec.  17.  Pedestrians  in  the  congested  district  shall  cross  intersections 
at  the  same  time  that  vehicles  cross  going  in  their  direction  and  shall 
observe  the  signals  regulating  the  same.  Pedestrians  mtist  not  unneces- 
sary use  the  roadway,  and  in  waiting  for  street  cars,  must  remain  upon 
the  sidewalk  until  such  cars  approach. 

Sec.  18.  No  vehicle  shall  be  turned  around  within  the  congested  district 
by  backing. 

Sec.  19.  No  vehicle  shall  stand  still  within  the  intersection  of  any 
streets  in  the  congested  district  or  within  thirty  (30).  feet  from  the  inter- 
secting roadway.

Horses  attached  to  vehicles  and  the  shafts  of  unhitched  vehi- 
cles, when  backed  up  to  the  curbs  in  the  congested  district,  shall  be  turned 
at  right  angles  to  a  vehicle  or  as  nearly  this  angle  as  possible. 

Sec.  22.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  ordinances 
now  in  force  regulating  the  speed  of  vehicles. 

Sec.  23.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($1.00,00),  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
thirty  (30)  days  in  the  Marion  County  jail  or  work  house. 

Sec.  24.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
printed  and  published  in  said  city.

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  1910,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered 
into  the  following  contract  with  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  viz.  : 

Contract  between  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  sidetracks  or  switches 
across  Merrill  street,  between  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  streets. 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  28th  day  of  September, 
1910,  by  and  between  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second 
part,  witnesseth: 

That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing  a  right  of 
way  for,  and  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  three  additional 
sidetracks  or  switches,  and  also  to  relocate  four  of  said  company's  exist- 
ing sidetracks  or  switches,  across  Merrill  street,  between  Pennsylvania 
and  Delaware  streets,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  are  more  par- 
ticularly described  as  follows  : 

The  first  or  eastwardly  track  to  be  located  sixty-nine  (69)  feet  nine 
(9)  inches  west  of  the  west  line  of  Delaware  street.  The  remainder  of 
said  sidetracks  to  be  spaced  twenty-two  (22)  feet  between  centers,  except 
the  most  westwardly  of  said  tracks,  the  center  of  which  is  to  be  thirteen 
(13)   feet  from  the  center  of  the  next  track  east  of  it. 
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Said  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Com- 
pany hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors,  legal  repre- 
sentatives and  assigns,  that  in  consideration  of  the  granting  of  the  privi- 
leges and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  said  tracks  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to-wit : 

i.  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for 
persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles,  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis. 

2.  Said  tracks  or  switches  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  tracks  or  switches  shall  be 
raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said 
Board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made 
by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks  or  switches. 

3.  The  crossing  where  said  tracks  or  switches  intersect  Merrill  street 
-shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  ob- 
structions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  such  crossing,  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be 
absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be 
at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct 
public  travel. 

4.  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  city  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  tracks  or  switches,  or  any 
part  of  them,  and  upon  said-party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification 
in  writing,  of  ten  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done, 
and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages 
whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing 
said  tracks  or  switches,  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall 
in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

5.  The  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  pave  between  said 
tracks  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said 
tracks  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed, 
or  become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  said  Board  shall  be  the 
exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  promptly  repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in 
writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which 
expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

6.  _  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  itself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damage  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
tracks,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said,  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

7.  All  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  Instance,  or  with 
its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of 
the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract :  Provided, 
however,  That  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concerning  mu- 
nicipal   corporations,"    approved    March    6,    1905,    and    acts    amendatory 
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thereof,  and  in  consideration  of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and

Dear  Sirs  :  On  August  30th  last  the  Terre  Haute,  Indianapolis  and 
Eastern  Traction  Co.  obtained  and  paid  for  a  permit  through  this  office 
for  the  erection  and  construction  of  a  stack,  setting  of  boilers  and  stokers 
in  their  power  house,  corner  Tenth  street  and  River  avenue,  to  cost 
$119,000.00. 

Under  Section  7,  part  2,  of  the  building  ordinance,  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  this  department  to  charge  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  every  $500  of

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  requesting  me  to  recommend  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
transferring  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  from  the  fund  known  as  the  "Fire 
Force  Pay  Roll"  to  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  "Material  and  Labor" 
Gamewell  System,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  material 
and  labor  incident  to  the  moving  of  the  Gamewell  fire  alarm  telegraph 
system  from  the  fire  headquarters  to  the  new  city  hall  building. 

In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  better,  if  deemed  advisable  by  your  honor- 
able body,  to  create  a  special  fund  for  the  purpose  desired  rather  than  to 
transfer  the  amount  from  the  "Fire  Force  Pay  Roll"  fund. 

I  therefore  submit  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  appropriation  of 
the  amount  asked  for  and  would  recommend  its  passage.

Dear  Sir  :  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  an  ordinance  was  passed 
appropriating  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across 
Pogues  Run  at  Tenth  street,  and  another  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  Pogues  Run  at  Dor- 
man street. 

We  received  bids  today,  the  lowest  bid  for  the  Tenth  street  bridge 
being  $5,478,  and  the  lowest  bid  for  the  Dorman  street  bridge  being  $3,985. 
However,  another  bid  was  submitted  for  the  two  bridges  together  for  the 
sum  of  $9,300.  It  would  be  impossible  to  award  the  contract  for  the 
Tenth  street  bridge  on  account  of  the  low  bid  exceeding  the  appropria- 
tion. The  bid  of  $9,300  for  the  two  bridges  combined  is  $163  less  than  the 
two  low  single  bids,  so  that  if  it  were  possible  to  accept  the  bid  of  $9,300 
we  would  not  only  be  saving  $163,  but  it  would  be  keeping  within  the 
appropriation.  However,  since  separate  appropriations  were  made  for  the 
two  bridges,  we  feel  that  we  could  not  let  the  contract  for  the  two 
bridges  combined  unless  these  two  funds  were  converted  into  one  by  an 
ordinance  of  the  Council. 

We  therefore  request  that  you  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  a  fund  for 
the  construction  of  bridges  across  Pogues  Run  at  Tenth  street  and  Dor- 
man street,  the  same  to  be  transferred  from  the  fund  for  construction  of 
bridge  across  Pogues  Run  at  Dorman  street  and  from  the  fund  for  con- 
struction of  bridge  across  Pogues  Run  at  Tenth  street. 

Since  this  money  has  been  appropriated  once,  and  since  we  have  what 
we  consider  a  good  bid  for  the  construction  of  these  two  bridges,  we 
would  recommend  that  this  ordinance  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules  at  tonight's  meeting.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to 
send  you,  as  I  do  enclosed  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  by  this 
department  from  Mr.  Benjamin  Douglass,  State  Entomologist,  under 
date  of  October  24,  1910.  You  will  note  that  Mr.  Douglass  calls  attention 
to  a  condition  of  trees  in  the  street  lawns  in  the  city,  of  which  this  de- 
partment has  been  cognizant  for  several  years.  The  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners, however,  has  never  felt  that  it  had  the  funds  to  undertake 
the  care  of  any  other  trees  beside  those  in  public  parks.  It  is  urgent, 
nevertheless,  that  before  long  something  be  done  to  care  for  the  trees  in 
street  lawns,  because  the  dangers  which  Mr.  Douglass  points  out  are  not 
in  any  respect  exaggerated  by  him. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  wishes  to  place  the  situation  before 
you  so  that  it  may  be  thoroughly  understood.  The  Board  does  not 
wish,  at  the  present  time,  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  funds,  sufficient 
to  cover  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  tree  spraying  crew  for  city  trees ; 
but  if  the  Mayor  and  the  Legislative  and  Financial  Departments  of  the 
city  feel  that  an  expense  of  this  kind  may  be  incurred  next  year,  the  Board 
would  do  its  utmost  to  make  the  work  of  such  a  department,  economically 
administered,  efficient  and  worth  while  to  the  city.  It  appears  quite  cer- 
tain that  if  some  steps  of  the  kind  suggested  are  not  taken  at  once  to 
protect  the  city's  trees,  thousands  of  them  will  be  lost,  and  the  city  will 
suffer  incalculable  damage  as  a  result  of  its  neglect  to  adopt  the  simplest 
precautionary  measures. 

If  it  should  appear  that  an  appropriation  can  be  made  for  the  year  1911, 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  would  be  glad  to  furnish  a  detailed  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  purchasing  equipment  and  supplies,  with  a  year's  main- 
tenance. As  it  has  been  estimated,  without  going  into  details,  this  would 
be  approximately  $5,000.

Leroy  Snyder,  Esq.,  The  Park  Board,  Indianapolis: 

Dear  Sir  :  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Park  Board  to  a  condi- 
tion of  the  trees  in  the  city  which  I  believe  has  existed  long  enough. 
Throughout  the  central  part  of  the  city  the  soft  maples  have  been  infested 
with  the  cottony  maple  scale  for  the  past  several  years.  Along  the 
edges  of  the  business  section  the  soft  maples  have  been  practically  ex- 
terminated by  this  pest.  The  scale  has,  in  the  last  three  years,  worked  to 
the  north  and  east  and  is  now  spreading  over  the  residence  part  of  town. 
I  feel  that  some  very  strong  measures  should  be  taken  to  protect  the  trees 
in  this  section. 

The  pest  will  attack  not  only  the  soft  maples  but  several  other  species 
of  shade  trees.  There  are  in  this  city  elm  trees  that  were  killed  by  the 
cottony  maple  scale.  A  resident  of  North  Meridian  street  recently  told 
me  that  he  did  not  care  to  spend  money  protecting  the  trees  in  his  yard 
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as   long   as   the   city   maintained   a   pest   on   the   parkway   in    front   of   his 
house.     I  think  that  this  attitude  is  common  among  the  citizens. 

Would  it  not  be  possible  for  the  Park  Board  to  invest  in  more  spraying 
machines  and  put  a  large  force  of  men  at  work  trying  to  head  off  this 
destructive  scale?  Such  an  investment  would  not  be  only  for  the  immedi- 
ate future  but  the  machines  would  be  available  for  fighting  other  insect 
pests  which  are  liable  to  occur  in  destructive  numbers  almost  any  time. 
In  this  connection  I  will  say  that  unless  something  is  done  the  city  trees 
will  be  defoliated  next  year  by  the  tussock  moth.  Thousands  of  cocoons 
of  this  caterpillar  are  to  be  found  on  the  trees  of  the  city  today.  This 
should  be  sufficient  warning  to  prepare  for  the  future. 

I  trust  that  these  suggestions  will  meet  with  your  serious  consideration 
and  that  your  Board  will  see  fit  to  provide  the  additional  equipment  men- 
tioned above.

Dear  Sir  :  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  ask 
that  you  kindly  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  the  appropriation  of 
the  sum  of  $1,987.00,  to  cover  an  assessment  of  benefits  levied  against  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for  the  opening  of  Twenty-fifth  street, 
from  Senate  avenue  to  Capitol  avenue.  I  am  enclosing  you  herewith 
copy  of  a  letter  received  by  this  Department  from  the  City  Attorney, 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  the  faci 
that  this  assessment  is  past  due  and  unpaid. 

You  will  recall  that  this  opening  was  made  on  the  petition  of  property 
owners  west  and  north  of  the  intersection  of  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Sen- 
ate avenue.  The  opening  was  not  in  any  sense  of  the  word  absolutely 
essential  to  the  working  out  of  the  Fall  Creek  Parkway  plans  at  Capitol 
avenue,  but  it  was  so  obviously  of  benefit  to  the  property  owners 
who  petitioned  for  it,  that  this  Department  joined  with  them  in  representa- 
tions made  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  as  to  the  desirability  of  the 
opening.  This  Department,  in  addition  to  joining  in  the  petition  for  the 
opening,  donated  more  than  half  of  the  ground  necessary  to  provide  a 
right-of-way  for  the  new  street.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  feels  that  the  additional  expense  assessed  against 
it  by  the  appraisers  appointed  in  the  opening  proceedings  is  not  properly 
chargeable  against  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  as  such,  but  is  more 
particularly  a  benefit  to  the  city  as  a  whole,  and  on  this  account  would 
respectfully  request  that  a  special  appropriation  be  made  in  the  amount 
named. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  feels  that  this  request  can  be  made 
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with  propriety  because  hitherto  the  assessments  against  city  park  land 
on  account  of  public  improvements,  such  as  the  laying  of  sidewalks, 
paving  of  streets  and  building  of  sewers,  have  not  been  paid  out  of  the 
general  park  fund,  but  have  been  paid  either  out  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  payment  of  municipal  assess- 
ments or  have  been  covered  by  special  appropriation  by  the  Common 
Council.  The  Board  feels  that  the  assessment  levied  against  the  Fall 
Creek  parkway  for  the  opening  of  Twenty-fifth  street  is  essentially  of  a 
kind  with  the  sort  of  assessments  I  have  just  enumerated. 

A  forecast  of  the  financial  condition  of  this  Department  for  the  period 
ending  May  i,  191 1,  shows  a  probable  deficit  at  that  time  of  approximately 
$1,000.  It  must,  therefore,  be  apparent  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  pay  this  charge  for  the  Twent}^-fifth 
street  opening  out  of  its  current  fund  without  seriously  embarrassing  the 
Department.  At  the  direction  of  the  Board,  I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this 
letter  to  the  Mayor.

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.

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by  reason  of  such  removal;   and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  oi  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable.

upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  towit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
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subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter 
established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall 
be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said 
Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  tracks  intersect  Van  Buren  street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions 
or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise 
by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  b>  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with 
its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture 
of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  con- 
cerning municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consid- 
eration of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the 
first  part  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  addi- 
tional sidetrack  or  switch  across  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and 
for   greater  certainty  marked   "Exhibit   A."

Indianapolis  Humane  Society,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Nov.  18,  1910. 

To   the  Honorable  City  Council,  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  There  are  perhaps  more  lives  saved  and  more  accidents 
averted  by  the  policemen  who  stand  all  day  at  the  street  crossings  than 
through  any  other  single  agency  in  the  city.  These  men  are  not  there 
through  choice,  but  are  detailed  to  this  work  and  must  do  it  or  give  up 
their  jobs.  Standing  all  day  long  in  one  position,  with  but  little  relief 
or  change,  is  bad  enough  when  the  weather  is  fine,  but  from  now  on  until 
spring  the  state  of  the  temperature  and  the  lack  of  proper  exercise  will 
cause  these  men  more  or  less  suffering  from  cold  feet,  and  when  a  man's 
feet  are  cold  he  is  cold  all  over,  and  when  they  are  warm  he  is  fairly 
comfortable. 

Those  of  us  who  pass  the  corner  policeman,  day  after  day,  and  note 
his  pleasant  nod  and  smile  to  the  passerby,  do  not  think  that  while  we  are 
shivering  from  going  only  a  few  blocks,  perhaps,  that  these  men  are 
facing  the  wintry  blasts  all  day  long. 

Now,  if  the  city  can,  at  no  great  expense,  provide  places  at  the  street 
crossings  which  are  connected  with  the  steam  heat  supplied  to  the  busi- 
ness men,  where  these  guardians  of  the  people  can  be  made  more  com- 
fortable by  at  least  keeping  their  feet  warm,  we  beg  to  suggest  that  from  a 
humane  standpoint  it  should  be  done. 

These  men  are  selected  for  their  efficiency  and  no  doubt  any  of  them 
would  prefer  to  travel  all  day  on  a  beat  than  to  stand  at  the  crossings,  but 
it  must  be  done,  and  they  are  chosen  to  do  it,  and  they  should  not  be  com- 
pelled to  suffer  from  the  cold  any  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary  while 
performing  this  duty.     We  do  not  believe  the  taxpayers  of  this  city,  when 
they  consider  what  is  being  done  by  these  men,  would  object  to  a  few 
hundred  dollars  that  it  would  cost  to  keep  them  fairly  comfortable.
